"\\'lth all the leaders out of town foi 
the week end, there have been no fur- 
ther developments In . the sitUi-ition, and 
the discussions In tlie jiress and aliout 
town are oonllned to conjectures as to 
what course tlie government will take. 

It is certain tnnt Promicr AsquItU 
on tho day after the lords have divided 
on tho ([uestlon will give notice of :.a 
motion afllrniing the unquestionable 
right of the House of Conimons In-ffo- 
spect to financial niattera. 

There is a possibility that Lord 
Balfour of iBurlolgh will reply to tliKs 
with an amendment proposing that a 
change in the^system of ^ta:(atIon of 
such i'tnportance 'Should .ibe referred to 
the people. The premier's motion, of 
course, \vlll prevail, and then It will 
be the fiuestlon Tif whether the house 
sh.-ill be prorogued or merely adjourned 
which the government must decide. 

Tlie decision of tho government in 
the matter will be of the greatest im- 
liortance ho far as tho linances of tho 
country are concerne-d, as the only au- 
thority now existing for the collection 
of t'he Income t.ax, the duty on tea and 
tho Increased duties on sjiirlts and to- 
bacco rests on the resolutions parsed 
immediately after the introduction of 
tlie budget. ' If parllaiment is prorogued 
these resolutions will come to an end 
and tho collection of taxes will have 
to stop.

As I'lir 
UB we know, almost every person wlio 
has been appointed a lleutonant-gov- 
emor In Canada since' Confederntlon 
was, not long liel'ore lii.s elevation lo 
ollico !in aetivi' poliUelan, and ilie gi-eat 
majority of Judgeships have been lliied 
.put jof ..the ranks of ardent party work- 
ers. Only to a limited dcgroo has the 
public welfare .suffered hy reason of 
this, .at least, as far as anyone can nee. 
iS'evei'theles.s, the siiggestion that a 
candidate! at an election, wlio is in op- 
])08itlon to tho ministry of the day, 
should be placedf, In. ,tl}e. gubernatorial 
chair very sh6ftlJ^ after hlti defeat, 
does not seem exactly consist- 
ent with the ordinarily re(;ei\'i;d Ideas 
of constitutional government, Tlieor- 
ctlcnlly, at least, tho lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of a province must have con 11- 
denco personally In his ministers. Tho 
most extreme advocate of parllnmont- 
ary supremacy will not contend ^'t^at « 
Ucuteniint-Bovcrnoi Is bound to ^en- 



trust tho management of tho affairs oC 
a province to men in whom ho has 
personally no. conlldcnce, and while It 
may ea8llji;i:b||tliatithe'Strongest part- 
izan c6uid7 successfully endeavor to 
treat his erstwhllo political antagonists 
with fair play, the elevation of a man 
to tlie position of representative of tho 
Crown, who only a short time previ- 
ously had been holding u]) to the Kcora 
and contempt ol' the electorate the men 
who are to- form '•his offlclar-family, 
would not afford a spectacle calculated 
to Increase the respect of tlie commun- 
ity at large for tlie ii-iannor in which 
tho affairs of the country., are- carried 
on; Wo make these bbsemitlon with- 
out any reference to any individual, 
whose name may have been connected 
with, the gubernatorial . ptllco In this 
P^oyinoc; "but it seems rprppiBr.^to Ex- 
press iho views sot out abBvb' on gen- 
eral principles. 

As to Judgesliips, it seems almost in- 
evitable thai the lawyers, lit for ap- 
pointnu'iit to the bench, will be men 
who will take an active part la politics. 
Tlio old practice in the ^ays before 
Confederation used to be for the nt- 
lorney-general to take any Vacant 
Judgeship tliat offered during his ten- 
ure of ollice. But it seems highly ob- 
jectionable that appointments to the 
bench should be lield back until as- 
pirants to tho position had served tho 
party in one more election contest, 
and especially so in the case of the 
constitution of a new court. We do 
not think the people of any other pro- 
vince than British Columbia would be 
asked to submit to such a line of ac- 
tion. Again we say that these re- 
marks are not intended to ha\'e any 
personal application. AVe have no 
knowledge as to who the appellate 
judges will be; but we know that, If 
they are lit for tlu'ir places, thoy were 
as fit si.-c weeks ago as the.\- are now. 
and wo assert unhesitatingly that the 
I delay in their appointment Is not 
j creditable to those who are responsible 

in the premises. . 
j The- qucistloa Is often asked: Why 
have the Lll-ierals lieen so completely 
overwhelmed in Liritisli Coliimliia? Tlie 
course of events lias been very re- 
markable. At the general election be- 
fore the last for Parliament, tho Liberals 
swept the province. At the last elec- 
tion they won only oni; seal where there 
was a contest. In tho provincial elec- 
tion of 1903 the Liberals elected' bo 
many candidates that they have In- 
sisted ever since, though not truthfully, 
tliat it was only the . support of . the 
Socialist that kept tho Conservatives 
in power. At tlie election of 1007 they 
only elected live members, and this 
year two is all they can claim. For 
this there may be many reasons; but 
we may assure persons outside of the 
province, who may be interested In 
knowing, that tho ..utter disregard of 
sound public opinion, as it has lieen 
manifested in connection with the ap- 
pointments to the Appellate Court, had 
very mucli to do with It.

Ilcarn, 
who, since April 21at, 1899, has held 
tlio highest office in the order, and to 
whose untiring zeal -and able adminis- 
tration during tlie past ten years, the 
order owes Its present position In the 
fraternal world, wliore it stands today 
without a peer.

U 
is said tlial one tiling the survey 
deiiionstr;ili-d was that It is not feasible 
to liriiig water from tin- lake to a spot 
ne.-ircr tile city by mere gravitation un- 
less the l(>ng twenty-eight mile route 
is adopted and tliat any shorler route 
will necessitate the tunnelling of tlie 
iiiountaiii. 

It looks very mucli as if Aldcriii.in 
Hishop's liylaw to classify the civic 
.servii'c and lix the reiniineratiori to be 
received by civic eniiiloyees will not 
ciune up for ciuislderatlon this year, 'i'lie 
measure has now been before the coun-

TEST STRENGTH 
OF IpCHflOL 

Stability of George Jay School |j 
Demonstrated by Week's 
. Test 



That strength and stability are two 
of the features of the new George Jay 
scliool now Hearing completion on 
Chambers Street was demonstrated 
yesterday afternoon before several ot 
the school trustees, when, the result of 
nn experiment which has been eon- 
ducted for tbe past week was announc- 
ed. Since the trouble ' over the old 
Lampson street school, the city school 
trustees determined that an exhaustive 
test ot tile new city school should bo 
uiuiertaken to demonstrate that the 
structure is absolutely aal'e and sound. 

To make the test, one ot the class 
rooms on tho second storey was select- 
ed. Tile briclv to the number of hun- 
dreds, and weighing In all 72,420 lbs., 
or a fraction over 36 tons, were piled 
on the lloor towards tho centre of the 
room. Tills weight has been lying 
there for a week, and exact measure- 
inents show that the lloor has not de- 
flected the thirty-second part of an 
inch. The pressure amounts to ICS lbs. 
■ler .square foot. l''rom the system of 
coiibtriictlon, tho Kahn reinforced sys- 
tem, the pressure from the -weight on 
the door also bears upon the . walls, 
which remained without the Bllghteat 
deilectlon. This test lb considered by 
tlie contraolors to prove beyond all 
manner,of doubt that the Kahn system 
now 80 much in vogue In other cities, 
is best for public buildings, such ns 
schools. 

Trustees George Jay, Riddell, and 
Mcintosh viewed the progress of work 
on the school, and expressed them- 
selves pleased with the work. The 
new building will not. It Is expected, 
be fully ready for occupancy until 
next February. The solid portion is 
about completed, and worii on the fin- 
ishing will commence in a. short time. 
The boilers and ventilating system are 
on the ground, and will bo Installed 
immediately. Parlitt Bros., the con- 
tractors, state the new building will bo 
tho finest and most substantial of any 
ot the city schools, and will be abso- 
lutely fir e proof. ^

YOUTHFUL burglars: 



Case of Three Boys In Vancouver 
Strikingly Shows' Need of 
Juyenllo Court 



VANCOUVER, Nov. i;7.— I'hosd Wlio 
attended police court this morning 
could scarcely believe their eyes -when 
the Mount Pleasant burglary cases 
were called, for there arose three dim- 
inutive yoimgsters, the smallest hardly 
more than 40 inches tall and the oldest 
not a' great jaeal taller;- ..;v.,-. ,i.. \ 



l-'or about Uvo weeks residents of 
.Mount l^leasant were terrorized, 'i'hore 
were nightly burglaries of a partlcilar- 
ly daring nature. 1'iie police were en- 
lii-ely baffled .'it lirst, for they were on 
the wrung scent. Investigation of the 
rejiorls which came lidlowing the de- 
predations iiidicateil that master hands 
and men skilled in burglary were re- 
siionsibie. But they linally brought it 
all home to these three urchins, arid 
havi' managed to recover most of tlio 
slolen goods. 

The iioliee were nt a loss what to do, 
as there Is no maehinerj- for the trial 
of juvenile culprits, except that of the 
police court, and no place in which to 
di-tain lioys, except in jail. So they 
were left w-lth their parents. They 
were not tried this morniiig, either, for 
it Is lielieved that the juvenile pro- 
tection assoeiallon within a week will 
have a juvenile court, as Ottawa has 
been communicated with, and urged to 
set the machinery in motion. Magis- 
trate Williams this morning adjourned 
the hearings for one week, but state'd 
that .If. at tho-endi-of that .timei' there 
was no ether way of dealing with the 
case the regular police procedure 
would' be' unaertaUen. 

"There is no other way to restrain 
the youth of this city," said the court, 
"and I have only one remedy — the re- 
form school." 

City Prosecutor Kennedy said: "Jf 
these boys are brought up before this 
court I siiall strongly m-ge that they he 
sent to the reformatory. That place Is 
not only a place for tho reformation of 
boy8,.l}j)t,It Is foi'^he protection of. bo-

Sensational Cliarges Against 
Japanese States- 
men 



The big Holt liner Bellerophon, Capt. 
Bartlctl, which reached port this 
morning from Liverpool and way ports 
of the l''ar East l)y way of tho Sue/, 
canal with a large cargo of general 
freight, including 500 tons for \'ic- 
toria, 2, GOO for N'ancouver, fiUO tor 
Seattle and S.']U tons for Tacoina, was 
siiakea a submarine seismic shocli 
wiicn entering the Uuitgo channel on 
her way to Kobe on November 10, at 
p. m. 'i'he ipiake sliook and vili- 
ratcd the steamer so that tliose slecp- 
in,^' were awakened and the impression 
Iireavailed for a few mo- 
ments that some obstruction had been 
hit, or tlie engines met with mishap. 
The Bellerophon passed through the 
area which Japanese seismic experts 
credited as the centre of the disturb- 
ance which originated at sea. Tho 
earthquake ivas experienced through- 
out western Japan, and at Natsukawa, 
In Okayama prefecture, a woman and 
baby were crushed to death in a fallen 
house. 

The Bellerophon left Yokohama 
twelve hours after the Steamer Seat- 
tle -Mara of tho Osaka Sbosen kalsha, 
wliicli secured a big share Of tho silk 
oRcred for shipment. The Japanese 
announced to shippers that their 
steamer would beat the Holt liner In 
the race across the Paclflo and land 
the silk first In New, York via the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul route. 
The Seattle Marji has not yet been 
reported. A similar race took place, 
with the last Blue Funnel liner to ar- 
rive. The Tacoma Maru left with the 
Oanfa, which beat the Japanese 
steamer by 36 iiours. 

Chief Engineer Collins, of the Bel- 
lerophon remained behind to take 
charge of the engines of the new Holt 
liner, tho Protesllaus, which is to start 
for Victoria on her maiden trip In 
January. " A description of the new 
steamer has been given In these col- 
umns. 

Typhoon Victims 

The Bellerophon left Liverpool on 
SepteiTiber 18, and as usual kept to her 
schedule, arriving a day in advance 
of schednlod time. At and near Hong- 
kong, typhoon v.-eathcr was cxiieri- 
enced. When the Belleroi)hon was at 
Manila a typhoon jirevalied which did 
some damage to the south of the Pliil- 
llplne Islands, and at Hongkong ship- 
ping suffered. The Blue I'unnel 
steamer Telemachus arrived at Hong- 
kong a short time before her with a 
shipwrecked crew of 21 Chinese res- 
cued from a typhoon-wrecked Jimlc 
i)y near Gap rock at tho entrance to 
Hfingkong. 

The steamer Zaliro had a trying 
time during tho tyrdioon. The steamer 
ran into tlK; t\'phoon when bound 
through tlie Formosan strait. Kvery- 
thing was battened down, and for forty 
hours Captain Rodger iiovi-r left tlie 
bridge of his ship -vvhlle tho vessel 
ploughed slovitly through tlie adverse 
sea. Tremendous volumes of rain ac- 
companied the typhoon, but this rain 
did not servo to keep the .seas down, 
and all day thoy swept over the decks 
of the .ship. The stalls on the port 
side of tho vessel were smashed, thus 
releasing .a number of cattle, which 
were throwir around the dock .and 
washed from side to side by tho suc- 
cesslvi' seas whlcli came on board. I'^ive 
were liadly injured, and two died bo- 
for(> reaching Manilla. , The lowest 
reading of tho glass was 29,16. The 
Zaiiro was put about toward the east, 
staying there until It had passed over 
the China Sca to the westward. After 
heading about one heavy sea hit tho 
shli) on the portfslde with such force 
as to smash two portholes In tho 
saloon. For forty hours the vessel was 
In the grip of the gale and typhoon, 
and all that time the skipper never 
once left his post on the bridge. Dur- 
ing the worst of the trip the Zaflro 
could make but from two to throe 
knots, but after being put back on her 
course and headed again for Manila 
11 1-2 knots were easily made. 
Worships Destroyed Wreck 

I''rom Singapore news was brought 
by the lielli'ioiihon that II. M. S. Hya- 
cinth, Prosperlne and Kox were sent 
to Batticaloa to destroy tho wreck of 
the steamer Sir John Jackson, and 
abate the nuisance caused by her 
fumes, which killed twenty men en- 
gaged In wrecking the vessel before 
the work was abandoned. Seven 
bodies were found by the bluejacket.^ 
In the wreck. It had been Intendcil to 
bombard the vessel and destroy her 
with tho 'v/arshlps guns, but It was 
decided to'blow holes In her with sun- 
cotton being tiped to blow up the vos- 
sol, the explosion b^Jng fired bymenna 
of a cable laid to H. M, S. Prosperlne. 
The smell of the polaonous acids from 
the wreck overpowered the divers on 
one or two occasions. The steamer 
went ashore a year ago when bound 
from Singapore to the United King- 
dom, 

Graft in Japan 

News was brought by the Hellero- 
phon of sensational charges made by 
directors of the Dai Nippon Sugar 
Company Involved In the Japanese 
sugar scandals against tho cabinet 
ministers and Klder statesmen of 
sharing In graft of $3,000,000 secured 
by tho Formosa i3ugar Company. 
Director Isomura made a statement to 
tho court that his company had sought 
to monopolize tho sugar Industry in 
the Orient, but the government per- 
mitted thp exemption of taxes to the 
Formosan Sugar Company alone, perr 
mitting proflts of aix million yen to be

NeVv^ was brouglit' by tho steamer 
DoUcrophon of the'^'Bllle Funnel lino, 
whloh reached port yesterday from the 
far east and Liverpool of dl«astr(nis 
typhoons which rawed about tlie Clili- 
ipplno lalands, Hongkong and the tfoutli 
China coast recently, causing much loss 
to shipping. Among the typhoon- 
wrecked vessels was tho French Kun- 
boat Argus. She was lying at Macao, 
tho far eastern colony of PortuKal when 
the black balls which Indicated the ap- 
Iiroacb of a typhoon were llown and the 
ArKUs was moved up the Hot Springs 
river for shelter. The lyphoiui came 
and with It rain and Hoods and llie> .'Vrtjus 
was Kwejit far from her aiicliora^'e up 
Into the flooded rice lli bls of a Cbiiieso 
farmer, whore, whi.'n tlii? flood rooedod 
the Argus lay beelod umm-, si.x liiuidrod 
yards from the rivor, with the wavlns 
rico atiout her uinvashed Icee! 

To the ship out of water came tho 
owner of the paddy lields, a Chinese 
farmer and Ills clansmen, demanding 
that the commander remove tho gunboat 
from his paddy flclds. The warship 
was destroying bis crop. 

The French commander shrusged his 
shoulders. "VS'hat could he do? IIo did 
not w.ant to keep his Biinboat la tho 
rice Holds. 

Meanwhile tho Chinese farmer hur- 
ried to Macao and bus preferred a claim 
for $7,000 as compensatlpn for tho de- 
struction of his crops. Tho Frohcli 
Kunhoat Vigilante was sent to the 
scene and efforts are being made to 
dndKc a channel to take the Argus 
from the rlco flelds.

Tiicsc show that at- 
tacks with projectiles of every calibre 
proved superior ...to ,the ^defense,. The 
p rojectilea often' pierced'-: atmorfwhich 
theoretically was too strong for them. 
'Xh'e ■ armor never resisted any pro- 
jectiles which struck it. Tho experi- 
ment's are considered to have estab- 
lished that tho whole hull must be 
protected with armor of uniform 
strengtli. In thlfj respect tho Matin's 
writer claims superiority for the Dan- 
ton class of warships over the Dread- 
nought class. The results also^ show 
that future French warships ought to 
have their primary and secondary bat- 
teries more completely armored and 
the -ships should carry a larger sup- 
ply of ammunition. They should have 
a minimum . speed of '20 ' knots and 
their tonnage should be from 22,000 
to 23,000. The cost price of such ves- 
sels Avould , be at least $13,000,000. 

During 1910 no large wnrsWp will be 
laid down for the French navy; but 
work will be begun on two submarines 
left over from a former prOferamme, or 
six destroyers, each of 750 tons, and 
on two destroyers of 450 tons, with 
two torpedo boats of 200 tons; thus in 
all twelve smalled units will bo laid 
down. Tho six destroyers to bo built, 
and alsQ the flva destroyers, -of which 
the preliminary work will, f^e carried 
out next year, will, have approxfinately 
the following " dimensions: Displace- 
ment, 750 tons; length, from 232^ I'L 
to 249 ft.; beam, from 24 ft to 26 ft; 
10 In.; draft, from 8 ft. 10 In. to 9 ft 
9 In.; turbine engines, from 13,000 to 
14,000 horse power; speed, 31 knots; 
radius of action, 170 miles at a speed 
of 14 Itnots; armament, two guns of 
100 mlllmetros, four guns of G5, and 
two torpedo-discharging tubes above 
the water line. 

Two important launchings took place 
on October 28lh. For the British navy 
tho Indefatigable, a larger and Improv- 
ed battloshlp-crulser of tho Invincible 
class took the water at Devonport. 
She will complete the quartet of bat- 
tleship-cruisers of this type designed 
for the British navy. The Indefatig- 
able has a displacement of 19,000 tons, 
45,000 i.h. p., and a planned speed of 
27 knots. Her length Is 570 feet. She 
was laid down In January last. J-'or 
the French navy the 18,000 ton turbine 
battleship Mirabeau was launched at 
L'Orient. The Mirabeau Is one of six 
battleships, orders for the construction 
of whicli were given by the Minister of 
.Marine In IflOi:. She has a designed 
speed of |9 knots, and is of 22,500 l.h.p. 

Gunnery Tests 

Although the Department of the :Ma- 
rino has not yet ordered the conclu- 
sion of the naval gunnery practice, 
which has been carried on near Toulon 
with the armoured hull of the exploded 
battleship Icna as an ox-perlmental 
target, sufficient data are afforded to 
allow one to point to the general con- 
clusions of one of the most tliorougli 
.and costl.v experiments in naval gun- 
nery that has ever been carried out. 

The lirst aim ot tho Department of 
the Marine wns to establish the rela- 
tive values of explosive and non-ex- 
ploalve shells, and, in order to obtain 
the fullest data, it was even arranged 
that a small menagerie should be In- 
stalled on board the lena In order to 
show the deleterious or suffocating ef- 
fects on animals ot the gases evolved 
by tho explosion of (melinite. An in- 
genious electrical connection between 
the firing vessel and the tnriret entibled 
a doctor to observe the pulse of two 
of those animals at the time of tlio ex- 
plosion. As both the guns and the tar- 
get were carefully examined after eacli 
shot, only five sliots could bo tired 
each day. The cost, with all tho ela- 
iborato precautions, was estimated at 
about £80 p6r shot fired. 

The first- lesson has been tlie victory 
of naval guns over armour plating. 
The victory has seldom •been more de- 
cisive, and the effects of the explo- 
sive shells with high percentages ot 
melinite were specially desti-uctivo. 
Tho second lesson has been tho varia- 
ble protective of armour plating. On 
the same thickness ot plate, a shpll 
which has no effect at one point does 
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great;: damagre.' at another, especially 
.Whero^'lt; strikes a Joint or weld. The 
conclusion Is that the protection of tho 
lena Is not -aufflclent. Yet tho pro- 
tective (bolt of the Icna is as power- 
ful as that of other battleships of 
atmllar type In other European navies. 
Another lesson has been that \vhen 
aiirtour-plerclng explosive shells are 
used, tho armoured vessel Is more se- 
verely affected than a.-cocklo boat built 
on thin iron plate, or even wood.

Tlio superfluous woman makes her 
lionie in pleasanter places — In health re- 
sorts on the south coast — in Bath, the 
cliy of fashion, and In tho royal bor- 
ough of Kensington, where there are 
\.:>:t1 women to every 1,000 men. In 
liourncmouth the disparity between the 
Si xes is even greater, the women num- 
herliig 1,709 to each 1,000 men. 

If England has Its superfluous 
wo;iien, however, the colonies have their 
surplus men, as the conference match- 
makers pointed out There arc more 
men than women In every state in the 
Australian commonwealth. According 
to statistics for the quarter ondin.g 
.lune. men predominate lo the number 
of 333,396 in the Antipodes. They are 
distributed as follows:

27.— The .stock 
iTiarket suffered todity from a recur- 
rence, of anxiety over the anti-trust 
law, and also from the salL-^fylng of a 
conskleraibic short demand from the 
outstanding short interest built up on 
the week'.s break in prices. The dl\-orce 
of the 'St. !Louis and Sun Francisco 
from tho Rock Lshttid system was ac- 
cepted as a settled fact, and this course 
was attributed to fears of prosecution 
under the aatl-trust law, in spito of 
assertions to the contrao' designed to 
counteract this Influence. 
• The renewed break In the copper 
stocks caused another of the .sudden 
changes of opinion over tho chances 
for the proposed copper merger, which 
has kept the stock market un.~cttled all 
through the week. The selling was 
Kufliclently concentrated ;ind aggres- 
sive to give Oio impression of coming 
from imiiortant sources. The organiz- 
ation of a bear party in the specula- 
tion with operations centering in Bos- 
ton, was alleged as one factor in the 
action of the market. Some of ' the 
large selling was attributed to iwealthy 
capitalist^ of ispeculative- habits who 
are connected with the igreat- corpora- 
tions Immediately aimed etin the gov- 
ernment suits under the Sherman law. 
This suspicion of the source uf the 
selling emphasized the apprehension 
over the results to follow from the 
anti-trasl prosecutions in their larger 
bearhiKs on tlie general position o£ 
corpoi-.itlons. 

Reading and the Pacific railroad 
slocks shared In the weakncs.i of the 
:opiiers. The Rock Island issues were 
strong, the decision to dispose of the 
Louis nnd San Francisco being re- 
garded apparently as a beneflcial step, 
although the taking over of that sys- 
tem was made the ^basls for a lively 
speculative advance at the time In the 
U. 1. stocks. The favorable Octofber 
net earnings of the Atchison served to 
liold that stock firm also. 

The bank statement showed a stib- 
stiintlal loan reduction 'aotb by the 
-Icaring house institutions and others, 
.vliicli served lo offset the larger effect 
that iwas anticipated of Saturda\ 'H gold 
-liipments on the cash item. The In- 
Teasing supplies of <xnnmercinl pajier 
ind the diminishing inclination of 
hanks outside Mew York to absorb 
these offerings were noted as a pos- 
sible sign of increasing iirmness In the 
(money market.

Marine Exploration 



Great as has been the recent extension of 
our geographical knowledge, it is .still very 
incomplete beneath low water mark. Since 
, the-,Ghalljenger/expedition gathered its great 
•.instalment of 'knowledgc of the Avorld's chief 
ocean areas, more than thirty years ago, the 
exploration of the depths of the sea has pro- 
ceeded at a much slower pace than that of 
Central Asia and .\frica, or of the Polar re- 
gions. Scientific interest in oceanography and 
its kindred sciences has been reinforced in 
recent years by the growing realization of their 
\alue to the fishing industry, .■'rThe,fprniat 
in 1901, of the InternatiohaL Council for the 
Investigation, of the North Sea was an imi)ort- 
ant step in advance; arid the Marine liiologicak 
Association, which represents England on this 
international body, has been entrustetl for 
some years with the special investigation of the 
southern jjart of the North Sea, and the Fng- 
lish Channel. The Fishery Board for Scot- 
land has also a station on the coast of Aber- 
deenshire, and is conducting exact and valua- 
ble observations, as part of the same inter- 
natiorial organization, in the neighbouring 
waters as well as 011 the west roast. It is 
natural that at the present stage of our knowl- 
edge of marine biology the operations of the 
International Council sIkjuIcI be concentrated 
on the great international fishing-ground ot 
the .Xorth vSea. Concerted observation over a 
deliiiile region arc in all such ca.scs many 
times more productive than independent and 
isolated attacks on a wider area. But the 
deep waters of the Atlantic, which arc them- 
.selves of no little importance to our fisheries, 
hold out to science a yet richer field of discov- 
ery. An expedition is being organized for a 
four weeks' cruise ne.xl summer in the waters 
of the .Vtlantic between the Canary and the 
Faroe Islands. It has been provided for by 
the joint generosity of the Novwe.gian govern- 
ment, which lends one of its own vessels, with 
a captain and engineer experienced in this kind 
of work, and of Sir'John JIurray, who acids an- 
other to his many distinguished services to 
marine exploration, by initiating and financing 
this most promising expedition, ft wil be in 
charge of Dr. Hjort. the Norv/cgian Fishery 
Director, and will start, as is hoped, from Ply- 
mouth early in April. 

Though the dejiths of the Atlantic provide 
jiroblems tlistinct from those of the Xorth Sea, 
they are hy no means wholly without influ- 
ence on some ot:the|im'po)*^ati^^^

The depth of the water is naturally one 
of the ,t;real obstacles to the exploration ol 
the ocean, as opjiosed to comparatively shal- 
low expanses like the North ,Sea. It is in- 
tended on the forthcoming expedition to ap])ly 
to work in deep water more, than one of the 
ncwdy-developed .-iijpliances which has given 
promising results. One is a trawl of much 
greater size than that used by the Challen- 
ger; and tile nnniljei' of new si)ccies <jf fish 
alrcaciv secured at a <le])lh of half a mile 
gi\'es promise of very rich results ii it should 
]iro\'e possible to work it at a depth even ap- 
proaching that of two miles, which the Chal- 
lenger reached in this way. The cxpeditroii 
will also endeavor to determine the depth, to 
which vegetation penetrates in the Avatcr,s 
explored, and to secure sections of the de- 
posits on the sea's bed. A branch of the 
work which will bear with special directness 
on fisheries will be the capture in fine silk 
nets of the floating ■eggs and fry of various 
species of fishes in the neighborhood of the 
s[)awning banks, oi which the positions will 
thus be defined.

FRITZ KREISLER AND HIS VIOLINS. 

The liistorj' of the instnunen'ts from which 
the young Austrian has coaxed such delightful 
melod\' begin.s in a tiny toy fiddle \s'hich one 
of his father's inu.^ical friends bestowed upon 
the delighted little Jcliow while visiting at the 
talented Kreisler home. Fritz was only four 
years old at t"he time, but he drew such .Joyful 
sti-ains out of the squeaky 'little Ijox that' 
his father bought him a slightly larger instru- 
ment of rather crude workmanship, but highly 
prized for several }-ears by the young prodigy. 

At the ;igc of ei,:,dit Kreisler entered the 
\''icnna Conscr-. :'.'.' -'.y. ^ '-c'impanying him was 
a half-size Thiers, llie gift of several admirers 
of the small wonder, and on this diminutive 
instrument he won his first gold medal two 
years later. 

This event was the cause of great jubilance' 
among the acquaiinances of the 3'oung artist, 
wherefore they followed Viennese custom by 
clulibing togctiier and sending the triumphant 
boy a splendid three-quarter Amati. The re- 
cipient, hcjwever, was not a little disgruntled to 
feel thai he was not considered mature enough 
for a full-sized violin ; Init he concealed his im- 
patience and-the Amati proved- a very delicate 
instrument, •which' carried him through many a 
^aris recital, culntinating in the winning of the 
Imrd-fought "Prix de Roinc." 

Besides four years' tuition in Italy, this tri- 
umph yielded the virtuoso a brilliant rcd- 
"Gand-Gernadel," with a gilt inscrijition. The 
tone of this rather gaudy instrument was not 
of the best, and when Fritz started on his tra- 
\-els, after iouv j'cars' servittulc in I^ome, his 
father surprised him with a mellow-toned 
Grancino,' which the proud parent knew his 
boy had long coveted. 



The master musican has a lovcr-Iikc pas- 
sion for his instrument, far surpassing the 
affection of the Arab nomad for his pink- 
nostrilled charger, or the devotion of the 
WOad-painted aboriginal Eriton to his gigantic 
warrdojgfj^ ..The; virtuoso. will. payi,reck^ 
for a' ^ covered ;gemiii,ahdi''vQiK the 
piece will .fle'ver.':leave "his Tcbllection;- . Frits, 
Kreisler is no exception to this rule and' talces 
pride of a connoisseur in his ipnsical museum. 

Since the Grancine which sufficed for the 
violinist needs during eight successful seasons, 
j\Ir. Kreisler has had five notable instruments. 
An old friend once gave the master a broken 
down fiddle, which he had -taken in part, pay- 
ment of a debt. On careful restoration, Kreis- 
ler found the ancient instrument to be a gen- 
uine Gagliano of round, full tone. The artist 
also has the Grevillc "Strad," a fine piece with 
a rare cherry finish, and another "Strad" for 
•.vhich he paid the sum of £800, though he 
used it very little, but the crown of the col- 
lection and the idol of the artist's heart is his 
famous "Hart-Guarnerius." 

Mr. Kreisler says of this violin: "One day 
as I entered the rooms of Mr. Hart I heard a

"The Veil," E. S. Stcven.son, Macmillan & Co., 

Toronto. 

Here is a story that is like ;i cinematograph 
in its swift action, its sensational situations,, 
its picturesque settings and scenic eltects. 
There is no i-ftpral a,pparent in the book, but it 
^s of interest, nevertheless, £j,nd its descriptioiis 
are very realistic. We are transported as wc 
rend to a strange land, amid strange people. 
W'e see the lall nn'narets, the ii;irrow streets, 
the white houses with the latticed windows, 
the throngs of slow-niovin.L;- impnrt;dde Arabs, 
the veiled wonien with their clird<ing anklets, 
the blue of the hot sky, the i)urple haze of the 
desert, the pink flash of the llaniingoes wings, 
all typical of pictiircsque,Tunis.r . .Civcn such 
environment, a romance will, write itself. 



Mabrouka is the heroine of "The Veil," a 
most unscrupulous and sinful woman, Avho de- 
serves a worse fate than that which befalls her 
;^Jn the book. "yV^e^jare^introduced to her first, 

" twenty years before th'e' story proper begins. 

'She is then a very young aiid ;very;Ioyely-girl^. 
Avho has become an inmate of a haYem; much 
against her inclinations. Her mother had been 
a famous dancer, and the daughter has ambi- 
tions in the same direction. Her childhood 
has been passed in Europe, Avhere Si Ismail, 
her guardian, allows her every freedom, and 
where she met the iMenchman, De Columbel. 
The latter visiting Egypt some years dater, 
comes to .Silga^ and the. Iwiise pf .S,i", 
who is a descendant of the'Pro^phet, aiid at very 
nuich \'cncrated person in Egypt.

SPENSER FOR BOYS AND GIRLS' 

The great stories of the AEncid, the Iliad 
.-ind the (')dyssey have already been made 
f;imiliar to thousands of young readers . 
through the skillful adaptations of the Rev. 
-Mfred j. Church. The enthusiasm, .sympathy 
and imderstanding Avhich made his work Avith 
the classics so successful, he now •brihgsrto 
another iand in some ways an eveii /richer 
fjieid.' .'.His latest volume, published by The' 
Macmillan' Company this v.'cek (October 13), 
opens to bays and girls the treasures of Eliza- 
bethan romance. In "Thc'Pacry Queen and 
1:1 cr Knights" IMr.

In its original form "The Faery 
Queen" is an incomparable storehouse of 
classic, mediaeval and Renaissance beauty. To 
widen its appeal and its, influence is a literary 
feat well worth thc5 doing. 
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THE PENINSULAR CATvIPAIGN 

When Napoleon issued his famous decree 
that the nations of Europe should no long^er 
trade with England, Portugal, which had for 
many years been on the friendliest terms 
with the Island Kingdom, refiised to obey the 
mandate. Thereupon Napoleon sent a force 
to invade Portugj^al. He also resolved to 
draw Spain closely to his interests by depos- 
ing its monarch and setting his brother, 
Joseph, on the throne. His intention was to 
convert the two peninsular kingdoms into one, 
. with Joseph as sovereign. Forthwith Eng- 
v'land determined upon action. Two armies 
..were despatched to the peninsula, one Uiider 
the command of Sir John Moore and the other 
under Sir Arthur Wellesley, afterwards Duke 
of Wellington. By one of those acts of su- 
preme folly, which on so many occasions char- 
acterized the adniiiiistration of Castlercagii, 
tliosc tried commanders were superseded l)y 
liurrard and Dalrymple respectively, who 
soon exhibited their unfitness for the posts 
to which they had been appointed. Both of 
them were soon recalled, but not until Bur- 
rard had done mischief that cost England 
many lives and many months of deep anxiety. 
Napoleon had entered Spain at the head of an 
arnn'. and the Spanish Junta, which ruled the 
country outside of the immediate sphere of 
the French armies, summoned Moore to aid 
them in administering a crushing blow to the 
Emperor. Moore knew that the scheme was 
foredoomed to failure, but nevertheless he ad- 
vanced from Corunna, his base, to Salamanca, 
Avhich is about two-thirds of the distance from 
Corunna to Madrid, or between 300 and 400 
miles from the first-named city. Meanwhile 
the Spanish forces were meeting with almost 
daily defeats, and Moore resolved to give 
them time. to recover strength by attracting 
' the attention of Napoleon to the British force.. 
Having done this b}' a series of skillful nianoe- 
vres, he began his famous retreat. In all the 
annals of warfare there is no finer record than 
that of the next few weeks during which the 
English, under Moore, fought daily and were 
always successful, retiring after each day to a 
fresh position. Moore's retirement began on 
December 13, 1808 and on January 12, he had 
reached Corunna. He expected to find a 
fleet there upon which he could embark his 
well-nigh exhausted army, but it had not ar- 
rived. Meanwhile the French, under Soult, 
were pressing hard upon him and on January 
16 he gave them battle for the last time. He 
was mortally wounded early in the day, but 
lived to -know that he had won a- victory. 

Wellesley landed in Portugal during the 
first week in August 1808, and moved prompt- 
ly against the enemy. After driving the 
French outposts before him, he came up with 
the main, army at Vimiero, where he admin- 
istered a severe defeat to the French under 
Junot. During the battle Sir Harry Burrard 
arrived to uipersedc him in his command. 
Wellington advised the rapid pursuit of the 
French, but Burrard declined to follow up 
the victory. The result was that, while the 
French agreed to evacuate Portugal, they 
were allowed to do so on terms that permitted 
the return of Junot with his army to France, 
-whereas if Wellesley's advice had been ac- 
cepted, the French force would have been an- 
nihilated or captured. Wellesley at once re- 
turned to England, but after the death of Sir 
John Moore, he was despatched to Portugal 
as chief in command of the Peninsular army. 
His first achievements was to drive Soult out 
of Oporto. He then advanced on Madrid. The 
Spanish troops proved a poor support, and 
the wliolc burden of the campaign rested upon 
the English. Wellesley marched to meet 
X'ictor, who liad just administereil a severe 
defeat upon the Spaniards, and encountered 
him at Talavcra, where on July 27 and 28, 
1808, he gained a splendid victory; but Soult 
advancing with a superior force, and the Span- 
iards proving unreliable, Wellesley retired to 
Portugal and placed himself on the defensive. 
For his victory at Talavera, he was made Vis- 
count Wellington. 

Meanwhile Napoleon had made ])eace witli 
.Vnstria, and Weliinf^ton, realizing that a large 
French ami)' would soon l)c thrown inU) 
Spain, prepared his S3'stem of defence known 
as the lines of Torres Vedras. Advancing be- 
yond these, he awaited the coming of the 
French under Massena, who had 70,000 vet- 
erans of the Austrian war. The battle of Bn- 
saco followed, in which the French attack was 
repulsed, but Wellington, because (jf the 
numerical inferiority of iiis force, retired with- 
in his defence lines, where he remained until 
the spring of 181 1, when reinforcements came 
from England. He then advanced aL,^iinst the 
French, his first object being to recapture the 
fortresses of Almeida, Cuidad Rodrigo and 
Badajoz, which the French had taken from the 
Spaniards. After the defeat of the French at 
Fuente d'Orono, Almeida passed into the ])os- 
session of the English, who also defeated the 
I'-'rench at Albuera. Greatly outnimibcred hy 
the enemy, Wellington played a v.^aiting game 
until his adversaries were obliged to divide 
their forces because of the difficulty of main- 
taining so large an army in one place, where- 
upon he assumed the offensive, and on Janu- 
ary 19, 1812, he took Cuidad Rodrigo by 
storm. Jle then pressed forward, and realiz- 
ing that to delay operations until the spring, 
permitting the French troops to reassemble in 
overpowering numbers, was to invite defeat, 
he ordered the assault of Badajoz, which took 
place on April 6. The loss of life in this strug- 
gle was great^'biit there is n.o.doubt that it was 
less than it would have beeri had Wellington 
waited until Soult had rejoined Massena. 

Wellington advanced to cut off the com- 
munications between the French at Madrid 
and France. Marmont had succeeded Massena, 
and his plan of campaign vjas to permit Wel- 



lington to advance as far as he chose, and then 
cut off his communications with Portuf^al. It 
was a great trial of military skill, each force 
endeavoring to destroy the connections of the 
other. Wellington determined to risk every- 
thing on the : result ot a .battle.icwbich he pre- 
cipitated at Salamanca: The 'Ireslilt- was a 
brilliant victory. Speaking of this afterwards, 
Wellington said that he would be content to 
have his fame as a soldier rest upon his tac- 
tics, which led up to this battle. He then ad- 
vanced on Madrid, whicli he entered in tri- 
muph, K^ing Joseph having hastily retired. On 
the reappearance of the French with a largely 
superior force,/ Wellington again retired to 

■. Portiigal. He was determ'inea to run no risk 
of having his force overwhelmed, for he knew 
that he could not count upon any determined 
assistance from his Spanish allies. 

On May 13 he began a ne\v advanix', Xa- 

.poleon having been compelled by his losses 
in the Russian campaign to recall a part of 
liis force from Spain. His progress was ir- 
resistible. He drove the French from one posi- 
tion to another, until on June 16 he came up 
with the main army at Vitoria. In the midst of 
the French force was Joseph, and with him 
was an immense train, laclen with spoiK<, and 
accompanied by thousaiuls of French ladies 
as well as women, who were camp-followers of. 
all grades antl all equally disreputable. Wel- 
lington's victory was overwhelming. Never 
was a more tremendous defeat administered. 
The English were nuisters of the field with 
all the vast collection of treasure, with cer- 
tain priceless e.x'ccptions, that the French had 
wrested from Spain during the years of their 
occupancy. The exceptions were ])aintinf;s of 
the great masters, which were safely by 
Joseph carried away in the early part of the 
battle. . , 

On hearing of the result, at Vitoria, Na- 
poleon ordered Soult to defend the Pyrenees 
at all cost, and the summer of 1813 saw much 
British blood shed on the slo]:)cs of that range. 
But nothing could withstand the skill of Wel- 
lington or the coin-agc of hisrtroops; Soult 
was driven across the frontier and Wellington 
quartered his forced on I'rench soil. . After 
several weeks' rest, Wellington resumed his 
advance. He came, up iwith the French at 
Orthes and defeated them and entered Bor- 
deaux. Soult made one more effort to retrieve 
his losses and advanced against Toulouse. 
Wellington met him on April 10, 1S14, and ad- 
ministered a severe defeat. Before this battle 
had been fought Napoleon had abdicated, and 
the war ended. ' Wellington, returned.vto Eng- 
land from Bprdeauxi 'tb'be vi^eceived witK iui- ' 
jprecedented honM^.;:.yv;'^^J:/r : ^

FORCE 

'J^hosc who have followed this series of 
articles on force will, if they ha\-e given the 
matter thought, have realized that, where there 
are several forces in the Uni\-ersc or only 
diverse manifestations of one force, there must 
be an intelligent directing influence. •Toc^ugr^, 
gest that the Universe as we sec it today, >vitlr. 
its nebulae, its star systems, its planets, its 
living things, its subtle and occult mysteries, 
the intelligence of animal life, reason, sym- 
pathy and love, is the rcstilt of the mechanical 
operation of unintellgent force is to set at de- 
fiance all human experience, and this, in the 
last analysis, is our only guide in any de- 
partment of investigation. The doctrine or 
theory, whichever it may be called, of cause 
and effect seems to preclude the possibility of 
intelligent results proceeding from an unin- 
telligent cause. The nebular theory of the 
Universe must presuppose one of two things. 
Either in these chaotic masses of luminous 
matter, which wc call nebulae there are ex- 
istent not onl)' all- the forces of phy sical na- 
ture, but all the powers of the human niiiid, all 
the passions of the human soul, or else these 
forces and passions can be evolved from phy- 
sical force. That is to say, that in these 
whirling masses of matter there is potentially 
the love of a mother for her child, (jr else in 
the process of a.gcs the attraction of f^ravita- 
lion (Iev'elope<l that master p.'issioii. Sureb; 
such a sug.t;'estion is too absurd to be acce])l- 
cd ; and }'et, if you ])usli a materialist back 
far enough, he must make that contenticju. 
The great materialists of the early Victorian 
era reasoned back a certaiit distance and 
guessed the rest. Our modern materialists do 
not, as a rule, think at all, but are content to 
accept the guesses. 

W'c seem absolutely coiupelled to accejit 
the conclusion that there is existent what may 
be called the Ultimate Force, that is, snme- 
thing of which the physical, the mental, the 
spiritual force are the emanation. An Om- 
nipotent Intelligence may be beyond our pow- 
ers of a])prcciation ; but a l.'nivcrse without 
Oninii)otcnt IntelHgence is unthinkable. Cer- 
tain philosophers have invented the exiires- 
sion "natural selection" to exi)lain thinj^s they 
know nothing about; but the word "selection" 
im])lies intelligence, for it implies fitness for a 
purpose, and the existence of a purpose neces- 
sarily implies intelligent direction. The ma- 
terialist always demands uncountable ages for 
the working out of his imaginary processes, 
but time will not supply the lack of intelli- 
gent direction. It ni;iy be uecessarv in order 
that these |)rocesses in;iy be worked out, but 
it caimot account for the plan along which 
they work. 

As wc do not escape the necessity for ad- 
niitti)ig the existence of an Ultimate h'orce, 
which icts intelligently, by suj^posing that 
an exceedingly long tiiiie has been occupied 
in the evblutSon of the Ufiiversc as It e?cists 
today, so we <lo not escape it by our efforts 
to trace living organisms back to '.the most 
elementary stages. The difference as or- 
ganisms between a jelly fish and an elephant 
is in . degree only, and if wc go 1ow<m- and ^ 



higher in the scale of being the nature of the 
difference does not change. When, how- 
ever, we come to humanity we discover a 
difference which is not of degree, but of es- 
sence. Man has something which neither 
. t.he JeUy . fisli nor the ,elephai^ possesses, and 
he. has always' hdd it. This requires no proof. 
Wc are conscious of it ourselves. We kiiov/ 
we are essentially different from the lower 
animals. In point of mere physical organiza- 
tioii^' wc may not be; but we are all con- 
scious that there is within us a (|ualit}', force, 
power, or call it what you will, that differ- 
entiates us from the brute creation. We 
know,, without the necessity of any inspired 
writer to" tell us so, that we are akin to the 
Povveir thafis behind tlie Universe. An argu- 
inent from universal consciousness is as good 
as any other argufncnt. It is based upon 
quite as real a ' thing as though conscious- 
ness were something that could be put in ■> 
test tube and held over a spirit lamp. Ma- 
terial science has its limitations. It nmst of 
necessity leave untouched what may be the 
larger part, and the more • important part of 
existing things, for existing things are not 
bound by what we can see or handle. 

We take a microscope and examine physi- 
cal nature in its minutest forms until wc 
reach a ()lace where the sign of "No Thor- 
oughfare" is set up. We go into our labor- 
atories and with all the appliances of chem- 
istry dissect and analyze until we find our- 
selves surrounded with what cannot be dis- 
sected and will not yield to analysis. We 
pierce the heavens- with our telescopes, but 
search in vain for the Mainspring, which 
moves star-systems in orderly^ courses. We 
give our reason full rein, only to reach a place 
where wc learn, that "Hitherto shalt thou 
come, hut no further, and here shall thy proud 
steps lie stayed." And so wc stand, in the 
last analysis of things, alone with our .own 
consciousness, which tells us,r ;if -we. listen to 
it, that there is an Ultimate'Forc'e behind all 
thin.gs, a Force to which we are akin, a Force 
that is all- wise and all-powerful. The wis- 
dom of mankind in all ages has recognized 
this, although men in their folly have insisted 
in creating gods in their own image.

BEGINNING OF HISTORY 

. When \ye. speak of prehistoric times, wc 
almost al'vvays refer t0;,p^eriodsi before history- . 
was reduced to Writiiig; and'in a sense that is • 
a true meaning of the term. But history is' 
more than written record. Everything (lone 
by man, that has left a record, is a part of hu- 
man history. A shell heap on the shore is 
history, and when froril within it Ave dig up an 
arrow head or a stone hatchet wc learn some- 
thing of the people, who ate the clams, whose 
broken .shells are piledUip>jnany feet in thick-;- 
ncss. When' We find" iBn .'the WaU' cf a c'ave'S^^ 
rude drawing of a mammoth, wc know that 
there was a race of men, who lived contempor- 
aneously with these huge beasts, and as wc 
have no reason for supposing that any race of 
men has been introduced upon the earth since 
the first one dwelt in the gorgeous forests of 
the Tertiary Period, wc seem driven to the 
conclusion that our own ancestors were among 
these rnde peoples, whose fragmentary re- 
mains ha\'e come down to us. 

In almost every country that has been at 
all thoroughly explored, remains are to be 
found, which testify to a certain degree of civ- 
ilization, and among all peoples, however rude',' 
there arc traditions, which rchitc to a long- 
fogotten past, and nuiy be only distorted his- 
tory. It is proposed in a series of articles to 
examine a little into the mysteries of the twi- 
light of history. No definite conclusions need 
be expected, for the subject is one that escapes 
definite treatment: but mysteries of all kinds 
have more or less of a fascinati<jn for us all. 

There seems to be some reason for believ- 
ing that about ten thousand years or so ago, 
some very momentous event occurred, which 
has left its impress upon the whole future of 
the human race. The investigriTions of geolo- 
.gists connected with the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey point tu the conclusion that about 
that |)eriod the glaei.al area of the Arctic ex- 
tended as far south ;is the site of St. Paul, 
.Minnesota. -Most re;ulei-s have a general idea 
of the story of ,\tlantis as told by Plato, who 
says he received it from Eg3qHian priests. 
Very many races preserve the tradition of a 
Deluge or some catastrophe of that kind. It 
may he like that of the Jews, which tells of the 
saving of .\oah and his faiuily, or that of cer- 
tain tril)cs of Indians, which relate how the 
race was i)reser\-e(l in ;i ore.at eanoci or that of 
other tribes, who tell of their ancestors being 
driven to the nioniitains, when the (ireat 
Beaver had flooded the valleys, or in some 
other form; but almost everywhere in the 
Northern Hemisphere we find traces of this 
story of a great catastro])hc. Everything that 
bears upon this is hislor)-, perhaps not in many 
cases very reliable history, but history just 
the same. The story of Paradise and the cx- 
])ulsion from b'den has its counterioarl in the 
traditions of ni.auy nations. A universal tradi- '.S, 
tion can hardly be anything else than a dcriva- 
tion from some actual occurrence. • Thei;e is;a ; 
tendency on the j^art of some writers' to 'ex- 
plain away all myths and' tracljtio'ns, but in 
most cases the conclusion is assumed and the 
facts are m;ule to fit it. 

So in en(leav(n-ing to deal in a general way 
with tile dawn of history, we shall have to 
speak of S(une thin.gs, whicli may seem unreas- 
onable and out of keeping with our usual cju- 
ceptjon of things. To most of us the world 
seems' jI very substantial place, where century 
has followe'd century without any great change 
sitice man came to live upf)n it; but wc may 
discover reasons to think that our race has 
witnessed many nmch nuu-c remarkable things 
than have hai)pcned since the art of writing

Alexandre Dumas, Senior 

There stands in Paris today a gigantic 
monument severely^ plain in architecture, save 
for the life-size statue of D'Artagnan whicli 
is seated on one of the marble protuberances. 
D'Artagnan wears. the costume of the cavalier, 
feather-decked hat, flowing cape confined i)y 
cord and tassel, lace-trimmed waistcoat and 
knee-breeches, and loose leather-top boots. He 
has drawn his sword from its scabbard, his 
head is erect and his eyes look forth a brave 
challenge to all enemies. No monument could 
better represent the heritage of Alexandre 
fJumas to the literary world. 'Fhc statue is 
s3Tionymous of his marvelous stories, which 
teem with adventure, representing the age of 
romance and chivalry. Reading them wc, too, 
are imbued with a little of that fearless spirit 
which distinguished his noble heroes and 
heroines, and while the spell of the story lasts, 
feel that if given the opportunity, we could fight 
bravely for the riglit, and ask no other reward 
than to die for the cause wc espouse. And so 
Dumas' heritage is a good one, and his books 
are good books, inspiring books, books that 
any and all of us are the bigger and the better 
for having read. ' 

A pprtrait^ofeI)unias himself is in direct 
contrast to that of 'his most famous hero. It 
shows him a man of enormous size, his neck 
altogether lost in the rolls of superfluous fat 
on cheeks and shoulders. His thick lips, his 
broad nose, his tightly cmding hair are all 
strong evidences of his negro f51ood. His eyes 
arc tlioughtful and gravel}^ humorous, his 
whole expression that of a cheerful philoso- 
pher. 

Dumas was, entitled to the noble name of 
.Pailleterie, as his grandfather was a marquis, 
but he preferred to use his grandmother's 
name of DtunaSi though his grandparents had 
been' Icgilly niarried before the marquis' 
.death' whatever their former relations may 
have been. Dumas' father distinguished him- 
self during the French Revolution. Fie was a 
man of enormous stature and strength, and 
he had all the gentleness and tenderness which 
usually characterize phy^sically great men. The 
bloodthirsty Parisian mob used to call him 
;j";Mpn$ieur^^^^^^^ and find fault with him 

■ f6f-;His*lna^^ of mercy. In all affairs of 

honour he' was above reproach. He died when 
Alexandre Avas four years old, and in his auto- 
biography the novelist gives a curious incident 
relating to his death. 'I'he little lad Avas 
asleep in bed Avith his cousin one night, when 
they were both rudely awakened by a furious 
knocking upon the bedroom door. It was 
impossible for anyone to gain access to the 
door as .the house was all locked, and the two 
were' alone. Alexandre sprang from the bed 
as his' cousiii lit the nightlamp. 

"Where are you going, child?" she asked 
the bo}'. 

"My father is knocking," he answered; 
"He wants to say 'goodbye' to me." 

The woman dragged him back to bed and 
as he went he called, "Adieu, pajia, adieu," and 
he felt a cold breath on his face and heard a 
gentle sigh. It was at that time in a house 
some distance away that his father had died. 

The author's mother lived for manj' years 
to Avatcli over the boy, and her devotion was 
deeply appreciated and never forgotten by 
him. 

Young Dumas tauglit himself to read, and 
chose his own books, preferably those on ani- 
mals and mythology. He loved the myste- 
rious and occult always, as can easily be traced 
in his writings. Mis imaginatiori in cliildhood 
lan riot. He was afraid of the, dark, ])eopling 
the shadows Avith all sorts of terror-insi)iring 
things. As he grew older history became his 
favourite study, especially the loA'e-stories and 
romances of history. ' ' 

Idis first literar}- efforts were in the nature 
of plays, which for a long time proA'ed total 
failures. Cheerfulh" undaunted, Diunas kept 
at it and finally did meet with a success in 
his romantic drama Ilenry HI. On the oci:a- 
sion of its production Dumas' mother Aviis 
stricken with apoplcx}', and the evening of his 
first triumph. Avas ' passed alternately at the 
theatre and'ai; the bedside of his parent. 

Flis nOA'el^-canic later, and with them and 
his phiys secured for the author an income 
closely .-{pproacliing .'^150,000 a year. He built 
himself a home near Saint Gcrmains, Avhich he 
called Monte Christo, and as he Avas alwaws 
the prince of generosity began to spend his 
inoney right and left. No one, man or animal, 
iVydsXfjEvei" turned ehipty from his gates. He 
vvas;"imppsed upon in a thousand instances. 
The;richef>t income in the Avorld could hot long 
stand such promiscuous giving, and the revo- 
lution of 1848 rr)bl)ed him of what he had left. 
He Avas obliged to abandon Monte Carlo, 
which he did with his usual cheerfidncss. and 
accompanied Garibaldi on his expedition 
against the King of Na])Ies. 

When he returned to F'rance he fcnnul his 
popularity on . the wane, his son Alexaiulre 
iiad to a certain cxtctit taken his father's place, 
and Dinnas senior spent his last days in the 
household of his son,' confessedly hurt at what 
he termed the Avorld's ingratitude. The most 
famous of his books is probably the Count of 
Monte Cristo, It is a voluminous story, but 



full of interest to those who love mystery and 
adventure. 

Th<; story ope'ns in Marseilles in the year 
1815, just before the "Hundred Daj^sV- Young 
Edmond Dauton, the hero, mate'of the mer- 
chant ship. Pharaow, is about to be made her 
captain and marry his sweetheart, the lovely 
Calatan Mercedes, Avhen his disappointed 
rivals, one of \vhom wants the ship and the 
other the girl, ccutspirc against him and lodge 
information with the "Procurator du Roi" that' 
Dauton is a dangerous Bonapartist and is car- 
rying letters from the Emperor, exiled- in 'Elbai; 
t'o; hisVsupport'drs. ' Although ■ th^re'ls ai-ciim-^' 
stantiai cvidferice against Tiim the magistrate 
knows Danton to be innocent ; but he has rea- 
sons of his own for Avanting him out of the 
way. He sends him to the gloomy Chateau 
of If, a fortress built on a rocky ledge in the 
sea where he suffers an imnierited captivity of 
nearly twenty years. He escapes in a miracu- 
lous manner, with the knowledge, confided to 
him by- a sujjposed madman, a fellow-prisoner, 
of aiV enormous treasure hidden on the barren 
Island of Monte Cristo, off the Italian co'ast. 
Denton discovers the treasure, and starts out 
anew in life, to dazzle the vv-orld as the mys- 
terious Coimt of Monte Cristo, with the one 
fixed purpose of avenging himsell' nn his per- 
secutors, all of whom have risen ?igh in the 
Avorld to wealth and hontnu'. Jle becomes a 
private Nemesis for the destruction of the 
rich banker, the honored general and the dis- 
tinguished magistrate, each of whom his tire- 
jlBiI-;s4y sqj, -avoi s3auq 'puBij ssat;u3{3J 'ssai 
of the book is a story of romantic and exciting- 
adventure, the second is in a different key, 
and not likely to convince anyone that re\''enge 
is sweet. But the splendid imagination of 
Dumas transfigures the whole. Its intensit}'- 
persuades the reader that the impossible is 
the actual, and its rush and impetuosity SAvecp- 
him breathless to the end.

THE ART OF PUTTING THINGS. 

The study of the art of putting things is to 
be recommended to everyone who meditates 
a plunge into print. J'',vcn the Avriting of a 
death notice involves a certain amount of geni- 
us, if tlie author wishes to keep clear and Avell 
defined the fragile line Avhich lies bct%veen' the 
serious and the f'.uiny.

■\ man may choose an ideal site for his 
orchard, prepare the land well, purchase first- 
class trees, care for them intelligently, and 
finally bring them into bearing, only to find 
i; that the are nqt those; .that meet his 

';^tieeds./, ^^Pjerha^ selecitiingf' varietiiesj he 

.\ya|;'gurde^ by the well meant, but frequently 
unrelialjle" advice of the tree agent or the inn'- 
seryman."' Perhaps he planted the varieties 
that grew on the old home place and which 
tasted so good iu Ids boyhood days, forgetting 
that they might not be so -well adapted to tiie 
locality in which tlie new home is situated. 
. P^raps Re studied/ the . dcitalogues and picked 
OniT'the varieties which ''\vcre' described in the 
most glowing terms — usuallj' a fatal error. 
Perha]:is lie did not himself know what sorts 
to pick out, and so followed the advice of 
an enthusiastic but' hot' well informed neigh- 
bor. 

INIistakes in the selection of varieties maj' 
arise in these and many other ways. The worst 
of it- that most of these mistakes cannot-be 
. remedied untir after the trees have con^.e into 
bearing, and the unwisdom of the choice is 

" seeh. The time and expense cf caring for 
the trees are lost, and what is of greater con- 
sequence, the pleasures of a iiomc orchard, 
Avhich had been so eagerly anticipated, arc de- 
layed for several years. The undesirable varie- 
ties may be grated over into other sorts, but 
it will take several years for grafted trees to 
come into full bearing and they are seldom 

. quite as satis'factory as ungrafted trees. 

The choice of varieties should receive the 
personal attention of everyone about' to plant. 
Do not follow the advice of anybody without 
looking into the matter yourself. No one who 
is not familiar with the climate, soil, etc., and 
other conditions where the orchard is to be 
planted, as well as understanding your per- 
sonal preferences and prejudices about varie- 
ties, can advise you intelligently. Above all 
other problems in home fruitgrowing, this is 
one which it will pay the homemaker to inves- 
tigate and decide. 

Select ^Yarieties Which' Thrive in Your 
- Locality 

The most common mistake in the home 
orchard is the planting of varieties which are 
-not adapted to the locality. Varieties of fruits, 
like other plants, find some j^iaccs congenial, 
some places tolerable, and other places decid- 
edly uncongenial. ^Ve find nuilleins in dry, 
ston}' pastures, not in the swales. Daisies 
grow in meadows not in copses, Every kind 
of plant, like every kind of animal, finds some 
])laces and conditions better suited to its needs 
than others.- This is true of varieties of fruits. 
AVhile some vairifeties, }ike the Baldwin apple, 
Crawford peach, Bartlett pear and Lombard 
plum, are able to adapt themselves to a wide 
range of conditions, most varieties have a re- 
stricted habitat. Take this into consideration. 

The point is not what varieties can be 
grown, but what varieties can be grown best, 
poubtless there are several hundreds of varie- 
ties which can be grown with more or less 
success in your particular localit}'. Of this 
fiumber, probably there are a few, fifteen to 
twenty-five perhaps, that come to a greater 
perfection than others. They seem to be 
especially suited to that particular, soil and 
climate. Grow tiiese and discard the others, 
however tempting they may be. It is far bet- 
ter to have c>nly a few varieties, all of which 
grow to perfection than it is to have a large 
number of varieties, many of which are but 
indifferently successful. Disappointment usu- 
ally awaits the man who disregards the fact 
that some varieties are better adapted than 
others to certain localities. 

Many times the mistake is made of planting 
varieties which were favorites in earlier years 
on the old homestead. The desire to plant 
these is commendable. But if the new location 
happens to be in another state, or in a region 
having a climate very dissimilar to that in 
which the old homestead was located, this de- 
sire often leads him to serious errors. Count- 
less home orchaxds of the west are disaj^poiiit- 
ing because they were planted with the varie- 
ties which were popular'-.in the old homes in 
the east, regardless of the different conditions. 
Tliere was some excuse for this in the days 
<vhen tlie subcct of variety adaptation had not 
been studied, and especially in nev-dy settled 
country, where there were no previous fruits 
planted which might serve as a guide. But 
today, there is no excuse for such mistakes. 

The man who is about to plant an orchard 
should first of all enquire about the behavior of 
dilTerent varieiies in his locality. He should 
visit his neighbors who have grown fruit, and 
learn their experience and seek their advice. 
If possible, he should ^•isit neighboring or- 
chards during the fruit season, and compare 
the merits of different sorts, remembering that 
a great difference in soil will sometimes make 
a great difference in the success of a variety ; 
and that if the fruit o( a tree that has not re- 
ceived proper care is a poor quality, the defect 
should l^e charged to the man who neglected 
■the tree- The home fruit grower will usually 
make a more satisfactory choice of varieties 
than if he seeks the advice of some ex])ert ]iro- 
moJogist, who lives at a distance. However 
v.dde that expert's knowledge of variety adapta- 
tion, he cannot make allowances for the minor 
variations of soil in a region. It is always a 
good plan, however, to get the advice of the 
horticulturist of our state experiment station, 
or of others who have an intimate knowledge 
of the horticultureof your section; test.his ad- 
vice by your own judgment arid the ,i|c j'ghbor- 
hood experience. ' ' ' , 

Beware of Novelties. ■ '■ ' *^ 

It is amusing to look over the average nur- 
seryman's catalogue. It would seem to the 
unsophisticated that all the varieties which it 



would really pay "to plant have, originated 
within the past six years. But that is no rea- 
son why the amateur who is about to j^lant an 
orchard for the first time, should interpret lit- 
erally all that he reads in the colored pages of 
the catalogue. The value of a variety is often 
in an^^inverse ratio ,to ' the length of the • des- 
cription^ ■ A ' sifaridard sort/ 'dpes! nqt^^^ a 
lengthy and glowing description j its/merits are 
known. Buying horticultural novelties of any 
kind is essentially gambling. 

It is for you to decide whether yoit' can af- 
ford to lose. If you want to do the economi- 
cal thing, you had better wait until the novel- 
ties have been fruited in your neighborhood. 
• They will ■be; cheaper then^Tind you will have 
fonnd oiit their limitations and their weak 
points. If }'ou want them you can graft over 
a few trees, or even one branch, and get friiit 
of the novelty in three years or thereabouts. 

That is not saying that novelties are not 
desirable, for all varieties, including the stand- 
ards sorts of today, were once novelties. In 
commercial orcharding the novelty problem is 
perhaps even more important than in the home

It is not difficult to make:^a/^general: classi- 
fication of • varieties accordirigi'to these two 
ideals — the commercial and the amateur. On 
one side we have varieties which are adapted 
for commercial use only; they bear well, look 
well, ship well and sell well, but do not eat any 
too well. On the other hand, Ave have varie- 
ties which are adaj^ted for home use only ; they 
eat -well, and may have some of the other 
good points — but not enough to make them 
])rofitable market sorts. Then again, there 
is a large class of varieties which, combine 
good or . fair .quality with great prcdtictivencss 
. and. iattractive, appearance, a,nd so is desirable 
and profitable, either for home use of for mar-- 
kct. Such well known A'arieties as the Bartlett 
I)car, Baldwin apple, Bra'.lshaw plum, Nai)ole- 
ou cherry, and Crosby peach belong to this 
class. While the bulk of varieties in the home 
orchard should be of the high quality class, if 
is urtdoubtedly aa advantage to, have, ^pme of 



you can afford to overlook this point, for the. 
sake of having what you like.

How Many Varieties? 

The home orchard should have more vari- 
eties than the commercial orchard, in. the 
commercialAorchard, it :is>bfttter,.to .haY® .-piily 
a few sorts 9n.:accpunt. of business, reasons — 
the trees can... be .cared, for, and the fruit har- 
vested and marketed to better advantage. The 
home fruit grower is not troubled by these 
economic problems. He desires, first of all, 
varieties which ripen in succession. throughout 
the seasonj from very early to very late.- This

orchard, because tlie scale of operations is lar- 
ger, and someone's livelihood is at stake. 

This sounds like trite and inmeccssar}' ad- 
AMce — yet it is far from being that. Human na- 
ture is so charitable, and the average fruit 
grower is so sanguine, that every year there 
are planted in the home orchards, thousands 
of trees of ne\v, little known or worthless sorts, 
when good trees of standard varieties could be 
had for half the cost. Do not he misled by a 
glib tongue or a rainbow picture. 

Quality Varieties for the Home Garden. 

The home fruit grower raises fruit for the 
fun of it and for the eating of it ; the market 
\-alue is ncx-'^r his concern. This is imi^or- 
tant, because sonic varieties arc Mrsl-class for 
market iiurposes. but liftli class for home ti.sc. 
The deniands of the two are dilTercnt. The 
market wants an apple of medium size, high 
color, even form, free from blemishes ; and the 
^rce must be very productive,, hardy and vig- 
orous. It does not matter so much about the 
cpiality of what is inside the beautiful skin. 
The Ben Davis apple represents the market 
type of apple. Some commercial varieties of 
grapes and strawberries arc nothing but "bags 
of water." But the home fruit grower desires 
cpiality — he grows fruit to cat! If he can find 
a high quality variety, which is productive, 
\ igorous and hardy in tree, and shapely, 
smooth, and beautiful in fruit, so much the bet- 
ter, but quality it must have. He is willing, 
if necessary, to sacrifice some other good points 
for the sake of getting tootbsomeness. ■ ^\\c 
Mother rejircsents the- home use type. .The 
chief requisites of a commercial variety are, as 
a general rule, productiveness, and good looks ; 
the chief requisites of a home use variety" is 
quality. It is true that some markets are nou' 
demanding higher quality varieties, and that 
oftentimes the very highest .success,';;iiv com- 
mercial fruit growing can.be attaiiiediby^ grow- 
ing high quality sorts. ,-,and; .eateringi!;o.va,' dis- 
criminating trade. It is ' likewise true "that it 
is sometimes better to make a part of the home 
planting of varieties noted more for unfailing 
productiveness tha^i for high quality.. Yet the 



the mediocre class, on account of their i)roduc- 
ti\'eness. 

These three chisscs arc. of course, general 
and arbitrary; but il will pay the home fruit 
grov.-er to study \-arictics from ihi.s point of 
view, as well as from the point of view of 
adaptation. It may \n\y him to grow the Fle- 
mish llcauty pear, for instance, on account 
its high, quality, when it might not be prolit- 
able to grow that variety for market, because 
of its susceptibility to disease. Place the em- 
l)hasis on quality, not on quantity nor on aj)- 
l)earance ; but if you can find varieties which 
l)ossess all three good points, when grown in 
your locality, so much the better. 1 l;q)i)ily for 
us, the high quality varieties are as likely to 
be bright colored and attractive as they are to 
be dull colored and uninviting. Virtue is not 
necessarily wra])j)ed up in a homely skin. By 
diligent search, the home fruit grower can us- 
ually find varieties wliirli ccjinbine good looks 
with fine flavor, and yield well in the locality. 
Plant the Varieties You Like. 

I^verybody has personal preferences as re- 
gards varieties. I like Mcintosh ap])les best; 
you ma_\- like .\orthern Si)y aijjjles l)esl. 1 like 
.Xgawam grajjcs because of their foxy flavor; 
you may like liriglilon grapes better because 
they lia\-c no foxiuess. The home orchard, lilce 
everything else about the home, shotikl be an 
expression of the personality and the tastp of 
the person who owns it. Other things being 
favorable, select varieiies which appeal to your 
palate. Com])etent jud.gcs r.-Ucd the Northern 
Spy apple eight to nine in (|uality, on a scale 
(jf ten, and Mcintosh ouly five to six, on the 
same scale, yet I prefer Alcfntosh. 1 ha\-c as 
good a riglU to my oi)iiiion as lliey have to 
theirs. So I shall plant McIiUosli — tlmy can 
plant Spy. : .Quality in fruits is only a relative 
term — rarely do. two people exactly agree as to 
the .desert merits of a. certain fruit. If the var- 
ieties^ you like can be 'grown in any degree of 
success, by all means plant them,, even though 
they are not commonly considered as desir- 
able for your locality as some others; perhaps i 



means that there shall be several, not a few, 
\ arieties. Study carefully the season of the 
different varieties which are candidates for 

favor, and select those which slightly overlap 
one another. Thus, in apples, a succession of 
five varieties might be .Aslrachan, Graven- 
slcin, King, Ijaldwin and Roxbur}-, ■which in 
many |)arls of the north will give a supply of 
fruit practically the whole 3'ear, if it is stored 
carelully. Likewise in jjcars, a succession of 
five varieties might be Tyson, Bartlett, Bosc, 
Anjou and Winter Nelis. The relative season 
of varieties is usually fairly constant, what- 
ever may be the locality. Although Early 
Crawford rciclies may ripen a month c.'irlier 
in (icorgia than in .Massachusetts, they will 
ripen in the same (jrder with reference to other 
sorts — after I'arly Rivers and before Lemon 
I-'ree, for example. 

The number of varieties which may i)e 
chosen will depend upon the area to be plant- 
ed, and the congeniality of the location, as 
well as upon the tastes of the planter. If the 
area which can be used for fruit growing is 
limited, il will he Ijctter to plant only summer 
and fall v;u-ieties of apples, because the winter 
sorts are a stajile and can usually be bought to 
advantage. The smaller the area the more 
shoidd be grown earl}' and perishable fruits, 
instc.ad of long keeping fruits. When space 
will permit, it is usually best to plant at least 
two trees of a variety, as there is sometimes, a 
marked difference in the value of the fruit on 
two trees of the same varietj'. The main 
jioints to remember in connection with this 
subject are: Plant as many of the varieties 
which "fill the bill" as space will permit; aim 
to have a succession of varieties from earliest 
to latest; on very smali areas, ]dant summer 
or fall sorts, not winter varieties. 

General Suggestion on Varieties 
'iMie man who attcmjjts to advise another 
man, who lives in a different locality, what 
particular varieties to plant, -is falinbst sure to 
go inore or less contrary to 'tljfe'^:local.,;<!xperi- 
cnce in the inquirer's heighbbHrbocl;;- :-When 
asked, ''What varieties shall r^plaht?''* it is' al- 
ways safest to answer : "It depends"— arid then 



"tell on what-it%ependsi^l^ayingt inquirer to 
answer his own query. Then if he makes a 
mistake the blame will not be yours. The fol- 
lowing are a few varieties which have been 
found especially satisfactory "for home plant- 
ing in various parts of the cotintryi ' Most of 

_ the varieties in this list are^ of high quality 
and^ence are especially desirable for the home 
fruit garden, some, howcrer, are of but' mcdi-- 
uni quality, and are included in this home. list 
only because-of their cheerful habit of giving a .

Hence they are 
valuable for the amateun

Lilies As Border Plants. 

Lily bulbs are now so abundant and cheap, 
thanks mainly to the enterprising Japanese 
gardeners, that they may be used in quantity 
and at little cost for furnishing lawn beds and 
flower borders. Such sorts as candidum, par- 
dalinum; tigrinum, umbellatum, creceum, au- 
ratum, lancifolium, and lonjgif lorum . can be 
bought almost as cheaply as bedding gerani- 
ums, say 25s. per 100, or even less, all healthy, 
good-sized bulbs, too, and certain to flower if 
obtained from reliable dealers. That they are 
not used in this way can only be accounted for 
by the prevailing belief that they are' not suit- 
able; indeed, not a few gardeners are under 
the impression that- hlics are not plants to be 
grown for the: conservatory only. In Japan, 
and to some -ciSxtent in»Holland>.:also,-they.;are 
grovvh in .fields prietty much as we *'growNp6ta- 
toes; ■ otherwise they could not be sold so 
cheaply.' There' are a few gardens where lilies 
are made the most of, and the effect they pro- 
duce in them is most pleasing. Our illustra- 
tion- shows a portion of a breadth of lilies 
growing along Avith heather, the peaty soil 
and moisture enjoyed by the latter being ex- 
•actly" suited to- the'.'lilies. '' Thefonly drawback 
to this combinaticin ig'tthat when the heather 
grows thick it sniothers •the'^lilies 'out of ex- 
istence as it does •rho'sf- dthcf" plants. Rhodo- 
dendrons for the same reasons are . excellent 
nurse companions for lilies ; so too are kalmias, 
azaleas, gaultherias, and other American peat- 
loving shrubs. To get the right effect these 
shrubs must be shorter than the lilies arc 
when they are full grown then the shrubs tem- 
per the cold winds of spring and afford to the 
stems a- certain atnpunt of. shade from fierce 
sunshine in summer. 

The right way to set about making beds' 
or borders such as are here described is to pi'O- 
vide a soil that will suit the shrubs, plant them 
thinl}'-, and then in spring to set the lily bulbs 
in amongst them. After that all that is needed 
is to keep the shrubs healthy and then the lilies 
will be happy. Some of the lilies may require 
to be renewed qftener than others. We. hkve 
. known pardalihum and ' tigriiiuni ^ to .thrive so 
, wel.1 as to tlireafen to smother put their nurses. 
We have also seen auraturri'grbw and multiply 
surprisingly wcl among rhododendrons. 
Longif lorum is not always a good stayer; it 
is difficult to say why, but then it is so cheap, 
millions of it coming annually from Japan, that 
one may plant fresh bulbs of it every year, as 
the market-growers do for the sake of its flow- 
ers. We have purchased good flowering bidbsi 
of it at 80s. per 1,000. This is equally true of 
lancifolium, one of the best natured of Japan- 
ese liHes, and if auratum, hansoni, and.kra- 
meri cost a little more, say from 4d. to 6d. 
each, they are worth it, even if one has to get 
a fresh supply annually. We believe these 
lilies will 3'ct be grown successfully as a field 
crop in this countr_\'; it only requires that our 
gardeners, to do this should accpiaint them- 
selves with the nature and requirements of 
these plants. There is no good reason why 
lilies generally should not behave as well in 
this country as they are known to do in Japan, 
the United States and in Holland. It is im- 
portant to remember that lilies are short lived, 
and that they require to be raised from seeds. 

Reeds 

The Dutch gardeners use mats made of 
the common reed (I'liragmitis communis) for 
screening, shading and sheltering plants from 
bright sunshine, wind and cold. They arc 
stouter and, with reasonable care, more dura-, 
ble than the ordinary Russian or bast mats 
made from the bark of the lime, and although 
they are too stiff to' serve for packing pur- 
poses and as wrappers, yet there are many 
uses in our gardens for which these reed mats 
Avould be preferable to the Russian mats, at 
]iresent so largely employed by gardeners in 
this counti-)'. The Dutch mats are used to pro- 
tect bulbs and tubers from frost wdien they arc 
left in the ground through the winter, and it 
is surprising ho wmuch frost they keep out.' If 
laid slightly aslant they throw off the bulk of 
the rain, and if fixed over short plants in span- 
roof fashion they afford a considerable degree 
of shelter from wind and frost. They are made 
in various sizes, from 6 feet by 2 feet to 12 feet " 
by 6 feet. 'Lhey are woven either close or 
open, the close ones being formed by tying the 
reeds in bundles of about six close together 
with tarred twine., and the open ones by leav- 
ing a space of about an inch between each lit- 
tle bundle of reeds. These open mats arc ex- 
cellent for shading greenhouses and frames in 
summci^, as they sxirve the sam'e! purpose as the 



lath blinds used for orchid houses. They are 
also cooler than wood from the fact of there 
being considerable air spaces between the 
reeds, which themselves are hollow. The mats 
lie flat, are heavy enough and- rigid enough 
not to be easily shifted; by: .wlndi^^ are 
easily rolled in lengths. " If wanted to serve as 
a wind screen these reed mats arc readily fixed 
to a top and bottom rail. We have seen the 
reeds used for fences in Norfolk hy fixing posts 
at intervals and nailing strijis of batten top and 
bottom, then placing the reeds upright in a 
layer an nich thick and nailing another strip 
of batten to hold them. These reeds arc also 
used as thatch in Noriollc.,- Wherever there is 
water the common reed will not only grow, but 
it;,will starve out almost ail other plants. It is 
an' execellcnt mud binder, ns stout creeping 
rootstock taking firm hold and not only ]ire- 
venting the washing away of the nuid, but hy 
means" of root ami stem it helps to build up 
land above the water level, "Once settled on 
suitable soil it will cover Ihc widest areas in 
uninterrupted and unhindered march, sup- 
pressing and destroying all other i)lants. On 
the lower Danube there are many lowlands so. 
thickly set with reeds that in several hours' 
journey only a few small, inconspicuous plants 
will be seen beside the reed haulms." — (Ker- 
ner.) Tn this counlry the reed grows about 
6 feet high, but in warmer countries its slem.> 
are thicker and as much as lo feet high. The 
species has a very wide distribution, being 
found wild in marshy districts in all temperate 
and subtropical regions. 



ASPARAGUS AND RHUBARB 

I d<T not know of any winter dclicacv that 
will give more real i.)loasiire lo ihc Iiome — 
and perhaps cause a slight feeling of cn\-y 
among your friends — than forced asparagus. 
And tlie beauty of it is that almo.'^i anybody 
who is willing to dig up a few roots can get 
results. 'IMie man who has a greenhouse with 
heating apparatus in commission can get 
forced asi)aragus (or rhubarb) without sacri- 
ficing a single foot of space that is "-anted for 
other growing plants. 

As soon as the first touches of winter ar- 
rive go out into the garden and dig u]) a few 
crowns of asparagns or rhubarb (pie i)lam) 
and place them in bo.xcs of sand for storage 
in the cellar or shed. It won't matter if they 
get froxien a little. 

By starting the forcing a few davs before 
the end of Noveml)cr a liberal cutting can he 
had for Christmas Da\', and in all probability 
from one to two weeks before that good cut- 
tings can be had. The crop will lastas a rule 
for two months^ and a half-dozen strong roots 
will furnish cndugh'and to spare for an)' ordin- 
ary family. 

If you are about lo force asparagus be sure 
lo select good, strong and ]jreferably four- 
year-old plants from a well-cultivated bed and 
A'ou Avill be delighted. Too often roots arc 
lifted from an overworked or luidcrfed bed and 
the results are not satisfactory. 

Tiic roots to be forced can be lifted any 
time ill November and immediately put under 
■ the greenhoiise benches if it s more convenient. 

Forcing is done very gradually at the first 
for the roots require a few days to settle down. 
Place them closely together in rows packed 
around with good cdrth and having a depth of 
soil three or four inches below; the crown can 
be left uncovered for green top? : init if bkacli- 
cd heads are i)rcferre(l the crowns must be 
burietl a foot. I like the green shoots much 
better than the white ones as they lia\-e more 
of the real asparagus fln\or, 1 think. They 
are not so easy to handle in the cooking. n<3r 
do they look as well on the tabic, but 1 want 
my vegetables for their flavor, not for their 
looks, 

A' temperature of 45 degrees at the start, 
and for about ten days, then gradually increas- 
ing until 60 degrees or so is reaciied will 
give the best results. A greater degree of 
heat will not be harmful to the plants, but it 
will result in long drawn or spindly shoots. 

With rhul)arl) the crowns are only jnst 
covered, t'or one don't need i)leaclu-<l >taiks, 
indeed a i)rigiu pink coloring is wonderfuliy 
attractive and makes tiie flavor seem i)elter. A 
high temperature can be given too, witliout any 
bad effects, as long stalks are cut up into 
small chunks just as easily as short ones.

GROWING VEGETABLES OR FLOWERS 
FOR THEIR FOLIAGE 

]f one lac!-:s eillier space, time or strength 
for tlic cuiti\alion of botii vegelabies and 
flowers, tlie vegetables may take tiie place of 
the flowers witii no loss of beaui\'. 

Punii)kin, srpiash or citron vines will ciimli 
as readily as a so-called purely ornamental 
vine; their foliage is luxuriant and free from 
insects; their golden, trumpel-shaped flowers 
are beautiful ; their fruits arc strikingly orna- 
mental and "mighty good" when served on 
the dining table. 

There are new sorts 01 lomatoes jmd en- 
cumbers, too, liiat are cliinl)ers and well worth 
growing. Tiic pole beans, either Lima or 
string \-aricties, arc as beautiful in e\-er\- re- 
spect as the "flowering" sorts, and have the 
added virtue of furnishing delicious beans fcir 
the tabic. The bu.sh beans are also fine plants 
for the mixed garden because of their beauty 
as well as their abundant bearing. A border 
of them along some bed of taller plants will 
pay their wa\- in liotii beans and beauty. ,\s 
an ex|3erimcnt, I j^Ianled a few citron seeds 
last season, just at the edge of a Ijed of shrubs. 
The vines made a wonderful growth along the 
edge of the. shrubbery, wdierc they occupied no 
extra space; their care wfis practically nothing, 
yet they gave', a.' beautiful border-effect to the 
bed during thc'sttmmer and some fine citron.s 
for winter use. 

No foliage ])laut has more i)eautifu! color 
effects than vSvviss chard, and popcorn gives a 
tropical touch cquf^l to that of many of the 



tall grasses, wdiile both of them furnish "good 
things to eat" as well as beauty. 

A tlirifty, well-stalyed tomato plant is orna- 
mental at any stagc.v^^;it^ ; gro it 
was originally. l<nown'"'a^^^^^^ and 
grown solely as an ornanicnt'.Vr The sma 
fruited sorts arc, perhaps, most -ornamental, 
and these may be had bearing either red or 
yellow fruits. 

Plants of the Golden Nugefct variety had 
hundreds of fruits on each plant last year, the 
tomatoes hanging in clusters of from twelve 
to twenty ;ft;uits_: each, and looking like immense ; 
plums. The fact that they made .'delicious 
preserves, "figs," and picklesj- .took . nothing- 
from llieir wonderful beauty, -which ^ lasted 
niilil tlu> plants were frozen. 

re]-)pers, either tiic tiny cayenne or the 
inimeiise sweet sorts, may be grown to i)erfec- 
tioii in a flower pot, ami jiarsley thrives in a 
box. Both are ornamental in fact, if not in 
name. ' 

If there is' 'absolutely no ground space 
available, put up boxes against the fence or 
•the side of the house, under the window, on 
the porch, or on the back roof, — somewhere, 
anywhere — and grow a few things to eat.

WITH THE FLOWERS 

Planting Trees and Shrubs 

Trees and slinilis may be set out cither in 
spring before growth begins, or in fall. The 
former is, perhaps, the better season, since it 
gives the young growth time to establish itself 
before the rigors of winter set in. When trans- 
planted from woods or swamps great care 
should i)e taken that llie roots are not |)ermit- 
ted to drv out, .1 mistake whicli might be 
I'atal. When ol)taine(l from the nursery, they 
arc usually packed in damp moss, wldeh should 
be thoroughly wet and kept so, until the trees 
are set out. If necessary, because of quantity, 
keep any of them for a time before planting, 
the best plan is to set them in a trench and hill 
them in with most earth. 

When setting out slinilis or trees, it is 
necessarv lo remember tiiat tiie roots should 
never l)e cramped. First dig a hole broad 
enougli to spread the roots out as tliough 
growing in the soil, and from three to four 
feet in dei)ih. At the bottom of this pit. place 
a bushel of well-rotted manure mixed with 
good soil : place a layer of rich earth over this 
to prevent direct contact of the rootlets with 
the manure: then set the tree, treacling ilie 
soil down gently but firmly as it is packed over 
the roots, if llie ground is very dry, water it 
well ; but in any case sjiread a nniich of ma- 
nure, straw, leaves, or even dry. pluverized 
earth over the surface to keep the moisture 
from evaporating. If the position be exposed, 
it may be ncjcessary to stake the tree to pre- 
vent It;-, being too much disturlied by winds. 

I'.ariy-flowering shrubs should be i)rnued 
\vhen in need of the operation — which in the 
case of most varieties will be seldom — after 
the blooming season has passed; late-flowering 
varieties, such as the hydrangea, will re(|uire 
later pruning, say in January or February ; 
wiiile roses may be trimmed' off a little in 
March, and evergreens in May. When prun- 
ing, remember that three objects are to be 
attained: (i) To cut out deatl woods, (2) 
to clear away ungainly shoots, (3) to induce 
a new growth on wliich flower clusters may 
he produced. Much harm is often done to 
fl(3wering shrubs by the knife of inexperi- 
enced amateurs, who, by ruthless trimming off 
ill spring, cut away hundreds of flower-bear- 
ing shoots. 

When pruning branches away, always cut 
close to the trunk, and paint the scar. Never 
leave a stui). wliicli ic always most sure to 
rot, besides being a disligureinent to the tree. 

N ines should be planted in the same way. 
ill a ilcep bed, worked up and made rich wi'.i', 
old, well-rotted manure. 



TWO GOOD BROOMS 

W e iiave not many hardy shrubs which 
flower in August. There are some roses, of 
course, a few shrubby spiraeas, hydrangeas. 
.\'ew Zealand veronicas, cierodendrons. and 
some oi the l)room famil}-, wliich ineindes our 
furze. "l,o\-e is out of fasiiion wlien the furze 
is not ill liiixun." 'I'lie liest of tiie .Nugu-t 
flowering brooms are tiie two iiere figured, 
namei}-, tlie Sicilian or .Mouiu Ktii;i i)iT)oin 
(Cenista aeleusis) ;m(l tiie Si)aiiisii l)rooni 
(.Si)artinni jiiiiceum). .\ few L;roups of such 
plants disposed over large paries and gardens 
give brightness and interest .it a time w lien 
trees and shrubs generally are \v;iiitiiig in 
eolriur. Tile Sicilian broom is a i);u't icularly 
graceful slinib : one niigiil rail it a small tree 
for it ^ets up to ;i lieigin of 15 or feet and 
forms a sloui woody sti-iii \\-itli imuierons 
br;iuelies frfjiu wliieii iiang crowds of eoni- 
like ie;ifies:- siioois covered with cream yellow 
flower.-. Ill such a position as that occuj)ied 
by the example figured, a group of six or a 
dozen plants forms a much more telling object 
tb;in a single specimen would. This is equally 
true of all the legume shrubs; tliey recpiire 
to be seen in masses to do themselves and the 
gardeners justice. .Mtiioiigh a native of Sicily, 
(/. aetensis is (|iiile h;trdy in I'.ngiand, and as 
it seeds freely it is easily i)ro|);igat ed. 

.'\ii equ.'illy useful shrub for iirodiicing bold 
effects in iKir'ks and large gardens is tlie vSprin- 
ish broom, Spartium jmiceiim. It grows freely 
in almost any kind of soil, lieing (juilc liappy 
in even pure sand, if only it can get water, 
and it produces in August and September a 
jdcnteons crop of large yellow sweet-scented 
pea-like flowers. Tn its objection to root dis- 
turbance it is no worse and no better than 
other shrubby memliers of ieguinmosae, Init 
it can be transplanted when not more than tAvo 
years old. The best way to ■establish it is to 
sow the. seeicls. in the place where it-Is desired,* 
and to tliiiVout the seedlings to Ihe rcqiiircd 
distance as they increase in size. The plants 
shown in our illustralinn ;ire about lour years 
old, and they are 7 feet high. The photograph 
jvas taken in mid-Augusf. . This plant used to ■ 



be important as the source of a useful fibre. 

.In Spain, Portugal, the south of France, Italj', 
and Greece, where it grows wild, the shoots 

, were cut in August, dri(fd. in , the . sun, beaten 

; with ia ' mallet; and then steeped . in water for 
about a week. They were then washed and 
dried and the fibre wa.« combed out to be 
woven into sheets, sails, and even shirts, which 
were in common use by the Greeks, l^onians 
and Carthagcnians. About a hundred years 
ago in some districts in the south of France 
no other linen material was used except that 
manufactured from the fibre qbtained; fr.oni 
the Spanish broom. There is little demand for 

-the fibre now, altlfoiiii^h-it is- said to be stronger 
than hemp and to bear nioi.sture exceptionally 
well. Tliere is a close relationship between 
this plant and our native broom. Cytisus scop- 
arius, the stems of which also contain a fibre 
formerly made into ropes, etc., but now re- 
l)laced by hemp, flax, jute, sisal, ramie, and 
other popular fibres. 
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HOW TO GROW ASPARAGUS 

Asparagus has not been given as much 
])rominence by the majority of market garden- 
ers, as it deserves, partly on account of the 
lengtli of- time rccpiired to establish the plant, 
and also the difficulty of keeping the bed free 
from weeds and grasses, of different kinds. 
Time and labor given to the preparation of 
the ground is well repaid in the growing of 
this crop. 

A well drained, sand}' loam soil, that will 
not bake or get hard, is tiie i)est for this crop. 
If the land is not jierfectly free from weeds, 
it sliould be made so by summer fallowing 
thoroughly. As asparagus is a great feeder, 
the soil should be made very rich to as great 
a de])th as can be reached by the plough, say, 
one foot, at least. 

While this permanent location is being pre- 
pared, seed may be sown in early spring, in 
rows about eighteen inclies apart in good rich 
soil. As the seed is slow to germinate, and 
the plants so small when they first a])pcar, 
we usually mix some lettuce seed with tlie 
asparagus seed when sowing. The lettuce 
soon makes its appearance, and the row is 
much easier to follow when weeding. 

Thin the plants to two or three inches apart 
to get strong crowns. If all conditions arc 
right, the plants should be large enongli for 
setting out the following sjiring. when jjlant- 
ing should be (i<me before growth starts. 

I'iants may be dug with a spade, but we 
prefer turning them over with a plough, and 
then shaking out with, the fork. Care should 
be taken that the i-oots arc not allowed td get 
dry, or heated, while out of the ground. 
Distance to Plant and Hoe 

For a small patch oir city lot, or the house 
garden, they may he stt in beds one foot to 
eighteen inches apart fe'ich way, but when it 
is possible, single rows are to be preferred. 
For field culture, rows about four feet apart, 
:\nd the plants set about eighteen inches apart 
in the row, is about right. 

One of the most important things in the 
setting (uit of the plants is to have the trench 
so that the roots may be spread out flat, and 
the crown at least six inches below the level 
of the ground when firmed down as it was 
before it was plowed. This will permit of 
manure being plowed or dug under without 
injury to the plants. My plowing and harrow- 
ing every spring, is about the only way clover, 
grass, and so forth, can he disjiosed of. It also 
leaves the surface in the best condition for 
after cultivation, the cutting of the crop, and 
is a great help in holding the moisture in 
the soil. 

After the field is i)laiited. as above, it 
should be given thorough cultivation and 
manuring, for two years betore cutting is com- 
menced. .After that tlie grower must use his 
judgment, and must be careful not to weaken 
the befl. In this locality, the first year, cut- 
ling should cease ai)out June 15. 

Ill cutting for market, use a short-btadcd 
bharp knife, cutting just under ground, Never 
allow the heads of "the stalks to open or become 
seedy-looking, as this .spoils the appearance. 
In hiincliing, keep the heads nice and even — 
siiortcr ones in one buneh, i<mger ones in an- 
other, and slender stalks and culls by tiiem- 
seives. Trim tin; butt of liie buneli with a 
sii;irp knife, and slaiid in siiallov.- i)oxes or 
hasicets. You will always find ready market 
for vour goods, if tliese directions arc fol- 
lowed.

BLUEST OF BLUE FLOWERS 

Tiiere is no more beautiful flower in the 
g.-irden at tlie iireseut time th;iii the Italian 
.\lk;met, or .\neliiis;i italica Drojuiiore variel\-, 
wliich originated, we believe, in the beautiful 
Di-opiiHU-e gardens, near Maidenhead. A noble 
bed was ill be;uity ;i few days ago at Kew, and 
we liave it ;igainsi a rough fence among grcen- 
Icaved plants — Polygonum, Azaleas, and so 
forth — which net off to great advantage the 
tall stems of flowers, suggestive bolii in sli.-qte 
and coloring of those of the lloiage. It is .1 
pl;iiit to grtnii') almost anywhere, and ;illiiougli 
we have not tried it in siiade, it would i)rol)a- 
biv grow there wilii as .niiieli vigor as in the 
open border. 'I'lie position of the plant against 
the fence is in full sun. one of the hottest cor- 
ners in an extremely hot garden. Even if this 
Anchusa, wdiich will devcloj) its stems to a 
height of 6 feet in a rich soil, l.isled only a 
short time, in beauty, it would ix- weleome, but 
they appe.'ir one ;ifler the other, :i briglit i)ine 
mass, for some vreeks. Illne is' not a too con- 
sjiicuous color in the hjiglisii garden, and it 
is for this reason the Ancliusa apjieals to one 
very strongly. One jioint must not be over- 
ieioked, and that is tlie need of striking cut- 
tings of the root, Lift the plant in winter, 
anci ctit thp^. rpdts into, one iuch lengths anci 
plate ill pots' filled with a sani:iy soil; Growth 
will be seen in a nionlli or so, and then pot 
on the little iilants to ensure vigorous tufts 
for transference, lo the plots they arc lo flow - 
er iu. ' ■■^;...,'-'.;:.''V:;-;;;:i;%-V:-' 



Afr. ncrtrancl'-'Russfelb'has --founcl a happy 
illustration of the capriciousness of posthu- 
mous fame in the pcr.son of Zeno the iClealic. 
Zeno, who. if he be rightly interpreted by Mr. 
Russell and other modern mathematician?;; 
was indeed the most subtle and profound of. 
philosophers, was pronounced,;a ..jiiggler.^and; 
a sophist by his successors, aiid ridiculed'and 
coiitemptu(msly refuted for over two thousand 
years. In the mitldle of the nineteenth century 
tile sophism.s were re-estai)lished, and "made 
the foundation of a mathematical renaissance" 
bv Weierstrass, a German professor who had 
very likely never heard f)f Zeno, and who was 
almost certainly unaware tliat his own work 
had any philo.sophicai interest at all. ^ , 

Euclid's case ap])ears, on the' face of jt/td 
have been the op])osite of Zeno's. Zeno has 
come to life again after two thousand years; 
ICiiclid, we are told, is at last dead, after two 
thousand years (jf an iniiiiort;dity that he had 
never imicii deserved. He was supjiosed to 
be rigorous, and so long as it was possible 
to believe that, his other sins, his circumlo- 
cution, his pedantry, and his intolerable dul- 
ness, could be forgiven him. But now even 
his reputation for rigour has been taken away 
from liiiii ; logicians like Hilbert and Mr. Rus- 
sell ii;ive joined iorces with tlie lioard of lulu- 
caliou, and tlie schooim;isiers who belong to 
the .Matlieiiiatieal .Association, and Mr. David 
-Mair and the a])ostles of squared paper, and 
at last they have succeeded in killing him. So 
we are told, and there is no doubt that in a 
sense it is true. The teaching of mathematics 
will never be dominated by^ Euclid again, as 
it was a hundred or, in the country that has 
longest been faithful to him, even twenty years 
ago; and in another twenty years it will be 
impossible lo find a cop\- of the "fCleimmts" in 
any ])ublic school in luigland, or anywhere 
except on the shelves of -scholars and profes- 
sional mathematicians. 

Euclid's fall is, in a sense, final and com- 
plete. And yet. if we were to imagine him 
following the course of mathematics siftee his 
day, the fluctuations of his own reputation 
and the rise and decline of his empire in the 
schools, we should doubt whether the pros- 
jjcct of its inevitable extinction would have 
caused him niuch distress, fie was. if we may 
trust a tradition which it is at any rale pleas- 
ant to believe, an cxtremch- sensible person 
and something of a humorist — "a man of scru- 
pulous fairness''a'nd exemplary kindliness," "in 
no wise contentious, though exact, yet no brag- 
gart," tolerant of criticism, even when it was 
the criticism of. stupidit}-. The modest and 
genial Euclid drawn by Proclu.i was the last 
person likely to have his head turned by the 
adulation of mathematicians less critical than 
himself, or to resent the gradual growth of 'i 
more discriminating appreciation of his work-. 
Rather, we think, he would have welcomed 
the change which the- last century has brought 
to his reputation a-mong the few who are com- 
I)etent to understand him fully. For if it be 
true, in a sense, that he last century has seen 
the end of l<*uclid's reign, it is in a sense no 
less true of him. as (^f Zeno, that it is only 
in the last century that the full value of his 
work has found preiper recognition. 

The "IXlemenls" is a -^ery good book, the 
greatest perhaps of all niathemati,cal books. 
But by no means all of it is great or even 
good : much of it, indeed, is positively bad, 
and Euclid's reputation has suffered not a lit- 
tle in modern times because it is precisel\- the 
parts of the "[■".iemenls" that are least good 
that have attained the widest noKn-iety and 
ha\-e been dnimmed into the ears of every 
unwilling sclioolboy. W'liat is best in baiclid 
is just udiat is not for tlie schoolboy or the 
tri(.). It is curious that, although gconielrv 
has generally been regarded as. above aii 
sciences, the science of Greece, it is the purely 
gc(^inetrie.-il i)ooks of the "Elements," and 
the se ()iil>', tliat are o|)en to serious reproach, 
Alost of us li;i\e learnt iioejk I. by liearl, and 
none of us should regret it. for it contains tlie 
theory of |);iraiiel^;, the logieai formnlatitm of 
wliieh was one of luurlid's greatest individual 
achievements. It contains, too, liuclid's proof 
of the Theorem of Pythagoras, and other theo- 
rems interesting and beautiful in themselves ; 
;in(l yet it e;m mily be described as on the 
■^\-lioie .1 very indifferent performance. The 
f.iet is that the t:reeks, for all their mathemat- 
ical genius, never succeeded in formulating 
anytiiiiig like a coherent system of definitions 
and postulates to serxe as ;i fonndalion lor 
tiieir geometry. It was indeed hardly ]iossiblc 
that anyone should do so, sO long as gemnetry 
was conceived as a science referring essenlially 
to an actually existent space. Today geome- 
try is no longer a science of space'. How docs 
llilberl. for instance, begin liis "Grundlagcn 
iler ( jcometrie"? There is not a word that 
lias any- reference lo space at all. "We think 
of three different systems of things; the things 
of the first system we c;dl points .... llic 

tilings of the seeoii.d system we call lines 

\'\'c conceive the.';e 'points,' 'lines,' etc., as con- 
nected by various relations, and wii denote 
these relations by words such as lying on, be- 
tween, parallel lo. congruent with . . . the 
coirii)lete and exact ilescrijMifin of these rela- 
tions follows fr(;im the axiohis of geometry. 
The axioms of geometry form five groiqis 
..." These se\-erely mathematical jjoints 
mid lines, these "entities connected by rela- 
tions," "simple and secluded," as Mr. Bradley 
.would say,' "beyond Ijelief,"' woitld ndyer;Jia,yo" 
satisfied the .soul of any ■■■Greek- gcdiii'e'terl;-->^(i!r' 
him jDoints and lines werc elements of the space 
in which wc live; fuHlpf qihilosophical content 
and an iiitegral''part;;;;'^^^^^^ of experi-. 

eiice. The resttlt^l^i'^tliat'teEuclifl's definitions 
and postulates contain a great deal that is not 
mathematics at all, but u)diffcrcnt popular 



philosophy. As De Morgan said, "there is a 
total absence of disliiiction between the va- 
rious ways m which we know the meanings 
of things" ; and to mi;.; philosophy and mathe- 
matics may be good . for, - philosophy^ ^y^^\ '^^' 
works-; havoc 'with ^^'matKematics. EticUd's' 
trcatmc'rit I of .the foundations of geometry"; 'as', 
expounded in the 'definitions, postulates, atid- 
carly propositions of liook L. and the corre- 
sponding portions of Books III. and XL, must, 
wc are afraid, be pronounced a failure. "A 
straight line is that which lies evenly with the 
points on itself" — it is not; even decent philoso- 
phy^, certainly not serious mathematics: it is 
at''best a' confession" of faith' or a popular 
scientific illustration. Euclid's postulates, as 
everybody kno\vs, arc at once inadequate' and 
redundant. The whole theory of "superposi- 
tion" is pure and .simple nonsense: this, as 
Dr. ileath points out in an interesting note, 
was observed by J. Peletier as long ago as 
'557.' the reason, we suppose, why its 

scOp'e'''liii's been so widely extended by modern 
mathematical reformers. But it would be ' 
flogging a dead horse to reiterate the criti- 
cisms that have been urged against Euclid 
with irresistible force by the accumulated au- 
thority of modem logicians. 

It is more pleasant to turn to those books 
of the "Elements" on which in the future 
liuclid's fame will rest. These, it is fairly 
safe to sav. will be the arithmetical books 
fBoeiks Vi'l.-lX.). Book V., Book X., and (of 
the geometrical books) Book VI. ; and there 
can be ver}- little doubt that an almost unani- 
mous consensus of mathematical opinion 
would follow De Morgan in assigning the first 
place to i3oolc V.. and the second to Book X.' 
But if we had to single out one isolated prop- 
osition to be saved when all the rest were lost, 
we would choose that classical instance of the 
reductio ad absurdum, the proof (Book IX., 
Prop. 20) that there are infinitely many 
primes. The fifth Book of the "Elements" 
appears, in the light of modern mathematicsi 
to have been the crowning scientific achieve- 
ment of Greece. Its .symbolism, judged by 
modern standards, is clumsy : that is the first' 
and the last of its faults. Rendered into , a 
modern and a more convenient notation it may 
still stand, almost word for Avord, as the one 
and only possibly theory of proportion, as irre- 
proachable and in as little danger of super- 
session as when Barrow declared that "there is 
nothing in the whole body of the elements of 
a inore„ subtile invention, nothing, more sol- 
idly cstablish'etl and' more acciirately handled 
than the theory of proi50rtio.nals." How.sub- 
tle and how accurate it is is clearer! how, 't'6 
the mathematician familiar with the work of 
Weierstrass, Cantor and Dedckind, than it can 
possibly have been to Barrow or even to De 
.Morgan, There is, as Dr. Heath points out, 
"an exact correspondence, almost coincidence, 
between Euclid's definition of equal ratios and, 
the modern theory of irrationals due to Dede- 
kind." • 

The doctrines expounded by Euclid in- 

Book V'. appear to be the. discovery of Eu- 
doxus. Their history and the reason for the 
curious position in his system assigned to 
them by Euclid have been discussed at length 
by M. Paul Tannery ("l.,a Geometric grecque," 
))p. 95-98), and his conclusions are accepted by 
Dr. Death. It seems probable that the princi- 
ple of similitude, the subject of Book VI., a 
l)rinciple no less "evident" than the postulate 
of parallels, was, in pre-Euclidean systems/ as, 
in many modern textbooks of geometry, in-, 
Iroduced much earlier and made ffar more 
fundamental than in Euclid. But this prin- 
ciple presupposed a theory of proportion, and 
the Pythagorean theory of proportion was ap- 
])licable only when all the magnitudes con- 
cerned were commensurable with one another. 
.Accordingly, the discovery of incommcnsura- 
hles by Pythagoras, a discovery explained and 
developed in the tenth Book of the "Ele- 
ments," created "un veritable scandale log- 
i(|ue" in Geometry, and made it necessary to 
relegate the principle of similitude to a subor- 
dinate place until such time as a theory of 
proportion should be developed Avhich includ- 
ed incoinniensurables. This theory Avas created 
hy luidoxus. and for that he must rank as the 
greatest niatbeniatician of antiquity. Euclid 
had the theory of Eudoxus before him, and it 
was open to him to place it inr the forefront, 
of the "Elements" and td'i-evisrt t6''-tlfe' P3>fha'^'^ 
gfuxaii order. But tradition was b_v Euclid's- 
time opijosed to such a course ;' niorcover. with 
the instincts of a good teacher, he doubtless 
felt that the theory, although magnificent, was 
in no sen'jc elementary; and it is for these 
reasons tliat the theory of proportion occurs 
in the "Elements'' where it does, when it be- 
comesj essential to- further progress- and not; 
before. -■ ' ' • ' ' ■ ■ ■

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A SOLUTION OF THE GAME WARDEN 
PROBLEM 

. , Various, suggestions have been made lately 
for,,the/'lpetitmng ..of' .the system; for the. ^pro-, 
tecTtion of ^our 'sra^^ game 'or rather ^_fbr the 
calling into existence of a system for its pro- 
tection. During the last week I have received 
a, copy oi" t!\c latest Game Regulations for the' 
province of Manivoba; tb.esc arc exceedingly 
drastic and. though, seeing the difference in 
conditions here and in that province. 1 do not 
for a minute suggest that some of its provi- 
sjops";,are .appHcajjle Jiere, there, is, oiie pro- 
■vj^ioii " in . this Game t*fotcction Act which 
seems. to me to offer a ready solution of the 
difficulty vvc are up against here. 
•' In- the first place no shooting is allowed 
there of any kind without the taking out of 
a perniit for a nominal sum in the case of 
residents and for a greater sum for non-resi- 
dents. Two dollars" is the fee for shooting 
(leer and one dollar for birds for residents, 
biit,the most iiiiportant clause is that by which 
■^everyone who takes out a. permit becomes 
■ipso facto a game guardian, and is not only 
thereby empowered to exercise the powers and 
duties of a constable for the purposes of the 
act, but is actually thereby bound to do so 
or himself become a lawbreaker by his for- 
bearance. 

Section 3 (g) says: — Any person who is 
legally in possession of a permit under this 
section, duly issued to him, shall be a game 
guardian for thei purpose of >the enforcement 
of this Ac:t during the open season. 

Section 29 says: — It shall be the duty of 
ever^' policeman, constable, and game guar- 
dian to institute, or cause to be instituted, 
prosecutions against all persons infringing tlic 
provisions of this Act or any of them. 

This seems to me to offer an admirable 
solution of the question, as it puts the onus 
of protecting the game on those who are 
chiefly interested in its preservation, the 
sportsmen who. take out the permits to 
shoot it. 

Although some may abuse their privileges 
there will always be others more honorable 
who would be ready and willing to discharge 
their obligations under the Act if such a law 
\vere in .force here. 

Mthpre ' is .no getting away from the fact 
'that}" thfe gun ■ license has got to come here: 
tfic.]^5fjecent accidents alone liavc convinced 
'mbii 'pi- us of this. A gun license will not 
previj'rif''accidents altogether, but it can and 
must prevent the carrying of guns by irre- 
sponsible ])crsons and boys under age. 1 am 
still of the opinion that jt was a boy who 
Av'as to blame for the last biie, and it is. not 
fair either to the bpys themselves or to the 
general public .that .they shdiild be allowed to 
carry guns before they are fit to use them 
and old enough to fully appreciate their deadly 
character. The small fees for the permits 
would )h,urt none of us and the money raised 
.shoitid'be devoted to the interests of the game. 



THE GAME GUN FOR A GOOD SHOT 

The arguments in favour of half-choke 
boring, from the point of view of the first- 
class game shot, arc reviewed in this article. 
In stating tlic case lor rather closer boring 
than is usually advocated it is possible that 
the arguments in favour may be slightly over- 
emphasized, but even so cylinder boring is 
not unduly crabbed. The need to inrjuirc more 
closely than has previously been attempted 
into the merits of the half-choke barrel has 



been emphasized by the undoubted success of 
many shooters whose guns proved upon ex- 
amination to be bored fot^mudi.icloser-shppVr^ 
ing than ordinarily obtains. ' eonditioris" "of 
sport are constantly changing, and the shooter 
js increasing his standard of skill as a result 
df better gun fitting and more careful tuition 
at the shooting school. .A.s the principles of 
swing and'allowance come to be better under- 
stood, shooters find themselves successfully 
taking shots .which a generation ago would 
liavc been voted [too far -away by all but the 
select few Avho h'ad'.fully mastered the amoiint 
of,fpr\yard allowance for a fast-crossing bird 
at V ^ull range. ' ' 

A really finely accomplished long-distance 
shot gives more lasting satisfaction than a 
short, easy shot, however well taken. Each 
style of boring has its best distance, and the 
more accomplished marksman will increase 
his enjoyment b}' using a gun which gives him 
five yards more range than his neighbor. 
Granting the facility tO' do Justice j to the 
lengthened range of his gun, new opportunities 
are added, without necessarily diminishing in 
like proportion the short-range successes. The 
skill which triinnphs over the fast crossing 
shot at 40 yards v;ill be equally cftccli\e in 
directing the charge at the head of a driven 
bird so as to chop it down without striking 
the body with the thickest cluster ol pellets. 
The same thing can be accomplished with 
ground game. It is, for instance, far better 
to see that half a' dozen pellets have been 
through each ear of a hare, leaving the body 
intact, than the alternative of both hind legs 
broken. The shot held well forward is more 
deadly and more satisfactory in every way. 

On the general subject of ])atterns it is 
extremely difficult to lay down any hard and 
fast rules, and yet the very close examination 
whicli was applied to the spread of shot in 
relation to the size of game birds when dis- 
cussing the merits of small-bore guns, resulted 
in showing that five is the minimum mmibcr 
of pellets which should strike, say. a ])art- 
ridpe to ensure cleanly killing it and bringing 
it pn)mi)tly to bag. The density of pattern 
which will accomplish this desiderntmn cannot 
with Xo. Ti size and improved cylinder boring 
be obtained at a further distance than 30 yards. 
With light charges and, a, Isirger size of shot 
the distance is further curtailed, and then it is 
that the shooter complains of bad penetration, 
all the while that it is pattern wdiich is defi- 
cient. The full-choke gun gives a good kill- 
ing pattern at 40 3'ards, probably even farther; 
hut for shots taken at such a distance So. h 
s;zc is unduly small for ordinary game birds, 
and No. 5, with its. reduced mimber of- pellets 
in the charge la distributed none too'( closely, 
.'•.t Any rati!, the majcimum range of a fitlly 
choked gun ti-^ing No. 5 shot is not likely to 
exceed 4~, yards if a satisfactory proportion 
of clean kills is desired. On the other haml, 
practical c.-':;jericnce is c|uilc emphatic in teach- 
ing us that fidl-cb.oke boring involves far too 
grca.t a cost of efficiency at short ranges to be 
wf^rthy of general adoption. 

The cylinder and improved cylinder are at 
their best in the region of 25 or 30 yard.s, and 
therr are niany shooters, not of the highest 
-.anlc, who would be deprived of their only 
chance of contributing to the bag if they were 
forced to alxmdon the boring which luuioubt- 
edlv 'icst suits the easy chances. The easiest 
1,1 all birds is the pheasant flying a true course 
just clear o! the tree-tops over the shooter's 
'Idle first barrel, delivered at an angi': 
of about 45 degrees, is fired when the bird is 
a nice 25 or 30 yards distance. Its angular 



velocity is such as not to. require very'i'a.ctiv^^^ 
manipiilation of the giin; further, the distance 
.isjshprt. enough r for a ^quite moderate forward 
lead' to aiiffice, and, give -fi maximum spread 
to cover errors of aim, a fair proportion of 
s'.ich shots can be secured b}-- the medium 
grade of ihot. The same kind of argiUTient ap- 
plies with equal foirce toithe shooting of rab- 
bits. 

The half choke is a medium .Vcyle of boring 
between the two extremes, which at 40 yards 
gives most perfect distribution of pellets., 
wholly filling the 3(>inch circle'^ and Jsome 
inches surrounding it. Practically all the pel- 
lets arc fully effective at this range, the area 
of nndulv thin places being extremely small. 
W-'h a cylinder gun, on the other hand, the 
30- inch circle is .it the best but inadequately 
filled, whilst the outlying portions thin off so 
as to produce a maximum of wounding .area. 
The full choke at 40 yards shows a less .sat- 
isfactory style of pattern than the half-choke, 
because, though the former gives 70 per cent 
of the pellets in the 30-inch circle, this very 
high i)ro[)ortion can only be achieved by a 
Verv decided biiiichin;;- in the ceiiire ol the 
area. With llie lialf-elioke, mu tiie oilier hand, 
the xariatii'ii belwecii the centre and the mar- 
gins of the circle is not ai)i)arcnt : therefore, on 
the basis of the 40 yards test, and bearing in 
mind the rule that each bird requires five pel- 
lets at least to bring it safely to bag, the half- 
choke gun. gi\ ing (>0 per cent of the pellets 
in the 30-inc!i circle at 40 yards, rei)rescnls at 
this di.stance practically ]icn'ect conditions <>[ 
spread. .At 33 yards tlic behaviour is that of 
a full choke;' at' 40 yards, whilst at 30 yards 
pr.actically the whole of the charge is contained 
in the 30-inch circle. Inside the last-named 
distance the shooter must be prepared to hold 
well forward so as to shoot his birds rather 
with the margin than with the centre of his 
])attern. 

If a man so far fancies his shooting as to 
feel confidence in taking all chances that ]M-e- 
seiit thcmscbes between 30 and 40 .\'ar(ls — and 
half-c!u)kc i)oriiig seems best suited to these 
distance.'-; — then it seems only proper that the 
right barrel slK)uld have the same killing ixnv- 
ers as the left. Tiie assumption that tlie right 
barrel should be the more open shooting of 
the two is based on many years' ()raciical ex- 
perience. -Such an argument need not, how- 
ever, stand in the way of an attempt to arrive 
at .a specification of gun for a shooter willing 
to back himself as above the average, in ad- 
vocating the merits ol" hali-clioke boring it: 
has been frankly adijiitted that the shooter 
will need to study jts'.jbijjhaviour,.in re;gard to. 
shots,.- taken at the '.shorter dist?inces; ■■ conse- 
quently if both barrelil.'are' abso'lut^y similar 
he is not bothered to keep in mind which he 
is using at the moment. Past exiterience tells 
him that his gun has a best distance, and his 
constant endeavor is to take the bulk of his 
shots within ])rcdetermined limits. Success 
inqdies, a large proporton of clean kills at 
some 5 to 10 yards longer range on the aver- 
age tlian his friends with cylinder guns are 
* able to negotiate. — Field.'

A DAY IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 

T-ast summer, while spending my vacation 
in a loggiii.g camp 011 llarrisiMi Lake. li. 
I spent iiianv a happy hour after trout in the 
iiearljv streams. ( 'ne irip 1 remember espe- 
cially. .\ professor from the States came up 
to spend a few days with mc and wc planned 
to spend a day in pursuit of the finny tribe. 
Bright and early one morning wc started out. 



loaded Avith' fishing tackle. Kodaks and a .22 
rilfe- 'for ■ the head of a stream nearby. As 
the undergrowth and young timber near the 
lake was so thick that walking was impossible, 
we intended to follow the Claim Survey line 
back to where the timber was more open, 
'i'hcn, returning to where the line crossed the 
creek, follow the creek to the. lakeland thence 
along the shore to camp. After' travel ling for 
a half-hour between : walls of. young fir, grow- 
ing so closely together that, it was impossible 
to sec ten feet in any direction save along the 
cleared line, we reached the creek. Having 
been told that the line crossed the creek four 
times within a half-mile, we thought wc would 
follow the creek to the last crossing, as it was 
easier walking. However, the place where it 
leaves the stream was not \vell marked and we 
passed it without being aware of it. 

After travelling leisiirely along for some 
distance — collecting moss and other botanical 
specimen.s — we could hear a dull, roaring 
sound, which later turned out to be a largo 
waterfall, ft was not until now that we knew 
we had passed the line. As it was too late 
to go back and hunt for it, we decided to go 
on uj) the creek until we got tired and then 
fish down. After climbing up the steep side 
of the canon for about 300 feet, Ave got around 
the-falls. The underbrush was very thick and 
hard to get through. In pushing our way for- 
ward the young hemlocks sent showers of 
needles down tipon us, a great number of 
which had a knack of getting between the skin 
and one's collar band. From the brink of the 
falls, over which the water plunged with a 
deafening roar — throwing up a rainbow- 
coloured mist — ^we had a glorious view. It 
was the first time we had been aljlc to see 
out in any direction except straight up since 
starting. Hemmed in by mountain slopes cov- 
ered with a heavy growth of fir and hemlock, 
lay the shining waters of Harrison Lake. Be- 
yond rose tier upon tier of rugged avalanche 
scarred ridges, many of whose higher peaks 
were robed in perpetual white. To the south 
Mount Cheam could be seen, and from our 
position it closely resembled the- head and 
massive shoulders of a buffalo. To the north, 
crowned with a diadem of pure white, stopd 
Mount Douglas, whose glaciers form the prin- 
cipal source of the lake's waters. 

After viewing this grand bit of scenery 
for a time, we ])ushed on up the creek, which 
grew more ])recipitous as wc proceeded. 'I'hc 
scenery was beautiful and varied. Ai one 
place the stream's bed was a narrpw,; rock- 
ribbed canon-, thickly overshadowed, down 
whose mpssy side a tributary creek fell in a 
mantle of foam. At another it is wider and 
less abrupt rind contains a few trees. Now 
the creek flows over a mossy log into a pool 
below, from which it makes its way, fretting 
and I'oaming — leaping over huge granite bould- 
ers ; sv,'erving first to one side against the 
canon walls, then back again — only to thro>y 
itself over a ledge and be dashed into spray. 
Always busy, never content to rest until it 
has reached the quiet Avaters of the lake, far 
bel(5\\. The cool, sweet, invigorating air — . 
how good it feels! Hoav peaceful, how restful 
the scene ! 

After a time wc came to another fall, sim- 
ilar to the large one encoimtered below. The 
canon was so narrow and the sides so steep 
and rocky that it was clearly impossible to get 
above the falls without going back quite a 
distance. As it was about noon, we decided 
to start back to the first falls and catch 
enough fish for dinner. This wc accomplished 
after much difficulty in getting around the 



lower falls. The young timber on the brow 
of the canon was so very thick and hard to 
get through that wc walked more Avith our 
hands than Avith our feet. From the pool at 
the foot of the falls the professor had the 
good fortun.c 10 lure a couple of beauties. I 
follosved the stream down a ways, catching a 
number of fair-sized ones.' AVhen,, the profes- 
sor caught up Avith me, Ave decided to stop 
and eat lunch. Building a fire and cutting 
some forked sticks, we soon, had the fish done 
to a turn. Say !' but they did taste good. 
There is nothing like fish fresh out of the 
water. After finishing the rest of our lunch, 
we sat by ;therfife,j;rcMinig; 
scenery. ' ' . " " 

By and by the driftwood fire burned out 
and Ave prepared to go on. As I stepped out 
on a large granite boulder at. the -edge of a 
deep hole, my foot slipped and doAvn I Avent. 
The contact of the ice-cold water and the sud- 
denness of the catastrophe were so great that 
1 bounded out like a rubber ball. Although 
J fell one one side, even the speed with Avhich 
1 got on my feet did net preclude my getting 
wet half-way around from head to foot. When 
I had sufficiently collected my Avits to notice 
what had happened, the first thing I saw was 
the professor standing on the bank doubled 
up Avith laughter. I felt rather chagrined but 
said nothing. When he had regained suffi- 
cient control of his sides to ask me if I^Avere 
hurt, Ave started on. I felt a little peculiar at 
first, one side Avarm and dry and the other 
wet and cold Avith the Avater dripping doAvix^ 
into my boot, I soon got bvcr that, however, 
as I became engaged in a struggle Avith a rain- 
bow trout which had .the audacity to nij> ati 
my fly. .. ■ : . '■ " , . ,1., 
As we made .our: Avay onward tlfe creeici 
became less rocky and abrupt; the falls were 
not so frequent," and the canon became wider. 
The sides Avere less rugged and steep and here 
and there a few trees were growing. I noticed 
also that the fish decreased in size as we de- 
scended—the largest being those caught at 
the first of the large falls. 

At the forks of the creek avc foun'd an old 
forge and nearby a prospect hole. Harrison 
Lake was part of the route to the Caribou 
Country in the early days, and some pros- 
pector had evidently stopped here in his searclv 
for pay dirt. . . ;■ vf^ •'•.'■•• 

.From the forks to the lake there were very 
few holes and we soon decided, 'as it was be- 
ginnitig" to grow dark, to cut across the point 
to. the -lake and follow around the shore to 
camp. However, this Avas more of an under- 
taking than we expected. In many places Ave 
had to walk on all-fours for several rods. 
Presently Ave saw ahead of us Avhat promised 
to be an open space and our lagging energies 
began to revive. But Ave Avere deceived; for, 
altiiiough there Avas very little" timber;'the salr" 
lal brush (a stubborn, tenacious shrub, Avith 
stiff, harsh leaves having saw-like edges) Avas 
very thick and greatly impeded our progress. 
It grows about Avaist-high and conceals all the 
holes and pitfalls, besides being very hard to 
press through. 

After many trials and tribulations, 'during 
which the professor lost part of his rod and 
1 niA- Avatch, Ave managed to reach one of the 
log trails and then our way AVas comparatiyely. 
easv. AVe reached camp just at suppertime— 
tired and hungry but Avell pleased with our 
trip and its results. After finishing up a good 
healthy loggers' supper, we turned in^ and 
slept its onlv persons living close to Nature 
can sleep.— Carl D. Raney, in Sports Afield.

. .There is no doub't that today social ques- 
tions' interest a large section of the com- 
mnnitv, to the exclusion of many more im- 
portan't matters, and that their aspect i;^^ ^m- 
veyed from two different standpoints. There 
are the people to whom the deeper and more 
wide-reaching aspect ajjpeals, and the others 
who only, regard it from the superficial point 
of our everyday life, and Avhosc interests go no 
further than following the various de\ elop- 
ments of society, the chronicles of its doinL;s, 
•and its general ephemeral aspect. To this lat- 
ter class the .social matters which they care 
about are jnirely personal, those which :i]->\)\y 
to society in its doings and in its everyday 
ljfc_the list of dinners, balls, y^entertainmenls, 
the chronicles of the doings of the "beau 
nionde," the gossip and the chat about their 
life, information of their doings, wdiere they 
have. been, where they are going, and the end- 
less "can-cans" which are eternally believed 
and contradicted from day to day in the ])ress. 
In spite of the independence of I^nglish char- 
acter, there is in opposition to ii a sort ol 
slavish interest in people belonging to the up- 
|jei' classes, and the increasing space which is 
devoted by the daily press about them is an 
unanswcral)Ic proof of it 

Interest in Society Annals 
It has now developed, from being a. chron- 
icle of tiie lives of the "Upper Ten," if onft 
ma.yr.«se that vulgar but expressive designa- 
tion—into an itinerary of them— not only who 
'are in society but who are getting into it, as 
well as those whose feet have only just touch- 
ed the lowest rung of the .social ladder. In 
this fact lies the secret of the universal interest 
that is taken in the annals of those Avho have 
not only been born to social distinction, but, 
still more interesting, those who, though out- 
side that charmed circle, haA'e attained and are 
attaining .social success, To the many outside 
it, admission into that magic circle is the hcig.ht 



of their ambition, and the secret of that suc- 
cess, while it is still hidden from them, ap])ears 
to rest on!}' upon foundations which they are 
also capable of laying, but which the lack of 
oi)])ortnnity prevents them from achieving. 
In following with great care the daily life, as 
portrayed in the ncwspaiiers. (jf those whose 
exanq)le they wish to ennilatc. they may per- 
lia])s unexijcctedly solve the riddle 01 iif>w 
the}- won the social ]:)osition which hitherto 
has been unattainable to others. There arc 
such apparently obvious explanations which 
our modern life seems to supply that the failure 
of some, all other conditions being equal, adds 
a mortification to their failure — if the question 
is only considered from a purely superficial 
standpoint. 

To the casual observer an unlimited purse 
seems to he an indispensable adjunct, and 
when taken in conjunction with the life and 
expenditure of certain people in society, thuse 
who believe in its potency are cpiite justified in 
that belief. The r'.malgamating influence of 
richps, the love of amusement and luxury, 
which is one of the strongest temptations of 
modern life, has introduced an element into 
society Avhich is poAverful and in many Avays 
|)opular. 'The riches of wdiich so large a num- 
ber of ])eoplc arc possessed, enable them to off- 
er such a \"iricly of inducements and gi\ c such 
opportunities of making their sociel_\ agree- 
able, as arc difficult to resist; while their ))ri- 
vaic life is characterised ofteri by such genuine 
kindness and hospitality that there should be 
no limit to the social success they Avish to 
acquire. 

Personal Qualities 
Yet Avhen one comes to analyse the f|iics- 
tion from a perfectly impartial point oi view, 
there is an indefinable something, the indes- 
cribable quality wanting, and wc see that 
riches alone cannot cnstire the accpiisition o£ 
the object of so much heartbreaking labour and 
toil^ ; There isj however, also v the consolation, 
that social success does riot c6riie to some of 
those who by every right of birth and position 
should secure it. The blood of a hundred kings 
— the oldest and most distinguished descent— 



the ])ower of riches and of great possessions — 
often leave a sense of tlic deepest ennui and 
disappointment at the ex])erience of hours and 
days passed in the society of those to Avhom 
all the good things of life belong, but Avho lack 
the power of making their jiossessions a plea- 
sure to themselves or an enjoyment to their 
fellow-creatures. In this fact there will be 
found the c(iii->olaliou of ilin-e to whom great 
riches ;ilso do not gi\ e the kingdom u\ heaven. 
I'".\ er_\- day's cxpt'iii-iiee coiitirms this opinion, 
for where one funis instances of social success 
it is not among the rich or the great, but 
among tho.sc who have nothing to offer to the 
world, and apparently little to account for a 
position no one can deny. 

In analysing what one understands by so- 
cial success one must begin hy realising that it 

is not .alone a ca|)acity for spending money 
and dispensing lavi>-li lio.spiialily that in the 
smallest degiee constitutes a right to that 
iribute. There are otlier (pialifications, taken 
in combination with other (pialities, which arc 
absolutely indispensable, and would no doubt 
ensure it, but' we find them so seldom allied 
that one must look elsewhere for an elucida- 
tion of the mystery. The soUition is to be 
found iu the purely iicrsonal qualities which 
some people possess, and <d' which others are 
destitute, but udiich ncitlier are rcsi)onsii)lc 
for the .acquisition of. imo" the ali-v.'iice rit. any 
more than they arc for the color of their eyes 
oc hair.

One reason aboj,'e all lies in the simplicity 

of some natures whicii are no; capaldc fif 
being s]5nill by the good thiiivs of the world, 
who take them as they come, and who enjoys 
all their good fm-lune. The capacity for en- 
joyment is one of the happjeiit of gifts, and it 
goes generally with good health strong 
vitality.

If 
we look round among our friends, and take the 
lives of men and women who have done .gcjinl 
and lasting work, and who along with it Imvc

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Science From an Easg Chair 



(By Sir^JRay Lankester, K.G.B., F.RiSO' • 
^ , To wlia.t jevveli or Aprecious stone was 
Shakespeare silluclihg when he makes the ex- 
iled Duke in "As You Like It" (after praising- 
Iiis rough life in the forest of Arden, and 
declaring that adversity has its compensa- 
tions), exclaim; , 

"The toad, ugly and venomous, 

Wears yet a precious jewel in' his head"? 

No doubt the unprejudiced reader supposes 
when he reads this passage that there is some 
stone or stone-like body in the head of the 
toad which has a special beauty, or^elsc was 
believed to possess magical of medicinal prop- 
crtie^i, Arjd it is probable that Shakespeare 
himself did suppose that? such a stohe existed. 
As a matter of fact, there is vjo stone or 
"jewel" of any kind in the head of the com- 
mon toad nor of any species of toad — common 
or rare. This is a simple and certain result 
of the careful examination of the heads of 
innumerable toads, and is not merely "com- 
mon knowledge," but actually the last word 
of the scientific expert. In these days p£ 
"nature-study" writers familiar with toads and 
frogs and kindred beasts have puzzled over 
Shakespeare's words, and suggested that he 
really referring to the beautiful eyes of the 
toad, which are like gems in colour and bril- 
liance. 

This, however, is not the case. Shakes- 
peare himself was simply making use of what 
was considered to be "common know^edge" in 
his day wlien he made the Duke compare ad- 
versity to the toad with a magic jewel in its 
head, commonly known as "a toad-stone," 
although that "common knowledge" was 
really not knowledge at all, but — like an enor- 
mous mass of the accepted current statements 
in those times, about animals, plants, and 
stones — was an absolutely baseless invention. 
Such baseless beliefs were due to the perfectly 
nmocent but reckless habit of mankind, 
throughout long, ages^ of exaggerating and 
building up marvelous narrations on the one 
hand and on the other hand of believing with- 
out any sufficient inquir}', and with delight 
and enthusiasm, such marvelous narrations 
recorded by others. Each writer or "gossip" 
concerning the wonders of unexplored nature, 
consciously or unconsciously, added a little to 
the story as received by him, and so the au- 
,-thoritative. statements grew more a^idri^vmore 
astonishing . and interesting. , ..yt;; r.' • 

It .was'- not until the time of Shakespeare 
:himself that another spirit began to assert it- 
>^elf-i-tnamely, that of asking whether a preva- 
lent belief or tradition is actually a true state- 
ment of fact, and of proceeding to test the 
belief by an examination of the thing in ques- 
tion, and not by merely adducing the asser- 
tions of "the learned so-and-so," or of "the in- 
genious Mr. Dash." This spirit of inquiry ac- 
tually existed in a fairly active state among the 
more cultivated of the Greeks. Aristotle (who 
flourished- about 350 B.C.), thougli'.hc cptild 
not free himself altogether from the primitive 
tendency to accept the marvellous as true be- 
cause it is marvellous, and without regard to 
Its- improbability, yet on tiie whole, showed a 
determination to iavestigate, and to sec things 
for himself, and left in his writings an immense 
series of first-rate original observations. He 
had far more of the modern scientific spirit 
than had the innumerable credulous writers of 
Western Europe who lived fifteen hundred to 
two thousand years after him. Even that de- 
lightful person Herodotus, who preceded Ari- 
stotle by a hundred years, occasionally took 
tlie Iroul^lc to in(|uirc into some of the wonders 
he iiad heard of on his travels, and is careful to 
say, now and then, that he does not believe 
what he heard. But tlie mediaeval-makers of 
"i)estiaries," hcrbais, and treatises on stones 
which were collections of every ])o.ssible fancy 
and "old-wifes' tale" about animals, plants, 
and minerals, mixed up with Greek and Arabic 
legends, and the mystical medical lore of the 
"Physiologus," that Byzantine Cyclopaedia of 
"wisdom while you wait" — deliberately dis- 
carded all attempt to set down the truth; they 
simply gave that up as a bad job, and recordcrl 
every strange story, property, and "applica- 
tion" (as they termed it) of natural olijccts, 
with solemn assurance, adding a l)il of llieir 
own invention to the gathered and growing 
mass of preposterous misunderstanding and 
superstition. In the seventeenth century the 
opposition to this method of omnivorous cre- 
duHty (which even today, in spite of all our 
"progress," nourishes among both the rich and 
the poor) crvslallized in the purpose of the 
Royal .Society of London for the promotion of 
Natural ICnowIcdgc — whose motto was, and is, 
"Nullius in verba" (that is, "We acce])t no 
man's bare assertion,") and whose original 
first rule, to be observed at all its meetings, was 
that no one should discourse of his opinions 
or narrate a marvel, but that any member who 
wished to address the society should "bring in" 
tliat is to say, "exhibit" an experiment or an 
actual .specimen. A new spirit, the "scientific 
soirit, produced and was nourished by this and 
.similar societies of learned men. As a conse- 
quence the absurdities and the cruel and injuri- 
ious beliefs of witchcraft, astrology, and base- 
less legend melted away, like clouds before the 
rising sun. In the place oif the mad nightmare 
of fantastic ignorance, there grew up the Solid 
body of una.~;;a:]able knowledge of Nature, and 
of man, which we call "science" — a growth 
which made such prodigious strides in the last 
century that we now may be truly said to live 
in the presence of a new heaven and' a new 
earth ! 

It was, then, a real "; tonc." called the toad- 
stone, to which Shakespeare alluded. It is 
'mentioned in .various old treatises concerning 
the magical and medicinar properties of gems' 



and stones, under : its - Latin nimc, "Bufohiu.^ 
lauis," and was also called Borax, Nosa, Crap- 
ondinus, Crapaudina, Chelonitis, and Batra- 
chites. It was also called Grateriano and Gar- 
atronius, after a gentleman named Gratterus, 
who in 1473 found a very large one, reputed to 
have a marvellous power. In 1657, in the 
''translation by a person of quality," of the 
"Thaumatographia" of a Polish physician .nam- 
ed Jonstonus, we find written of it: "Toad^ 
prqdiJCS!i a, stone,^;,-withS 

times: \ It Hath very great force agaiiist malig- 
nant tumors that are vcnemous. They are 
used to heat it in a bag, and to lay it hot, with- 
out anything between, to the naked body, and 
to rub the afTected place with it. They sa.y it 
prevails against the enchantmp-nts of witches, 
especially for women and children bewitched. 
So soon as you apply it to one bewitched, it 
sweats many drops. In the plague it is laid to 
the heart to strengthen it." Another pihysi- 
cian of the same period appears to be 
affected by the new spirit of inquiry, for 
he relates the old traditions about the stone 
and how he tested them. He says it was re- 
ported that the stone could be cut out of the 
toad's head. (In the book called "Hortus 
Sanitatis," dated 1490, there is a picture, now 
before me, of a gentleman performing this op- 
eration successfully on a gigantic toad.) Our 
sceptical physician, ho-^vever, ^oes on to say 
that it was commonly believed that these 
stones are thrown out of the month by old 
toads (probably the tongue was mistaken for 
the stone), and that if toads are placed on a 
piece of red cloth they will eject tlieir "toad- 
stones," but rapully swallow them again before 
one can seize the precious gem ! He says that 
when he was a boy he procured an aged toad 
and placed it on a red cloth, in order to obtain 
t)ossession of "the stone." He sat up watching 
the toad all night, but the toad did not eject 
anything. "Since that time," he says, "T have 
always regarded as humbug ('badincries') all 
tiiat they relate of the toad-stone and its ori- 
gin." He then describes the actual stone, which 
passes as the toad-stone, or Bufonius lapis, and 
says that it is also called batrachite, or brontia, 
or ombria. His description cxactl}' corres- 
ponds with the "toadrstones" which are well- 
knownv^t .th^ '|)res^enlj?,day -in* 
ringiS'^;' ' 4'"" vv'. w*^ V ; 
I have ^aminc'd-;".ty?^.ly^^^ 'rnigs^-iji;. 
' the British Museiihr, thr6ii'g^^^^^ 
Mr. C.'H. Read, P.S.A., the Keeper of Mediae- 
val Antiquities, and four, in the Ashmolcan 
Museum at Oxford. Two of these are of chal- 
cedony, with a figure of a toad roughly carved 
on the stone, and are of a character and origin 
different from the others. The others, which 
are the true and recognized "toad-stone." or 
"lapis Bufonius;":are circular, slightly convex 
"stones," of a dfiib color, and -with a smooth, 
enamel-like surface. They ;are platelilce discs, 
being of thin substance 'arid 'concave on/- the 
lower surface, which has an upstanding rim.-.L^ 
recognized them at once as the palatal teeth 
of- a fossil fish called "Lepidotus," common in 
our own oolitic and wealden strata. They 
were white and colourless in life, but arc 
stained of various colours according to the 
nature of the rock in which they are embedded. 
A drab colour like that of the skin of the 
common toad is given to them by ^he•' iron 
sa?.ts present in many oolitic rocks; those 
found in the wealden of the Isle of Wight arc 
black. That the "toad-stones" mounted in an- 
cient rings are really the teeth of a fish lias 
been already recorded by the Rev. R. H. 
Newel! ("The Zoology of the English Poets," 
1845), but he seems to be mistaken in iden- 
tifying them with those of the wolf-fish (Anar- 
rhicas). They undoubtedly are the palatal 
teeth of the fossil extinct ganoid fish Lepid- 
otus. 

Before leaving the queer inventions and 
assertions of the old writers about these fos- 
sil teeth, which they declared to be taken out 
of the toad's head, let quote one delight- 
ful passage from a contemporary of .Shakes- 
[)eare (Luptoii, ".'\ thousaiifl notable things tjf 
sundry sorlcs. Whereof some are wonder- 
ful, some strange, some pleasant, divers neces- 
sary, a great .sort profitable, and many very 
precious," London, 1595). "You shall know," 
lie says, "whether the Toadstone called 'cra- 
paudina' be the right and perfect stone or not. 
Hold the stone before a toad, so that he may 
see it. And if it be a right and true stone, 
the toad will leap towards it and make as 
f hough he would snatch it from you; he cn- 
\'ieth so much that a man should have that 
stone. This was credibly told Mizaldus for 
truth by one of the French King's phj'sicians, 
which affirmed that he did see the trial 
thereof." 

Wc have thus before us the actual things 
called toad-stones, and believed by Shakes- 
peare and his contemporaries to be found in 

the head of the toad. How did it come about 
that these pretty little button-Hke, drab-col- 
oured fossil teeth were given such an erro- 
neous history? 'i'his question was answered 
by the late Rev. C. W. King, h'ellow of Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, in his book on ".'\n- 
tique Gems" (London, i860). He says, "I 
am not aware if any substance of a stony, na- 
ture is ever now . discovered within thie' head 
or body of th6 toad. Probably the whole story 
originated iij the name Batrachite's ' (Frog- 
stone or Toad-stone), given in Pliny to a gem 
brought from Coptcs, and so-called fron^ its 
resemblance to that animal in colour." Wc 
have not, it must be noted, any specimens of 
the Toadstone at the present day actually 
known to have been brought froiTi Coptps/ It 
is quite possible that the fossil fish-tooth "v^as 

.substituted ages ago for Pliny's Batrachites, 
arid'i was never found at Coptos at' all! 



Whether that' is so or not, the fact is that 
Pliny never said it came -out of a toad, but 
merely that it was of tha colour of a toad, 

The Pliny referred to is PHny.;i^the/^BJ^4«,; ^ , 
the celebrated Roman natiiralistj '-who^ 'wrote ^ 
a greatvtreatise on natural history, ^which wc 
still^p6ls¥ss, and died in A. D. 79, whilst vis- 
iting. the eruption of Vesuvius. He says, noth- 
ing of the Batrachites being found inside the 
toad, nor docs he mention its medicinal vir- 
tues. The name alone — simply the name 
"Batrachites," the Greek for toadstone — was 
sufficient to lead the fertile imagination of the 
mediaeval doctors to invent all the other par- 
ticulars! It is a case, precisely similar to 
that of .the old ia"dy'''vvho Vas' credited with 
(haying vomited "three black crows." When 
the 'report was traced step by step to its 
source it was, found that her. liurse had stated 
that she vomited something as black as a 
crow! 

The belief in the existence of a .stone of 
magical properties in the head of the toad is 
only one of many instances of beliefs of' a 
closely similar kind which were accepted, by. 
Pliny (although he records no such . belieif. as 
to the toadstone), and were passed on from 
his treatise on natural history in a more or 
less muddled form to ihc middle ages, and so 
to our own time by later writers. Tluis Pliny 
cites, as stones possessing magical properties, 
the "Bronte" found in the head of the tortoise, 
the Cinaedia in the head of a fish of that 
name, the Chelonites, a gras.s-green stone 
found in a swallow's belly, the Draconitcs, 
whicli must be cut out of tlie head of a live 
serpent, the Ifyaenia from the eye of tlic 
Hyaena, and the Saurites from the bowels of 
a green lizard. AH these and the IJchites, or 
viper-stone, were credited with extraordinary 
magical virtues, and many of the assertions 
of later writers about the toad-stone are 
clearly due to their having calmly transferred 
the marvelous stories about other imaginary 
stones to the imaginary toad-stone. The only 
stone in the above list which has a real ex- 
istence is that in the fish's head, l-'ish liave 
a pair of beautiful translucent stones in their 
head.s— the car-stones or otoliths — by the lam- 
inated structure of which we now can deter- 
mine the age of a fish just as a tree's age is 
told by the annual rings of growth in the 
wood of its stem. The fresh water crayfish 
has a very curious pair of opaque stones (con- 
cretions of carbonate and phospatc of lime) 
formed in its "stomach" as a normal and reg- 
ular thing. They are familiar to every stu- 
dent who dissects a crayfish, and T am told 
that in Germany today, as in old times also, 
the "krebstein" is regarded by the country- 
folk as possessed of medicinal and magical 
,:properties.' I am not able, on the present oc- 
■casion, to 'trace out the possible ongin of all 
the stories and beliefs about stones occurring 
within animals. Tlicy are more numerous 
than those cited by Pliny; they exist in every 
race and every civilization and refer to a large 
variety of animals. Proljably many of these 
beliefs date from prehistoric times. In the 
East the most celebrated of these stones, since 
the period of Arabic civilization, is called a 
Bezoar stone. "Bezoar" is the Persian word 
for "antidote," and docs not apply only to a 
'stone. The true and original "IBezoar stone" 
of the East is a concretion found in' the in- 
testine of the Persian wild goat. Those wdiich 
I have seen are usually of the size and shape* 
of a pigeon's egg and of a fine mahogany 
colour, with a smooth, polished surface. The 
Persian goat's bezoar stone is found, on chem- 
ical analysis, to consist of "ellagic acid," an 
acid allied to gallic acid, the vegetable astrin- 
gent' product which occurs in oakgalls used 
until lately in the manufacture of ink. The 
'bezoar stone is probably a concretion formed 
in tlic intestine from some of the nndi.gested 
portions of the goat's food. Sucli cnncretinns 
are not uncommon, and occur even in man. 
"Bezoar stones" arc obtained in the East from 
deer, antelope, and even monkeys, as v.^ell as 
goats, and must have a different chemical na- 
ture in each case. Minute scrapings from 
these stones are used as medicine, and their 
chemical qualities render their use not alto- 
gether absurd, though they probably have not 
any really valuable action. It is probable that 
their use had a later origin than that of the 
"stones" connected v.itli magic and witch- 
craft. Sixteenth century writers, ever ready 
to invent a historv when their knowlcd.s^c was 
defective, declared the bezoar stone to be 
formed I)y the. inspissated tears of the deer or 
of the gazelle — the' "gum" which Hamlet re- 
marked in aged examples of the human 
species. 

The substance called "ambergris" (grey 
amber), valued today as a perfum.e, is a foecal 
concretion similar to a l)czoar stone. It is 
formed in the intestine of the sperm wliale. 
and contains fragments of the hard parts of 
these whales. "Hair-balls" are formed in llie 
intestines of various large vegetarian animals 
— and occasionally stony concretions of Va- 
rious chemical composition are formed in the 
urinary bladder of various animals, as well 
as of man. 'Tlie "eagle-stone'' is also a con- 
cretion to which magical properties were 
ascribed. I have seen a specimen, hut do not 
know its history and ori.gin. Glass beads 
found in prehistoric burial jilaccs are c:dled 
by old writers "adders' eggs," and "adder- 
stones," and were said (it is improbable that 
one should say "believed") to hatch out young 
adders when incubated with sufficiently silly 
ceremonies and observances. A, celebrat'ed 
"stone" of medicinal reputation in the East is 
■the "Goa-stone." This is a .purely artificial 
product — a mass of the size and shape of a 
large e.g,g, consisting of some very fine and 
soft powclcr like fullers' earth, sweetly scented 
and overlaid nith gold-leaf. A very little is 
rubbed off, mixed with water, an'd swallowed, 
as a remedy for many diseases. •

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About ^he Sifittle Dinner 
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When most people talk about eating they 
indulge in a vulgar levity, Kays the I.,ondon 
Daily Telegraph. It is commonly supposed 
that such a matter as the planning of a menu 
can be approached with the gay flippancy of • 
a cabinet minister. To this melancholy, fatu- 
ous delusion may be traced many,, ruineid 
homes, the tragedies of mahyi -liycs of . fair - 
prpmise.r.A.householcl in which.i'thp.iart^.B^ 
ing is not zealously studied is abnormal, un- 
wholesome and unhealthy. "Tell me what you 
cat," says the sublime French aphorism, "and 
I will tell you what 3'ou arc." Yet there are 
people who expect you to reverence their great 
souls when they a.ssure you that they don't 
.know what the3''rc eating — it is all one to 
them. Of course, you will generally be right 
to believe they are lying; If not, awarcl them 
the proper coriipas.sion earned by the halt, the 
maimed and the blind. If a poor creature 
really does find all food taste alike he is no 
better than a person- to whom all colours are 
alike, or for whom music means nothing. The 
reason why people pretend to be in this 
wretched condition is the vulgar notion that 
it is not spiritual or not intellectual to be 
interested in your dinner. Hence households 
where they want to be cultured at all costs 
treat the menu as a thing that anyone can 
make in a moment. There is, of course, an- 
otlicr extreme. It is possible to elaborate and 
over-elaborate, to pile course upon course, till 
the dinner is only fit for some bloated giant 
of the First Empire. But there is not much 
danger of such horrors nowadays. For years 
taste has been turning towards simplicity. 
Look at the menus of fifty years ago. In one 
— not a banquet of any special occasioit, but a 
chance day's dinner at a table in St. James' 
of excellent reputation — there are six entrees, 
saddle of mutton and pigeons. No separate 
course of vegetables appears. The sweets are 
many and of apalling solidity. We do not do 
things in that fashion nowadays. Compare 
with it the menu of a Parisian dinner in our 
time. The occasion was of some importance, 
andi moreover, .tlie Christmas season might 
well have induced a prodigality ' of courses. 
But these were all : 

Potage poule an pot Henry IV. 
Me.rlans a:..la Bretonnej, 
■ Chapons du Man rotis. 
. /Ragout dc Truffcs. 

Fonds d' Artichaut demi-glact

It is an illustration of the modern principle 
that^at'dinner you ought not to taste an inter- 
nn'^^iiable 'Succession W. courses^ ^ to eat 
heartily of a 'few.> " - 1 " • ' 
"A Plain teg. of Mutton" ' 

There were certainly giants in "ftie old days. 
Our capacity is far below theirs. The simplest 
family dinner, in the days wdten Michael An- 
gelo Titniarsh \vrdte dithrambic pages about 
them, groaned beneath a profusion of heav\ 
dishes,' which would suffice the modest appe- 
tites of our suburbs for a week. But already 
the symptoms of change were plain to the dis- 
cerning eye. It was the same Titmarsh who 
sang the hymn of the simple life : 

A plain leg of mutton, my Lucy, 
I i)ray thee, get ready at three. 

Be it smoking and tender and juicy, 
And what better meat can thete be? 

Few of us now dine at three. But a good 
niany of us are not ashamed to profess our 
j)refercnce of the "plain leg of mutton," or 
some similar innocent dish, over all the refine- 
ments in the world. 

"Soup, fish and roast," said one of the 
great modern niaitres d'hotel, "make dinner 
enough for an emperor." It is not to be taken 
too literally, for your maitre d'hotel, like other 
great artists, is fond of talking paradox. 
Doubtless he would add to his ideal dinner of 
three conr.<;cs .several little matters of vegeta- 
bles and sweets to clothe the austere dignity 
of its form. He would ■ probably decorate it 
lor the Vastc of the general with an entree or 
two. But the mere fact that the modern 
.-icademicians of the art of. the kitchen talk 
in this strain shows that gourmandize is out 
of date. The gourmand has yielded to the 
gourmet. It is a far cry to the time when 
tlie skilled epicure could detect three appetites 
during the dinner — the first a brutal appetite 
which \voul(l devour anything with enthusi- 
asm, ihe second an appetite less impatient but 
not less keen, which demanded delicacies; the 
tlirid ail appetite which had to be excited and 
titillaicd by piquancy and novelty. We enjoy 
simpler emqtious. , But it .woul^l be foplish t<.>. 
argue that we enjoy them less. Theire- is ah 
old .story of a briefless barrister, who, wishing 
to propitiate a wealthy epicure, gave him a 
dinner of mutton ciiops grilled before a sitting 
room fire, plain boiled potatoes and beer; and 
at the end the epicure confessed, with pathos 
in his voice, that he had never known so al- 
luring a meal. The change of taste in the 
last half:ccntury has followed the moral of 
that virtuous tale. Yet the simplest dinner 
boasts a ^variety unknown to the great days of 
old. ' We Kkyeoat least began to understand 
the imi)ortance.?C)f.,vegeab!es. They rank now 
with tlie greatest delicacies of fish, flesh and 
fowl. We command countless treasures of 
fruit, once unknown to any but the wealthiest 
tabic, and there held in small honour. And 
natiirally we 'arc ■ far less carnivorous than 
of old. ■ ' 

The Sedentary Life 
' No doubt a part of this change is to be 
ascribed to the sedentary. h,abit of modern life. 
Men chained down in the'^inicldle 'of big towns 
can only endure a diet of rich and heavy meals.* 
at peril of, their health. The discovery has 




been made tardily, but the results of it arc 
in evidence on all hands. Men who work in 
an office no loiiger take a large, solid midday 
dinner, The thought of that high-principled 
gentleman of Sam Wcller's acquaintance, wdio, 
in the early hours of afternoon, used to make 
a hearty meal off the joint, and tpp,;it,--wU^^^^^^ 
dozen crumpets, afflicts our generation "^with 
nightinare, , How^ did they manage In the 
brave^days ■ of old? Was any work done after 
the OTgy at midday? Some people declare 
that in those days the habits of business w-cre 
so easy-going that everybody could afford to 
doze the afternoon away. But it is probable 
that the real explanation lies in longer hours. 
Just as the Jnodern Gprman.is at his , off ice 
a good deal' earlier than the Englishman, and 
leaver ut Jater, but has a large break in the 
middle of his day, .such was the manner of 
the' Victorians. We like to have more time 
at home, more time for sport, for amusement, 
and so we cannot afford to spend many min- 
utes on midday refection. A short interval - 
mean.s- less food. We must have something 
which gives ou'r sedentary digestions no 
trouble, on pain of inefficiency all through the 
afternoon.. The light -..lunch has become as 
characteristic of the workaday world o,f mod- 
ern London as the hatless head. Not so long 
ago, if a man had no stomach for chop or 
steak or a cut off the joint, he must needs put 
up wdth a sandwich or bread and cheese. Then, 
the beginning of a new era, came a time when 
he could get a scone or a bun, or even a 
boiled egg. Now the carte of the tea shop 
provides him with viandps -froides assorties 
worthy of a good restaiii-ant, a little army 
of entrees to choose from, and soup and fish 
and vegetables. The lunch of one or two light 
dishes of this kind is the fashion of today. No 
doubt it has its dangers. You may see far 
too many young people trying to live on bread 
and pastry and tea. But those whose busi- 
ness it is to watch and aid and follow the 
development of pubHc taste will tell you that 
there is far less of this error than of old. The 
lads who used to support life on a scone and 
biitter now haVe ,soup and an apple dumpling, 
V8j'" fish, or^an egg, or a neat little portio'ri'"of 
an entree. This change of diet is among- the 
n*ost sensible examples of food reform wdiich 
one can easily^ find. Some of us will like it 
none the worse because it is not the result 
of fanatical advocacy, but of common-sense 
and commercial enterprise.- Whatever we may 
choose to think about that,..it is .interesting, to 
note, the variety of the fare which awaits the 
choice of the modern city worker, ' You may 
look round the marble tables, and find hardly 
two people eating the same sort of food. Once 
upon a time, if they did not choose to have 
chops, they must have had steak. So by 
degrees we learn how to live. 



. THE AEROPLANE DANCE. 

There exists in Paris an academy of danc- 
ing masters, learned gentlemen who have the 
whole history of the terpsichorean art at their 
finger-ends, and who know everything there is 
to be known about dancing and dancers. They 
want to see established in Paris a' Conserva- 
toire of Dancing, just as, there is a Conserva- 
toire of Music. So far their efforts in this di- 
rection have not been successful, but they do 
not despair. Meanwhile, they devote them- 
selves to reviving antique dances and inventing 
new ones. 

The latest effort, due to Professor Lefort, is 
the "aeronette," a freak dance, suggested by 
that most topical of things, the aeroplane. It 
should make for hilarity, wherever it is danced 
this winter, involving, as it does, a quickstep 
in imitation of the starting of the motor, arm- 
wagging and arm-fluttering for the flight," and 
ending with the descent, which the ddncers ex- 
press by stamping their feet and lowering theii- 
head. 

While on the subject of dancing, wc might 
add that a leading feature of the Coliseum is 
Mlla. Ida Rubenstein, who also hails more 
or less directly from Russia. This lady is now 
giving her Dance of the Seven Veils, wdiich 
created such a sensation recently at the Chate- 
let Theatre in Paris— where they are judgei.s of 
dancing. When the turn begins, the lady is 
wearing seven veils, and at the conclusion of 
each dance-she removes one of the veils till she 
gets down to the limit, or thereabouts. The 
wriicr did not have the advantage of seeing 
this dance in Paris, but can quite imagine that 
the French ideas of the limit, and ours, would 
be rather different, and the Coliseum is, above 
ail, a lamiiy house. So that here, at'ileasiti^spec- 
t'ators will get nothing but grace a.ii9V beauty ; 
and if there are any other features in the dance 
that add to its sensationalism, they are not 
likely to be seen in this countr}^ Of course, 
Parisian taste is different from our own, and 
even the Salome dancers over there have been 
known to shorten their London costumes by a 
bead or two. in order not to seem prudish.

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Sir Theodore Martin 



Theodore ISIartin, the son of an Edinburgh 
lawyer was boni in that eity in 1816, and was 
educated at the liigh' School and University. 
Like his friend.. and; elder-'COiitemporary, A^^ 
toun, he .was "bred to tlie law*'; but Avlitle 
.Aj^toUii followed llic profession with dislike, 
Martin devoted to it his best hours during" 
many years, and, after niiK'ratin};- to London, 
achieved success and a fair measure of for- 
tune. It was in 1846 that he came southwards, 
and set up as a Parliamentary solicitor. Of 
the hundreds of business people who have con- 
sulted the firm^of. Martin and . Leslie,, probably 
only a few have" known that the' senior partni^r 
was a famous man of letters. To almost the 
end of his days Theodore Martin worked very 
hanl at his leyal lousiness, so that in 1902 he 
was able to write of himself as having' passed 
"a long and very crowded life, of which liter- 
ature has occupied the smallest part." We 
may say of tliis portion of his career what' he 
himself said df Aytoun, tiiat "the discipline of 
his legal prattice was of great use in giving 
him a power of mastering tlic details of politi- 
cal ancl other (luestions, which was of distinct 
service to him at a later ])criod." It did nolii- 
ing for the translator of i lorace, I)ut it .gave a 
knowledge of affairs which was indispensable 
to the biographer of the Prince Consort. 

Verses and Translations 
At tile same time, Theodore Martin's hu- 
mor and versifying power found scope oufsidc 
his profession and he and Aytoun, in the years 
that followed his- coming to London, published 
in Tail's Magazine and in Fraser the ballads 
and parodies afterwards collected under the 
Rabelaisian name of "Ron Gaultier." Sixteen 
editions of this admiralile book were called for 
between 1845 '^n'l 190.2. The two friends soon 
aftcr\vards wf)rked together ujion a transla- 
tion of Goetheis Poems and f3al!ads, and pub- 
lislxed it in 1858. Niti,e years later, after the 
friendship had been severed by death,' Theo- 
dore jMartin produced a memoir of A\'toun, 
which contains man)- interesting details 01 
their literary collaboration. Meantime, his 
name had become well known in other direc- 
tions, lie was popular in society, and was a 
great friend of Tliackeray and other leaders 
of the generation, lie had married the emin- 
ent actress Miss' Helen Faucit, for whom he 
prepared .a. translation of Hertz's play, "King 
Rene's Daitgliter" ; and he had made a mark 
in the weli-wot^n path that has been trcyddcn 
by so many translators of Ilorace. The trans- 
lations of the "Odes" appeared in i860: a small 
biographical and critical volume on the poet 
followed in 1870, in the series called "Ancient 
Classics for English Readers"; and in 1882 the 
two were, in a sense, thrown together, with the 
addition of a verse translation of the Satires 
and Epistles, in a comjilete two-\-oiume edi- 
tion. P>ut onh- a year after the first appear- 
ance of the "Odes," the translator came into 
the field with a version of Catullus ; and at in- 
tervals during later years he produced trans- 
lations of "J'"aust,"' of some of Heine's ])oems, 
and of Dante's "Vita Nuova." Among these 
"Faust" has passed into about a dozen edi- 
tions. 

In all these works the same literary qualit- 
ies are apparent; copiousness, grace, and, as a 
rule, an understanding of the author's meaning. 
They are exceedingly pleasant to read. They 
have a ".go" and a melody that command om- 
admiration ; they are the w ork of a man wliosc 
words run natural!}' into \ersc, and ^v]uj can 
use the Jinglish lan.guage with readiness and 
ease. Eut it would be untrue l(j call them 
translations, in the strict sense which the 
scholarship of Oxford and Cambridge api)lies 
to the word, or to seek for the true inwardness 
of Jlorace and Catuihis in a writer wdiose style 
seems to lia\'e l)een formed upon tliat of 
Thomas Moore. Conington, a few }-cars later, 
came as near to ilorace as an l''nglishman is 
ever likely to come; and he laid down and 
followed the simple rule — simple, but diffi- 
cult to follow — that an English metre must be 
chosen wdiich shall as nearl\' as may be cor- 
respond to a Horatian metre, and that this 
sliail be used uniformly in dealing witli the 
odes to wliicli it ajiplies. Thus Conington em- 
jiloys for all the Sajiphic odes one foiu'-liiied 
stanza, for all the .Aleaii- (ides another; and in 
ever}' case his aim is in l<eep as close as pos- 
sible to the ])hrasiug as well as to the thought 
of the original. This is a method entirely op- 
posed to that of Theodore Martin, who gives 
us one kind of galloping metre for "Vixi i)uel- 
lis," another for "Natis in tisum," and a set of 
rhymed c(,iuplets for "Xcni semper imlu'es. " 
I'his \-ariet}- per\-ades tlie wii(jie transi;ilion, 
so that the last thing in tiie world that it can 
do is to recall or suggest ilorace. Xor is there 
that difference between tlie version of 1 lorace, 
read as a whole, and the version of Catullus, 
which the scholar demands. The originals 
might, for all the English rea<lcr knows, have 
been one and the same. .Still, when all is said, 
the versions are not to he s|)(iken of slight- 
ingly. They are fuil of nielofly and happy 
tiu'iis of phrase, and it may be truly said of 
them that they read much more like original 
poems than like translations. 

The Life of the Prince Consort 
It was while Theodore IMartin was en- 
gaged upon the life of .Aytoun that (Jueen 
Victoria requested him to undertake a work of 
B, ;yery different order of importance — the Life 
of the Prince Consort. It is commonly sup- 
posed that he had some official i)osition at the 
Court which suggested her Majesty's choice; 
but this is an entire mistake. As he Iiimself 
says in the dedicatory letter in the first vol- 
ume, he had not been personally acqu;i.inte(i 
with the Prince Consort; recommended by his 
friend Sir Arthur Helps, he came to the task 
from outside, with no other qualifications than 
those which might belong |o any accomplish- 



ed nian of letters who was at the same time a 
man of the world. Xaturally, this important 
undertaking completely possessed him for 
man3r , years, for. the^ work tp. be- done was im- 
meiise, arxVi the' interest of it absorbing. The 
task was approached in a spirit of natural dif- 
fidence, for Theodore Alartin well knew what 
arduous work it would be, and how difficult he 
would find it to do his duty at once to the 
Queen, to history, ami to the public. Pfc 
wished, as he said, to prove Iiimself "at once 
warmly sympathetic and austerely just." The 
task; ; as he<, again .- and again.,, a^iTiittcd'ifei^was 
greatly lightenecVTor ■ hiiii 'hy 'ttie^^^ conficlence 
and .kindness shown towards ' him by her 
Majesty, by ^vllom "nothing, however confi- 
dential, was ^,\ithheld which might reflect a 
light upon the Prince's character or enable the 
biographer to present him in his true colors 
before, the world." It is not necessary here to 
discuss over again the manner in wdiich Theo- 
dore jyiartin performed the great labor of his , 
life, or to write a 'hew criticism of those five 
invaluable volumes. Enough to say that in 
them he produced a book which musl ever re- 
main a standaril authority for the political his- 
tory of the lirst half of tlie Queen's reign, and 
which, by the picture il ga\'e of the real occu- 
|)ations of the court, did as much to strengthen 
the Monarchy as it did to raise the reputa- 
tion of the Prince. 

The story of Theodore Martin's relations 
with the. Queen- and, court, is, told at leng;th in 
a little volume •e'n|itled'"6ueetv'Vict6ria as I 
Knew her," which he jjrinted for private;pirGU- 
lation at the end of 1901. and issued to tlie pub- 
lic seven years latcn In this he collected a 
number of the letters written to liim by the 
Queen from the time of his first undertaking 
the Life of the l^rince Consort down io ilie 
very end of her reign. Tiiese letters afVord fresh 
evidence of the Queen's kindliness of heart and 
simplicity of character, and of the real comfort 
which she dcri^<g^.4f ijQin f f ricfidly- ititercpursc 
\vilh a few persbnS 'wlio liad no oflficial con- 
nection,, wit.li tl'ie court, and who were not in 
the literal "sense of the word her servants. Of 
these persons Sir Theodore Martin and his 
distinguished Avife Averc among the most note'^ 
worthy. Although, indeed, there seems an odd 
contradiction between the formal third jierson 
method in which the letters were written and 
the ' intimacy of theirs contents, .this.-^Ave ' sup- 
pose, is' otily the manner of courts, Uvlflch ap- 
l)cars quite natural to those who live among 
them. In one of the letters (June,. 1869) Her 
Majesty's words bring out in an almost painful 
way the isolation of the Queen's ])osition. while 
at the .same time they Arc a tribute to Sir Theo- 
dore Alartinjs honesty and tact. Her Majesty 
writes : — ■'■ , / 

"The^Queen has received Mr. Martin's most 
kind letter of the :3rd, . . She rcaly is at a 
loss to sjjy how miich she feels h'-s constant 
and invariable kindness' to her. and how deeply 
grateful she is for it. In the Queen's position, 
though it might sound strange, she has so many 
to serve her, she feels the assistance rendered 
her by others in private matters, in which her 
ollicial servants, from one cause or another, 
seem to feel little interest, and !o he very heljv 
less. is of immense value ; and she considers it 
most fortunate, to say the least, to have found 
so kind a friend as Mr. M'artin. The Queen 
likewise feels that in him .<«he has found an im- 
partial friend, who can tell her many impor- 
tant things which her own unbiassed servants 
e;innot hear or tell her." 

This is the burden of many of the letters, 
wliile now and then, we have a really valuable 
contribution to our knowledge of the Queen's 
own life and ch.ar.aeter. l-'or example, on the 
l)ub!ication of the "Leaves from a Journal," at 
the beginning of 1868, the '^neen felt almost 
the ]Moverbial pleasure of the young. author 
in readin.g the reviews of lier first book, while 
at the same time she demurred to some of the 
remarks simultaneously made by the Press as 
to ilie long coiitiniiaiice of her retirement. The 
following words from a letter to Mr. Martin 
(as lie then was) on janii;iry 19, 18O8, gi\-e a 
])ainfuly interesting exposition of the Queen's 
feeling, even so long after her bereavement, as 
to the diflficult and arduous nature of her pub- 
lic duties : — 

"Two things .here are in some of the re- 
views which the Oueeii wishes j\Ir. M.irtin 
could find means to get rectified and exi))ain- 
ed : (I) That the Queen wrote 'The Early 
'N'ears.' I 'ray have that contradicted. (2), 
That it is tlie Queen's sorrow that l<eeps her 
secluded Io ;i certain (Wlent. .Vow. it is her 
overwhelming work and her health, which is 
greatly shaken by her sorrow, and the totally 
overwhelming 'amount of work and responsi- 
bility — work which she feels really wears her • 
out. /Mice Helps was wonder-struck at the 
Queen's room; and if Mrs. Martin ' ■ '• 

at it, she can tell Mr. Martin what surrounds 
her. l'"rom the hour she gets out of bed till 
she .gets into it .'igain there is work", worl<, work 
— letter-boxes, questions, etc, which are drcad- 
fiill}- exhausting—and if she had iieit compara- 
tive rest ;iiid f|uict in the evening, she would 
most liki.'iy not be alive. Could ♦-'•'•o truth not 
l)e openly i)ut before the people? So much has 
been told them, they should know this very 
inqjortaut fact, for some day she may quite 
break down." 

- Married Life' and Last Years. 

Sir Theodore Marfrh's tliarriagc and mnr- 
ricd life deserve more than a' passin.g word ; for 
of his celebrated wife it may triih- he said, in 
the sentence from Lady Ritchie which is (piol- 
cd on her tomb, if "the charm of her goodness 
was for her home and for her friends that loved 
her,' yet 'her gracious gift of genius belonged 
to the world.' It was in 1851, when she was 34 
and had already had a brilliant career of 16 



years upon the stage that Helen Faucjt mar- 
ried "Theodore Martin, in the old chui"ch at 
.Brighton. They spent their honeymoon in Ita- 
ly, and after no long time she ret"'-"-'' <o the 
stage, as they had all along agreed that she 
should do. 'Pill well into middle life this fine 
actress and admirable woman, wdio had been 
encouraged as a child by Edmund Keen and 
had long acted "leading lady" to Alacready, 
held the first place among English actresses of 
seriou.^ plays. She -made her debut as Julia, 
in "The Plunchback; she moved .great houses 
by her renderiiig' of the- stilted jjart of Mrs. 
dialler — the great part, as we remember, of 
Pendennis's Miss Fotheringay, and later she 
"created" Pauline in "The Lady of Lyons." 
P>ut it was as Juliet, as Imogen, and as II er- 
mione that she achieved her greatest triumphs ; 
and those were the parts she really4oved. But 
all through her 46 years .of married life she was 
much more. than an.- actr^ess. She Avas her hus- 
band's best :fri^nd '■ahd 'counsellor, the joy of 
his home, and the friend of his friends. She 
helped him in his literary work, for. as he him- 
self points out, it Avas not for nothing that she 
had studied the great masters of English style. 
Perhaps it Avas partly from the knowled.ge that 
Lady Martin had been so sound and helpful a 
critic Avhile the "Life, of the Prince Con.sort" 
was in. pfpgress; that;u0ucen Victoria first 'ex- 
tended ToAvards' her -that friendship and affec- 
tionate re.gard Avhich ncA^er failed for over 30 
years. vSome time after Lady Martin's 'death 
her luisband was betrayed into the one error 
of taste — a very natural one in the circum- 
stances — that has been recorded against him. 
l ie wished to place her monument near .Shakc- 
speare'.'i, in Stratford- on-Avon Church. There 
was an-outcryjon the part of the'more vocifer- 
ous of''thosc wHo :fdt1i?the').immeasurable dist- 
ance between the 'inasteriand even>the best. of 
his interpreters; and'the monument, Avith Fo- 
ley's fine relief, was set up in Llantysilio 
church, near Ladv Martin's home. But .Sir 
Theodore, at the same time, gave a marble 
puli)it to Stratford, and a sermon Avas preach- 
ed from it in Helen Faucet's honor, by the 
churchman Avho of all in our time, has best ;q)- 
preciated the drama and the stage, the late 
Cajion^inger. .t/ n - ; 

0h4he appearaiVcc btVhe Ikstvohtme of the 
Prince Consort's life, in 18S0, Theodore Martin 
Avas made a K.C.B.. and in 1896, on his eigh- 
tieth birthda}', the Oueen sent him the insignia 
of a Knight Commander of her newly-founded 
Victorian Order. In 1881 he was chosen Lord 
Rector of .St. .'\iidrews' University, and about 
the same time the family of Lord Lyndhurst 
asked' hini rto undertake the biography of that 
most -combative of laAvyer-statesmcn, and the 
book was piiblished'in'i883. The acrimonious 
discussion tO'which some portions of it gave 
rise are not yet forgotten. A volume of fresh 
translations from German poets folowed in 
1889, and this was succeeded by other books, 
such as the memoir of his Avile ( 1900), and the 
sixteenth edition of "P)On Gaultier," with an 
interesting |nx'facc. 

The i\lartins were very constant and un- 
chan,gin.g, at least durin.g the last half of 
their lives, in the matter of dwellin.g-pl.ices. In 
1861 they visited the Vale of Llangollen, fell 
in loA'e Avith the house called BryiUysilio, and 
four years after bougiit il. Here they lived a 
good deal of every j'car; here the Prince Con- 
sort's IJfc was mostl}' Avritten ; and here on 
August 2(1. 1889, Queen X'ictoria paid them a 
A-isit. Here, loo, on Sejjt ember 15, i()o(\ Sir 
Theodfjre celebrated his ninetieth birthday, 
with some ceremony and mticif cordiality on 
the part of neighbors and friends. U is sad 
to record that his latest relations Avilli his Lon- 
don home Avere not so pleasant. It Avas on the 
cast side of OiisIoav square, and the once quiet 
thoroughfare that runs before it. has lateh" 
been invaded by the motor-omnibus. Our 
readers will remember the mo\-in.g letters from 
.Sir Theodore which we pul>lislied liirec years 
a.go. He Avas not content with merely writin.g 
to protest, lie worked hard, as an old lawyer 
can, to find some Avay of bringing those caco- 
phonous monstrosities under the control of the 
laAv ; and if that control' is ever effectively 
granted, much of the initiative Avill have been 
that of Sir Theodore Martin, at a time Avhen 
his ninetieth birthday was at hand. 

Generally speaking, the death ot a nonagen- 
arian is the occasion for reminiscences of a dis- 
laiit ])asl, and little more. It is otherwise in 
the case of .Sir Theodore .Martin. Till a very 
short time a.go. he remained strong in bod}- 
and mind. Il was hd uneoinmon thing to meet 
him out at dinner, ,; here he took his full share 
of the conversation, ;, nd discoursed with rtN'idy 
familiarity of t 1.! prlitics, the literature, the art 
and the drama Jl the day. He Ava.> often seen 
at the Athenaeu.u C hd), and he used to mount 
•he staircase Avith ai: alacrit_\- that iuit main- 
y(Uinger men to shame. I le had long outlived 
almost ;ill of his r.,nieniporaries and the friends 
not nnl\- of his earl}- life, but of hi^, iniddlc and 
later ycais — snoli .-is the late .Sir lM-.''lenck lUir- 
ton, at one time uiuctor of the Nat cnal Gal- 
lery, who had liA'cd on terms of the closest 
friendship with the Martins, and whose por- 
traits of Lady Martin were among her hus- 
band's most treasured possessions. Of these 
friends he would always talk with a charming 
freedom, hut he never li\-ed wholl}' in tlie past 
— he kept his faculties alive by facing the pre- 
sent and enjoying it. 

Madame de Navarro. 
.^mong the guests enlerl;uiierl h\- Miss 
.Marie Corelli ;il the formal o]KMiiii.g of I i;ir\ aril 
House, at Stratford-on-.Avon, was iMttdame de 
>,'a\-arro, who, bul a few years back, Avas fasc- 
inating England and America alike by hor 
beauty and talents, as Miss Afary .'Vnderson 
— "our Mary," as siie was affectionately called 
by her compatriots. .Madame dc Na\arro is 
one of the \'ei"y few women to turn her back 
on the world Avlicn on the ])innacle of success, 
for the sweets of domestic life, finding, as she 
herself admits in her memoirs, in the expres- 
sive French phrase, "il-coutc trop que dc bril- . 
ler dans Ic mondC." ' , 
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The A^'ay to see elephants is to choose some 
grey hour, either Avhen the day is closing in 
or Avhen clouds and rain serve the double pui"- 
pose of making almost a cathedral light AA'ith- 
in the elephant house and of keeping other 
visitors away. Sit, then, on One of the 
benches Avhich are set back against the wall, 
and if you choose your seat rightly you AviU 
have four elephants before you in plain view 
at once. Not a sound comes from them, but 
they are hardly ever still. Occasionally, one 
may for a Avhile become immpBil'e as' if slecip"- 
ing, but is is, only for a minute or two; for 
thcrest, all arc constantly on the move, rock-- 
ing, SAvayin.g, shifting uneasil}'^ from foot to 
foot, switching their tails, twitching tlieir 
great fan-like ears, their trunks SAvin.ging al- 
most ceaselessly. Look al them now through 
half-closed eyes, and in the silence and the 
dim light, as the huge bulks heave ancl oscil- 
late it needs no great sti-etch of the imagina- 
tion to see that the thick upright poles Avhich 
ni;ike the cage bars are really tree trunks and 
the shade is the shade of forest branches over- 
head. Out there amid the croAvds b}'- the 
.great lawn and the bandstand, the elephant is, 
for ;ill the majesty of its "voluptuous gait," 
no more than a plaything, a sort of animated 
vehicle ; but these in here, undistracted by 
the presence of the public, have forgotten that 
they are captives, and they rest as uncon- 
cernedly as in some deep covert among the 
Indian hills, wild things again leading 

their (piiet lives - 
.Among their old contemporary trees. 

It is an expei-ience worth trying. You be- 
gin to feel that, Avith Miilvaney, y^ou arc "by 
way qf bein' acquaint Avid an elephmt mcsilf", 
and, indeed, you might go elephant hunting 
for many years Avithout .getting so .good a view 
oi four of the great "serpent-handed ones'' at 
their ease together. Such scenes as those ol 
Avhich Captain (afterAvards Sir) Cornwallis 
Harris tells in his "Wild Sports of Southern 
Africa," Avhere on one occasion "the whole face 
of the landscape was literally covered Avilh 
elephants," are not for' every sportsman now- 
adays. The African elephant, it is true, is 
more often seen in the open and in number." 
than its .-\siatic relative ; for the latter is no 
lover of the sunlight, but prefers the shadows 
of the forest thickets, Avhere its great body 
is often so hard to sec that Colonel MacMasler 
tells hOAV, once he-Avaited for some tirne "with- 
in a few feet, not yards" (so it is written) of 
a huge tusker, "unable to see anything more 
than an indistinct dusky outline of the form,," 
until at last the elephant took alarm and, bolt- 
ing, made good its escape. General Hamilton 
records how, Avhen a part}-- of hunters Avere 
crec])ing in Indian file upon a herd Avhich they 
knew Avas close at hand, a cow elephant, 
hitherto un§een, t]^rus.t out her trunk and 
blcAv at the cliest of the leading man so sud- 
denly that he fell back into the arms of the 
man behind him. The .^frican elephant in 
many districts haunts not the forests but open 
expanses of thick scrub or grass, no higher 
than itself, so that its back remains exposed 
to all the heat of the tropical sun; but even 
then, so dense sometimes is the scrub or grass 
that, writing of East Equatorial Africa, Mr. 
Neumann (quoted by Mr. Lydckker) says: — 

"In such places you may hear and even 
smell the elephants ; but unless you approach 
Avithin a few yards you are not likely to see 
them. .And even when, by perseverance ami 
caution, }-ou lia\'c arrived almost Avithin arm's 
reach, i)erchanee only a foot, a forehead or a 
waving ear may be visible." 

Ea'CU Avhen not screened by any cover, in 
sj)ite of its size, and, indeed, often largely by 
reason of it, the elephant may be extremely 
difficult to sec under the shadow of trees, the 
eye failing to lake in the whole contour of 
the animal or to recognize il for what it is. 
Happily, hoAVC\'cr. if the clei)hant is hard to 
sec, it is, tliou.gh possesseil of the finest sense 
of smell perhaps of any animal, itself short- 
sighted. Were it not so, elephant hunting on 
foot would, as Mr. Neumann says, be "almost 
ef|uivalent to suicide." 

The elephant's le.gs are different from those 
of ail}' other animal, strai.ght and columnar, 
excellently adapted to support its wei.ghl; and 
their shape, coupled with the fiiel that ele- 
I>haiils so scldiim lie down, was doubtless re- 
sponsible for the (dd belief that they could 
not bend their limbs. So Shakespeare: — 

"The eleiihaut hath joints, but not for 
court es}- ; 

lis le.gs are for nccessil}' not flexure." 

It is still doubted Avhether they ever lie 
doAvn in a Avild state. Gordon Gumming 
thought that he found evidence, in marks, upon . 
the ground, that the adult bulls did stretch 
themselves out full length for a few hours' 
rest about midnight, but the young and the 
cows, he believed, remained ahvays on their 
feet. -Mr. .Scions doubts Avhether even the ohl 
bulls lie down, and he has known a herd to 
keep moving and feeding throughput ..the: 
tAventy-four hours. "E.xcept Avhen rolling in' 
mud and Avater," he thinks i.t likely that air 
.African elephant "never lies doAVn during its 
whole life," AW authorities seem to agree that 
eleiihants "sleep less and more li.ghtl\''' than 
.'iiiy other animal, and Mr. J. Lockwood Kip- 
lin.g estimates the i^criod of slumber talcen 
standing up to average about four hours in 
the twenty-four. But 'the life of an elephant 
is placid, and it is free from the Avorries of a 
conscience; so that, though sleeping so little 
and in spite of the continuous strain of sup- 
])ortin,g its huge i)ulk (the still lamented 
|iiml)o wci.ghed 'il-j Ions), it lives to an age 
■almost great enou,gh to justify the jjoet's fancy 
of the "conteniporar}^ trees." /Vristotle said 
that elephants lived for 200 years, and.Jie may 
not haA'c exaggerated, fo.r there soems to be 
an authentic rccoi'd of pnq living to be 130. 




.\t less than a quarter of that age the fine 
Indian elephant presented to the Society^. hyf^ 
his majesty when Prince of AVales i.s— slrfcc"' 
the death of Guy Fawkes, the old hippopota- 
mu.s — the father, or more correctly the mother, 
of the gardeii's. She is probably now about 
forty, having been brought back by his royal 
highness from his Indian tour in 1876, and, 
as indeed she ought to be) still in ;thi:;pfifn^ 
of life, for an elephant is v not .. considered tp' 
reach its best till somcAvher.e .between the ages 
of 30 and 35. The mantle of doyen of the 
zoo is one Avhich falls on stran.ge shoulders, 
for before Guy Fawkes it Avas worn (not over 
gracefull}% one is tempted to believe) by a 
rhinoceros, Avliosc ]iredecessors had been in 
turn a parrot and a pelican. It may be that 
there are other creatures in the gardens ^older 
than Gaj Bahadii, for many things, such 'as 
tortoises and snakes, ravens and eagles 'may 
well live to be over forty ; but no other inmate 
of the gardens has been there for 33 years. 
.'\nd it seems one of the saddest things in con- 
nection Avith the zoo that this noble animal, 
the kin.g's elephant, cannot be allowed at large. 
Once, many years ago, Avhcn she Avas out 
walking, an employee attached to the com- 
missariat department of- the gardens slappied 
her in passing. For some reason she resented 
it and, picking him up in her trunk, she swung 
him once— only a few feet — and tiun droppe<l 
him. -The man seems to liaA'c been more 
frightened than hurt; but the order had io 
be given, and since then, 3^ear in and year out, 
she has stayed rocking behind her bars. It 
yvas necessary, but it seems hard; for ivdxn 
that; moment, as she had always beeii before! 
she Ims shOAvn herself the rriost docile of crea- 
tures, with a repertoire of tricks Avhich, under 
]iroper guidance, she is never reluctant to 
show off; and when she makes salaam, bring- 
ing her trunk up, Avith a rasping phr-r-rut, till 
it touches her forehead betAvcen the eyes, it 
is done in so lordly a fashion that he must 
be a graceless mortal Avho does not, remem- 
bering that she is a lady, at least take off his 
hat in return. Rut nearly all the elephants 
have some Avay of their oAvn of cultivating the 
friendships Avhich may result in buns or bits 
of biscuit. 

Second in size of the Indian elephants is 
that presented in 1903 by the Maharajah of 
Benares, and it is one of the tAVO Avhich now 
carry children. She "speaks" when -liicely 
asked and gives"' evidence of that ' reasoning 
power which makes the elephant so splendidly 
useful a serA'ant ^Pf 'mart iit 'having learned, 
Avhcn a piece of biscuit or other dainty falls 
to the floor Avhere neithe'r you nor she can 
reach it, to blow it out to you, as she cannot 
get it to herself, that you ma}- pick it up and 
give it her again — a small thing, but one step 
further than most animals com,monly carry 
their thinking. The government of India htv.'5 
officially pronounced the elephant a "stupid 
animal"; but it is Avorth remembering that in 
Plindu mythology it is Ganesha. the shrcAvd 
witted god of Avorldliness, the patron of suc- 
cessful business undertakings, Avho wears the 
elephant's head and brain. 

Of the five elephants now in the garden.s 
onlv one is .African (and it is the only male), 
■\vhich, like the others, has his tricks, for he 
Avaltzes absurdly to command, although no one 
Avho' ha.s known elephants well, or has'syih-, 
|)athy with them, can be especially glad fb' See' 
him do it. There remain two young ladies- at' 
the other end of the nnv, one a plump maiden 
of five, which the present Prince of Wales 
also brou.ght liack from his more recent Indian 
lour (this being th.e other of the two Avhich 
now carry children), and. last, a mere slip 
of a giri of three, presented by Sir John IIcw- 
ett, noAv looking round and heart}', though 
for some time after her arrival she felted her- 
self "to skin and hone." But even so, Avhen 
reduced to skin and bone, there is a good deal 
of an elephant' left, though she be but three 
}-ears old. 

It is ])crhaps curious that neither in the 
Old nor in the Xcw Testament is the elejihant 
directi}- mentioned in the canonical hooks of 
the Scriptures, though references to ivorj' arc 
frequent enough from the time of Solomon 
ouAvards. In the .Apocrypha, hoAvevcr, the ele- 
phant figures conspicuously. In the first book 
of Maccabees we have details of the army 
of Antiochus Eupator. which included "tAvo 
and thirty elephants exercised in battle": — 

"Aforeovcr they divided the beasts among 
the armies, and for every elephant they ap- 
l)ointed a thousand men, armed Avith coats of 
mail and Avith helmets of brass on their heads; 
and,. besides this, for every beast, were ordained 
five hundred horsemen of the best. 

*'And upon 'the ^beasts were there strong';' 
towers of Avood. Avhich-covcred every 'one: of 
them, and were girt fast' to them 'with devices; 
there were also upon every one tAvo and thirty 
stron.g men that fou.ght upon them, beside the ' 
Indian that ruled him.'' ■ 

-Thirty-two men -on one. elephant is doubt- 
less an exaggeration, but the reference to the 
mahout, "the Indian that ruled him," is cu- 
rious. Later in the same book we learn 
hoAV Eleazor, the son of IMattathias, earned 
the surname of Saravan, for that he "crept 
under an elephant and thrust him under and 
slew him." The elephant, then, Avas primarily 
a great cii.gine of war. and in Oriental legend 
il is alwa}'s the s\-inbol of ])OAver and prow- 
ess in battle. But it lias n(3t always been a 
comrade in arms to be trusted. , It Avas not 
only at the siege of y\rcot, when the Briliish 
bullets th.rew the elejihants into panic and 
drove them back to spread havoc in their oavii 
ranks, that the "castle-bearing elephant" has 
been more dangerous to his friends than to 
his enemies. .Alexander, avc are told, in in- 
vading India, found himself op]:)Osed by "oly-

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After Thirty Years, 




In a prize essay. on. Vancouver Island, writ-:,! 

. ten by' Dr. Forbes,' R. N., in 1862," the approach 
jv:.to,;Victoria from the sea is , thus described: 
"Before the observer stretches an undulating 
y'pai"k-likc coiintry backed by < wooded hills of 
•moderate height,-^— the sea-face formed o£^ a 
succession , of .low,, rockj' rounded promontories 
with outlying i*eefs and islands. *'* * itV slop- 

• ing pastures studded with oak and maple giv- 
ing from tlieir general appearance the idea of 
a countr}'- long occupied by civilized man and 
covered with flocks and herds." Such were 
my catliest memories of the place, and on 
June ir, 1909, as I stood 011 the deck of tiie 

'. "Princess Victoria," eagerly scanning every 

. feature .of my .native land as it came into view, 

' tiie picture was not very different from that 
painted by Dr. Forbes, save for more evidence 
of "civilization" and fewer trees. There wore 
the baj's and the islands and the rock.'^, right 
enough, though shorn of the delightful mys- 

" ter)-- that used to surround them ; there, too, 
•was Beacon Ilill, flagstaff and all, not .^o 
much of a Iiill as it used to he. but clothed 
in a glory that the doctor would ha\ e made 
the most of, had he s'een it, the glory of yel- 
low broom in full flower and in such masses 
as J had never before beheld or heard of. 
Looking farther, I descried certain strange 
and monstrous forms,' one was a great chim- 
ney-like structure rising from the high ground 
in the mid-distance, another, at a slightly 
lower level, was a medievalesque building, 
, . gabled and turretted, which but for its new- 
ness might seem to have been imported bodily 
from the fields of Tyrol. For a moment there 
was a glimpse of the "Gothic" tower of Christ 
Chiu'ch, also new to me though of respectable 
antiquity. Then, sweeping round the point we 
entered the harbour, looking- much the same as 
it used to look, save for two striking novelties, 
one ugly and the other beautiful, to wit, the 

•Empress liotel and the Parliament Buildings, 
near to which latter the steamer came to land. 
Any, romantic or poetical thoughts that might 
liave arisen in one's mind on setting foot once 
more upon native soil, and so forth, perished 
unborn amid the clamour and bustle of the 
landing, and avc were soon being rapidly 

..'driven through .streets where the memories of 
'71 were altogether at fault. James' Bay and 
its wooded shores were no more, and in place 
of the bridge was a respectable miniature of 
the. Thames. Embankment, to all appearance 
an ;aj>panage of the raw and arrogant of the 

'.raw 'land arrogant building on the right. Gov- 
ernment street, with its forest of poles and 
web of overhead wires, was traversed in a flash 
and turning a corner we were deposited in a 
Yates street totally different from the wooden 
bazaar that 1 remembered so well. On sallj'- 
ing forth for a preliminary look round, I 
search in vain for the names of streets, but 

'discovered at length that these were inscribed 

.''in the pavement, legibly enough when not cov- 
ered witii dust. I was reduced to the ignominy 
of enquiring. "Is this Fort street?" for at the 
far end of that ancient way f knew J should 
find the five-acre lot where 1 had first scen_ 
the light and in which the sunny memories of 
childhood were concentrated. Looking up a 
street to the right I caught sight of an obelisk 
in the distance. "There is the Old Cemetery," 
thought I, "and T will go and visit my Mother's 
grave." On getting nearer I fairly gasped 
with dismay! Here was no cemetery, but a 
sort of "People's Park: Keep Off the Grass!" 
A few monuments in bad repair were standing 
here and there, but the grave that had been 
one of the chief objects of my pilgrimage was 
nowhere to be seen. Noticing what seemed to 
be a stonemason's yard on the far side of the 

^ground, I went over to investigate, and there 
tliscovered a collection of woebegone monu- 
ments symmetrically arranged like the books 
on the found table of a lodging-house parlor, 
and among these was the large flat stone re- 
cording the burial of Elizabeth Caroline Alston 
in 1S65. I was assured afterwards by those in 
autlioritv that the bc^t had been made of a 
bad job,' but the reader will perhaps sympa- 
thize with the resentment that I felt at what 
seetned, and slili seems, to be the unnecessary 
'removal of a monument'' of considerable size 
and solidity, though others had been left tm- 
touched, and the banishment of the inscribed 
stone to the nu-lanchol)' collection aforesaid. 1 
applied to the authorities for leave to restore 
tlie stone to its proper position, but being re- 
fused this grace was perforce content -.with 
com))leting the inscription by the addition oL 
my Father's name and date of death, I mar.- 

.vcl that the place where the bodies of .so 
many Victorian pioneers had been laid to rest 
should have been allowed by the present gen- 
eration to fall into such a state as to warrant 
the drastic action of the city falheirs. Turning 
away from this disa])pointment 1 got me back 
into Fort street, and, noticing by the way a 
nund)cr of buildings that might he old friends, 
I arrived at length at "Pentrelew," as- it has 
been cr/llcd since '72, the ultimate goal of ni.V 
pilgrimage. Here I knew what to expect, and 

,was not disappointed, — a Avarni welcome from 

i-Ivady Crease and her family, and a welcome, 

'.tod, tliough voiceless, from the actual trees 
■and rocks of my childish rccollcclions, just the 
same as when I bade them farewell on a cer- 
tain day of August, 1871. The house, of 
course, was not the same, but almost every- 
thing else seemed, to ■ have been waiting all 
these years to greet me. Here indeed was the 
dear old home, here were my old friends, the 
oaks, here the identical rock-castle, steps and 
all, of vAwh I had once been the happy lord, 
fl'he .sweet melancholy of the meeting will 
never be effaced from my mind. Under the 
trees came back the latest recollection of the 
old days as I passed over the spot where Mr. 



. Crease had shown to my Father and myself 
■the*plan that he had drawn for the alteration 
'and enlargement of "Broome Cottage," then 
lately become his property. 

Before leavmg the past and returnmg to 
the present \ must mention a few other old 
landmarks which I had the joy of discovering. 
First',- ,the .venerable sanctuary pi, St.. .John,; 
but little altered since the da}' when I entered 
it as a child to attend my first church service. 
Hard by I found the old Presbyterian church 
which had served as a welcome and timely 
refuge to the Cathedral congregation, bj' the 
generous offer of Hs owners, when Christ 
Ciuirch was destroyed by fire in Xn). I recog- 
nized it at once, spite of enlargement, and 
looking in one mprning at the close of a service 
T was courteously received by the Reverend 
Dr. Campbell, who told me that he was hoping* 
to build a stone church. I'm sure' he forgave 
me when 1 expressed the hope, in reply, that 
the i)rescnt structure might long remain to 
sacred uses. Another discovery was one of 
the olfj government buildings, hidden away 
behind the new Palace Parliament, actually 
one of the picturesque "birdcages" which 1 
well remembered and had often visited in my 
Father's company. Yet another was the house, 
much the same as of old, save for the want 
of repair, built by Dr. Tuzo, II. B. C, in '59 
or '60, a place as faniilair to me as my own 
home. It is the second house on what is now 
called "Heywood avenue," and the occupier 
very kindly allowed me to explore the interior.

I well remember 
the former church, and the sad heap of charred 
ruin on the morning after the fire. Some lit-,- 
dian 'women made quite a little harvest'from' 
the nails and bolts which they were allowed 
to collect. Mr. Edgar b'awcett shoAvetl me the 
other day a plan of the original building before 
the additions of aisles and apse ; 1 trust that 
his intimate knowledge of bygone Victoria will 
"matcrializ,e,"*and that soon,- in the shape of 
a book. 

The Bishop, who is one under whom 1 
should be vcrv happy to work, occupies a "pal- 
ace" which I'onght to have mentioned under, 
the'-'head of ancient monuments. It called uj) 
to n>y mind vivid memories of his predecessor 
and of i\lrs. Hills, all pleasant ones; wdiile the 
erstwhile "Angela College," across the road, 
brought back memories not so pleasant ior 
there I once attended school for a short time 
and wrestled with certain tiresome books, such 
as "Magnall's Questions" and others doubt- 
less.Jpng since reptidiated by directors of cdu- 
catidn,^ Aiigela College recalls the late Bar- 
oness Burdette Contts; but Avhy is the name 
of the road misspelt "Burdette" avenue? Why 
also, has Belcher street (named after a famous 
adiniral") been renamed with the weak and 
meaningless title of "Rockland avenue"? 

It were ungracious to criticize certain con- 
ditions inseparable from a city wdiich has sud- 
denly tnade up its niihd to grow, such as itn- 
tidy roads, destruction 'of trees, subdivision' ot ' 
estates. The fact that the beautiful yellow 
broom is allowed to luxuriate, and in some 
cases to monopolize the sidewalks, as in Moss 
street and the neighbourhood, shows that the 
authorities are not such Philistines after all. 
Some of the residential buildings are really fine 
creations and show what can be done in wood. 
It is a, pity that white concrete is» being used 
foi- the. sidewalks; the glare that' it reflects 
fj-onv the sun is distressing. Thev absence of 
the naval element from Esquimalt, is, I ani 
told, to be made good in the near future; while 
the vi,g(Mirous American (or Canadian?) accent 
ihat prevails in the streets may be taken as 
one of the many si,gns of growth and pros- 
perity. I may be pardoned for failure to com- 
in-ehcnd the exact pohtical issues that-diyide 
the resjiective readers of those exceliei-ft and 
go-ahead journals, the "Times" and the "Colo- 
nist." The ^peed at wdiich the tramcars are 
hurled along through space is an education in 
locomotion. ' The people who shine your boots 
on the street are artists ; the result of their 
labours lasts for days in dry Aveather and is 
well worth the ten cents demanded for it. Had 
I been able to stay longer I shouid have be- 
come an expert at the telephone ; people would 
not believe me w^hen I told them here at home 
1 have to walk a mile to reach this necessary 
of life. The Amercan system of checking bag- 
gage is superb, wdien it is carried out. For 
instance, on arrival at Seattle, I was told that 
mv baggage was "short." NcA-ertheless, it Avas 
there at the "depot" all the time, and had been 
there lor six days, and would be there now, 
but for the kindness of the C. P. R. official at 
the wharf, who was good enough to take the 
matter into his own hands and to send tiie 
things to Victoria after me. 

'The parliament palace is certainly the most 
beautiful building of its kind that I have met 
'.vith on the American Continent. It fits the 
environment exactly, finely framed in the dis- 
tant blue ;tnd while Olympians. "Photographs 
had disposed nie to despise it, but the reality 
was a revelation. Exquisite from whatever 
side it is viewed, this Palace sceinqd to me 
to be entirely satisfying, in proportion, in 
colour, in grouping. It is a pile of-Avhich thi 
most eminent architect might be pmucl. Still, 
I Avish that the old "birdcages" could have 
been preserved in some way; though become' 
quite inadequate, and doubtless "expensive to 
repair, they were unique. 

It was pleasant to exjilore the .gallery of 
jiortraits of \'ictorian Avorthies, due, i','under- 
stand, to the zeal and energy of Mr..Gosnell, 
.\rcliivist of the Province. 

I left Victoria with regret, after as pleasant 
a five weeks' holiday as I had ever spent, and, 
returned homewards through Canada. ,' .Ifj'Iv 
have seemed to write too much in the style 
of laudator teniporis acti, 1 plead in cxcu.ie 
that it was this that 1 had chiefly come to trace 
and explore, .the vanished and the vanishing. 
^Vould that 1 had managed to come sooner, 
for mail}' old friends and old landmarks have 
passed away during the;lpt|fe^^ The 
irresponsible tourist, Avith hojinterests beyond 
the. present, has again and agaiii jset forth the 
Beauties, the advantages; and the superiorities 
of Victoria, and in terms more felicitous than 
I am capable to express. With such glowin.g 
accounts I have no fault to find, nay, I heartily 
subscribe to them. Victoria is decidedly a, i{ 
not the, "Queen of the West." Long may she| 
reign!

The power , of the House of. Lords was 
permanently •diminished by the Great Rebel- 
lion and the Gommbnwealtli. Even the Cav- 
aliers could not overlook the facts that the 
ComniGiis had successfully resisted the forces 
of the Monarchy, that for four critical years 
—1649 to 1653 — the Rump had practically 
governed England, and that after 1653 a single 
House hadvb.eent'the only check upon a mili- 
tary despotisrn" In 1660 the old Constitution 
of King, Lords and Commons was restored, 
but it was restored with two fundamental dif- 
ferences. The Monarchy could no longer hope 
to free itself from Parlianientary control; and 
within Parliament the balance between the 
two Houses had undergone a complete 
change. These alterations made themselves 
conspicuous-' in ■' the '•ireaGtionary ■ Parliament 
which sat from 1661 to 1678; Iii "its 'earlier 
Sessions this Assembl}' is described by Macaur 
lay.as "more zealous for Episcopacy than the 
BishopSj" and in its later Sessions it was 
known to contemporaries as the "Pensionary 
Parliament." Yet it was this Parliament 
which shackled the jMonarchy l)y insisting 
upon the appropriation of supplies, the audit 
of accounts, anci the 'responsibility of Minis- 
ters. And it was this Parliament which stVu^k 
the great blow against the financial powers 
of the House of Lords. - ' ' 

The jealousy with which, quite irrespective 
of party, the action of the Upper House w as 
regarded made itself apparent in the very first 
Session. In 1661 the Lords carried and sent 
to the Commons an apparently harmless Bill 
for the paving and repairing of the streets of 
Westminster. The Commons approved the 
object of the Bill, but, on the grouncl.'.,tha.t it 
■laid a charge upon the people and that' -"it is a 
privilege inherent to this House that P)ills of 
that nature ought to be first considered here," 
they asked the Lords to expunge the Bill from 
their records, and promised to bring in a meas- 
ure to the same effect. The Lords contended 
that this was contrary to the inherent privil- 
eges of their House, and inserted a proviso to 
that effect in the Commons' . BilL The ;Lowei:. 
House refused to » accept the provisOj and, as 
neither would -give wiay, W estminster remain- 
ed unpavedfbi-^four years. 

This was the first beginning of the contro- 
versy which was to be fought out in the nc.Nt 
decade, and of which the details have more 
than an antiquarian interest at the present mo- 
ment. In 1671 the Commons passed a Bill im- 
posing additionaL duties' upon foreign' goods 
for the protection of hom.e and colonial indus- 
tries. The Lords introduced several anicnd- 
ments, of which the most vital was the lower- 
ing of the duty on white sugar by a farthing 
and a half per pound. The Commons rejected 
the amendments and resolved nem. con. "that 
in all aids given to the King by the Commons 
the rate or tax ought not to be altered by the 
-Lords." In the ensuing conference "between 
tHe two Houses the Attorney-General asserted 
that "there is a fundamental right in the House 
of Commons as[ to the manner and the measure 
and the time, unalterable, and which they can- 
not part with." He added that "yoiu- Lord- 
ships begin a new thing." Another siieakcr 
gave a grossly irrelevant answer to the signifi- 
cant contention of the Lords that "by this way 
the Commons might annex things of foreign 
nature to Biljs of money, and make another 
Magna Carta." 

The question of principle was now lully 
raised, and the Lords resolved, also nem. con., 
that the power of making amendments m a 
money bill was "a fundamental, inherent, and 
undoubted right of the House of .''cor.-, iroin 
which they cannot depart." 'I'o support this 
resolution thc}^ drew up arguments fur a urw 
conference, of which the following are still 
jvorth quoting. "If this right should be de- 
nied, the Lords have not a negative -voice al- 
lowed them in Bills of this nature, for if the 
Lords cannot amend, abate, or refuse a Bill in 
])art, by what consequence of reason can they 
enjoy a liberty to reject the whole? When 
the Commons shall think fit to question it, 
they may pretend the same gronmls I'or it " 
"By this new maxim of the Commons a hard 
and ignoble choice is left to the Loids, cither 
to refuse the Crown supplies when they are 
most, necessarj', or to consent to ways and pro- 
portions of aid which neither their own judg- 
ment nor the good of the Government and 
people can admit." "If positive assertion can 
introduce a right, what security have the 
Lords that the 1 louse of Commons shall not in 
other Bills (pretended to be for the general 
good of the Commons, whereof they will con- 
ceive themselveis the fittest judge) claim the 
same peculiar privilege, in exclusion of any 
deliberation or alteration of the Lords, when 
they shall judge it necessary or expedient?" 
They went on to cite c<:)nclusive precedcnl.s lo 
prove that they had frequently exercised the 
power in the past. 

To this powerful state paper the Commons 
dreMf,,up.:.a.re]?ly_. in, writing. 'J'hey (lisi)ulc ilie 
preifederits advanced by the Lords, pointed out 
that, if admitted, they would justify a claim 
to initiate as well as to alter money bills, 
and put forward rival precedents in their own 
favour. As to the argument that the two 
Houses are mutual checks on each other, they 
reply, "so arc they still, for your I^ordsliii,<s 
have a negative voice lo the whole." On the 
distinction between the whole and part, they 
point to the power of the Crown, which can 
veto but cannot amend a bill. Einaiiyir^hi^^^ 
urge that, if the lord's claim we?e ^diiSiiERd', 
they would be able to increase as well as to 
reduce taxation, which, from the point of view 
of the Commons, was a rcductio' ad absurdum. 
The lords decided nem. con. that they disa- 
greed jvith the arguments and disliked the 



unusual expressions of the' Commons. Inhere 
the matter ended for the time, as Parliament 
was prorogued on April 22 atjd: the; bill was 
consequently lost. 

In 1677 the controversy was opened. The 
Commons had voted supplies for building 
thirty ships of war. The Lords amended the 
bin, and inserted a requirement that accounts 
should be presented to them as well as to the 
Lo wf r^ ilpusei .^^^ 5^e ^ 
amendnients on the' hbw' ti 
"the granting and limiting of all aids and sup- 
plies did wholly belong to the House of Com- 
mons." After a conference the Lords resolved 
that the}' were not convinced but that their 
right held good, but, in view of the danger 
to the country if the bill did not pass, they 
waived their amendments. At the same time, 
;u'i an address to the Crown, thjfy asser;tedi.|:hat 
only but of loyalty they had' "laid "aside for 
this time sp great a right." 

In 1678 the question was raised for the last 
time in the Restoration Parliament. The 
Treaty of Nimeguen was now believed to be 
assured, and the Commons, dreading the mili- 
tary ])ower of the Crown, votcfl supplies for 
disbanding the forces which had been raised 
for an '.expected war with France. Again the 
Lords introduced amendments. Notably they 
postponed the date of disbandment, which in- 
volved extra pay to the troops. The Com- 
mons rejected , this, as trenching on their rights, 
but offered to''rheet'thc wishes of the Lords 
by adding a proviso in place of the proposed 
amendment. The Lords, however, refused the 
compromise, pointing ont that the proviso, 
while it conceded that the amendment was 
reasonable, was in itself unsatisfactory and 
inadequate. ; The usual conferehces , followed, 
the Commons adhering to theil-" asset-tion that 
the Lords could not amend, while the Lords 
maintained that the sole right of the Commons 
was that bills of money should begin in their 
House (thus conceding what they had dis- 
puted in i66i), but that "in all other respects, 
anti to all other intents and purposes, our leg- 
islative power was as full and free as theirs." 
On.-Julj^ 3, on: .receiving a report of tlje con-' 
fercnce of the previous day; ' tlie Commoris 
adopted the famous resolution which remains 
to this day the foundation of their claims: 
"That all aids and supplies, and aids to his 
Majesty in Parliament, arc the sole gift of 
tlie Commons; and all bills for the granting 
of any such aids and supplies ought to begin 
with the Commons ; and that it is the un- 
doubted ^ and sole right pf tlie^'j'Gpmmons to 
direct; limit-and appoint ihlsUch Billsfthe ends, 
purposes, xqnsiderationsj V conditions,i Hrnita' 
tions and qualifications' of such grants ; .which 
ought not to be changed by ithd-.' House f of 
Lords." ! - - ■ 

As the T,ords resolved on the same day 
lo ;i(lhere to their amendments, there was an 
absolute deadlock, ^^■'hat the result of the 
(piarrel would have been it is impossible to 
say. But news had arrived that Louis XIV'. 
refused to surrender an_\- of his conquests until 
his allies, the Swedes, had recovered the ter- 
ritories lost in tlie war. This endangered the 
prospects of peace; it was -no longer possible 
to disband the forces, and 'so the much-dis- 
puted bill was abandoned. ' 

The last occasion on which the same mat- 
ter of dispute was prominent in the 17111 
century was in 1689. the year of the Revoln- 
lion. The I.<orcls had anicncled an additional 
poll bill b}' inserting a clause that they should 
apjioint commissioners to rate themselves and 
a collector to receive their assessments. The 
Commons rejected their amendments and 
drew up some noteworthy arguments for use 
in a conference. In these they renewed the 
assertion that taxes are the sole grant of the 
Commons : — ' 

And the Lords are not to alter such gift, 
grant, limitation, appointment, or modifica- 
tion by the Commons in any part or circum- 
stances, or otherwise interpose in such bill 
than to pass or reject the s;ime for the whole, 
without any alteration or amenrlmcnt, ihough 
in ease of the subjects. .As the Kings and 
(Jueens, by the Constitution and laws of Par- 
liament, are to take all or leave all in such 
gifts, grants and presents from the Commons, 
and cannot take pait and leave part, so are 
the Lords to pass all or reject all, without 
diminution or alteration. 

In reviewing the controversy, it is obvious, 
as llallam long .ngo admitted, that the Lords 
had ihc best of the argument, both in the 
matter of precedents and in that of reasonable- 
ness. But, although they actually gave way 
on only one occasion — viz., in 1677— the ulti- 
mate victory rested with the Commons. This 
was due partly to their unanimity in the mat- 
ter — very unusual at a time w'.ien political par- 
tics were in acute conflict with each other- 
hut mainly to the weakened ])osition of the 
Lords in the conntry. If public opinion had 
been on their side, there is little doubt that 
ihey would have .made good their claim. 
Nothing but the support of public opinion 
could have enabled the Commons successfully 
to enforce resolutions which in themselves had 
no legal validity. Erom that day to this the 
Lords have in practice abandoned the claim 
lo amend a bill which is oi)viously and deinon- 
slrably a money lull. lUit it is evident from 
the documents 'luoted above that they have 
retained in coni])lete fulness their right of re- 
jection — a right which is only limited in prac- 
tice by considerations of unity and policy. 

To the Editor of the Times : 7 

Sir,— I cannot help pi;otest:i hg against the 
language used by re'spohsihlc politicians and 
journalists about the .tohstitutional power of 
the House of Lords to reject bills of aid and 



supply- We hear from speakers and writers 
who ought to know better that the rejection 
of the Budget by the House of Lords would 
be revolutionary, would be a return to a Stuart 
times, would be to tear up the precedents of 
300 years. Such language is extravagantly 
untrue. It might indeed be applied with pro- 
priety to any proposal that the House of Lords 
shoidd impose taxes, or initiate bills of aid 
and supply, or make amendments which would 
alter tlie character, amount, or incidence of 
a tax. These things would certainly be a vio- 
lation of well-established . precedent. But 
every studpntipf cbnstitt^tional law.and history 
must be aware ' tha:t;\^^ 

initiating' or amending a money bill and rc- 
.jecfing it has always been most strongly em- 
phasized. 

The constitutional law and practice of Par- 
liament has this peculiarity. There are two 
bodies of law and practice equally authorita- 
tive and not always identical. One of them 
emanates from the House of Lords, and. the 
other from the House of Commons- — for the 
Houses are absolutely independent of one. an- 
other, and are both supreme within their own 
sphere. When, therefore, wc speak of the 
"Constitution" or of "cbristitutional" we speak 
vaguely unless we go on to explain that wc 
mean the Constitution as interpreted by the 
House of Lords or the Constitution as inter- 
preted by the House of Commons. But in 
this instance the Constitution according to the 
Commons r6cp|fnizes the power of the Lords 
to reject a taxmg bill not less certainly than 
the Constitution according to the Lords. To 
the best of my recollection the Mouse of Com- 
mons has never protested against the House 
of Lords rejecting a taxing bill except in 
i85o. And the Resolutions of i860, which 
may be regarded as the utmost claim of the 
Commons in respect to finance, expressly 
recognize the power of-- the ' Lprds " to reject 
taxing bills. They state that the Lords had 
exercised that power, although infrequently; 
and then go on to say that it is a power "justly 
regarded by tiiis House with peculiar jeal- 
ousy." To regard a power with jealousy is 
plainly not to deny its existence. It is to in- 
sist that it should be used, not habitually, but 
rarely; not as part of the ordinary practice of 
Parliarnent, *but .only for gravei. ca.uses and in 
exceptional "circumstances. *lMiis is, I think, 
unquestionably the meaning of the Commons 
in i860. The impression is confirmed by the 
language of their final resolution which speaks 
of guarding the rightful control of the Com- 
mons in the future "against an undue exer- 
cise" of the power of the Lords, and indicites 
that the Commons have the remedy in their 
own hands by combining all the financial ])ro- 
posals of the year in a single bill. Certainly 
the Commons were right. They had it in their 
hands to ^top What tlvey regarded as an un- 
due exercise of the power of the Lords. The 
Lords cannot frequedtljs or as- part of the 
ordinary practice of Parliament, reject the 
whole - financial arrangements of the ye?r. 
They can only do it on very rare occasions 
when grave and special reasons require such 
rejection. In a word, they are precluded from 
the undue exercise 6f their powers ' and rc-^. 
stricted to that exercise which is not undue. 

The constitutional power of the Lords to 
negative the wdiole of a money bill has never 
been denied by the Commons. Nay, it is so 
well recognized lliat. although the Commons 
usually object to the Lords amending a money 
clause in an ordinary hill, the analogy of re- 
jecting the whole of a money bill is allowed 
to be applied to such money clauses, and it is 
not deemed to be a breach of the Commons' 
privileges if the Lords, instead of amending 
;i money clause, strike it out altogether. But 
this is only another illustration of the eni- 
jjliatic distinction which has always been 
drawn l)etween initiation and amendment on 
the one side and rejection on the other. 

Whether the I,ords would l)e wise lo pass 
or reject the present iSudget — in what direc- 
tion preponderating considerations of public 
interest point — is of course a wholly different 
question. Much may be said on either side. 
And it is to he hojied that the House of Lords 
will not prematurely or hastily come to a de- 
cision. But so far as the question of constitu- 
lional right goes, it certainly seems to me that 
no well-informed person can sincerely doubt 
that the House of Lords has a constitutional 
right to reject the finance hill.

In disclosing to acquaintances what.he . be- 
lieved to be some of the causes of long life,' 
the late Sir Isaac Holde:^, after dilating on the 
advantages of bananas as. ia food, used to con- 
clude: "and, above all, not too many baths: 
they are weakening." This, recondite observa- 
tion is recalled by some remarks .pf> Dr. Rem- 
lingcn, which are quoted iri.'Gbsmbs, on the 
infective dangers of water, even when- used 
externally. Dr. Rcmlingcn has found several 
instances of boatmen who have contracted 
typhoid or cholera when their work has taken 
them into contaminated waters. The inference 
is either that the water has been accidentally 
swallowed or that it has come into contact 
with their food.,'' Gosmos, which isJncliniid;to 
make merry over the danger, points, ptit that 
.bathing, is evidently aiv ppcr|j^on , attended by 
the gra'vest risks, and suggests' that the only 
way to avoid them is never to wash except in 
water that has been boiled, or, better still, 
never to wash at all. But the risks of water 
contaminated by the lilberth bacillus of ty- 
phoid are not wholly imaginary. . A very cu-. 
rious instance of infection is described in tlie 
Journal de Medicine et de Chirurgic pratiques 
(September). The regiment of the iith 
Dragoons was stationed near the Savoureusc, 
a river fitly named, which waters a typhoid- 
infected valley. The river was so unsavoury 
that the men never bathed in it; but the horses 
were daily watered on its banks. The horses 
after being walked in the pools of the river, 
which was nearly dry at that time of year, 
were groomed and taken back to camp. The 
implements pf their toilet were usually kept 
in the nosebags, and a good rriany of the troop- 
ers who took a piece of bread with them to 
cat on the way back were in the habit of put- 
ting this also with the brushes. An epidemic 
of typhoid in the regiment was most clearly 
traced to this cause, and the epidemic ceased 
when the use of the river „was stopped. 

Hallc3''s Comet is expected to have now so 
far increased in brightness that it will be 
visible through i2-inch telescopes, and it will 
by calculation be nearly as bright as a four- 
teenth magnitude star and will, appear aS a 
very faint riebulbsity. " But, though it ■vylll be 
in position for observation all the winter," it 
will remain, according to jNIr. W. F. Denning, 
a small and faint object till it blazes forth next 
April. At its last appearance its usual bril- 
liance \vas not attained. No tail was visible 
for some time after its first appearance, and 
the shortening of its tail was speculatively at- 
tributed tP the loss of matter while travelling 
neair the'stin' in its perihelion periods. An- 
otherjinflueiice which may lessen the bright- 
ness Of a coniet duVinlf its approach to'the siin 
is lessened sdlar activity at the time. It is 
sometirnes sup'posed that the comparative ab- 
sence of sun-spots indicates lessened solar 
activity, and in the eleven years cycle of sun- 
spots obser\-ed on the sun the minimum period 
is now ajiproaching, though during the last 
month one very large sun-spot has ben ob- 
served, and its appearance was coincident with 
a magnetic outbreak which was perceptible on 
the earth. The sun's surface is believed to be 
charged with negative electricity, and a mag- 
netic storm on the earth has been supposed 
to be caused by a flight of negatively-charged 
electric corpuscles, which being expelled from 
the sun fall on the earth. By similar reason- 
ing the comet's tail streaming away from the 
sun is believed, to owe its appearance partly 
to the pressure of the sun's light on the very 
tenuous gaseous particles of' the comet, and 
partly to the pressure of streams of corpuscles 
of the kind we have described. If, owing to 
comparative solar quiescence, the expulsion 
of such particles from the sun should not be 
very active, the comet's tail might suffer a 
diminution of brightness. 

It will be- remembered that though Green- 
wich Obser\'atory made the calculations 
which enabled Dr. Wolf, of Heidelberg, to be 
the first to identify the image of the expected 
comet on a photographic star plate, yet the 
image had actually been registered, mnper- 
ccived, on two Greenwich plates. To an 
astronomer the explanation of such an over- 
sight is very simple. An article by Professor 
A. H. Turner, I'.R.S., on the recent discovery 
of new satellites explains the difficullies very 
well. Some ten years ago, says Professor Tur- 
ner, the announcemeiU' of the disco\'ery of a 
ninth satellite of Saturn was made by VV. H. 
Pickering, The image of the satellite was 
very faint on the plates, but a rough prediction 
of its future position, when Saturn should next 
be favouraibly placed foi- observation, was 
given. When Saturn next presented itself the 
satellite coidd not be found! It was looked for 
with the most powerful instruments, but on 
lilujlograjihs of the region surrouding .Saturn 
there seemed io he not the faintest imjiression 
on the film at the place where the satellite 
ought to be. Some very plain and not very 
complimentary things were said in print about 
|30gus discoveries, to which there seemed to be 
at the time no suitable repartee, and the mat- 
ter was almost dropped out of memory. It 
was not till' six years later that W. H. Pickr 
cri ng, after prolonged search, succeeded in 
finding the tiny ninth satellite of Saturn on no 
fewer than thirty photographs taken at Arc- 
(|uipa, in Peru, with the r.ruce teleSccpe. The 
reason why the satellite had l.)cen so difficult 
to discover was. partly because its motion had 
been calculated in the wrong direction and 
partly because it was so very faint. The se- 
riousness of the second difficulty will be real- 
ized when it is mentioned that it took Pro- 
lessor W. H. Pickering on the average four 



hours to find thc.'image<;,pf the satellite bn 
each one of the thirty ''plates, even when he 
had ascertained the clue of its retrograde mo- . 
tion and knew, therefore, where to look for it. . 
Professor Turner mentions that all discoveries 
of planetary satellites since the Seventeenth 
Century have been made in England or Amer- 
ica, and are at present equally divided between 
the tAvo nations, the share of each being eight. 

In the course of becoming an exact science, 
medicine is paying greater attention than for- ' 
merly to the action of drugs. While the gen- . 
eral public, owing to the multiplication of pills' 
and tabioids, is in most civilized countries 
acquiring the practice of drugging itself, the 
tendency among physicians is to limit both 
the number and quantities of drugs in use. ■; 
Apart from these tendencies the most import- 
ant aspect of the question is the repression of 
the adulteration of drugs. In some countries 
adulteration has grown to dangerous propor- 
tions, and the Second International Congress 
for the repression of adulteration in food and 
drugs held in Pai-is, has been an event of con- 
siderable interest. At the recent meeting at 
Lille of the French Association of Science, M. 
Dorveau traced the history of Avhat is perhaps 
the oldest known adulteration of food — the 
adulteration of coffee with chicory. The name 
of the gifted inventor of this mixture is un- 
known, but after a long discussion the date of 
the invention has }>een fixed at. .j^p— when the 
Dutch practiced it.' It ;4ocs,.jnotiieem likely 
that William HI. brotight Jt-M^^ 
Prussia adopted chicory in' 1763, and "the' 
French, who did not use it till 1771, have 
since then been more active than any other 
people in spreading the adulteration. In the 
Presse medicale, whence this information is 
'derived, appears an instance of adulteration 
of a very, novel kind. It appears that what 
are known , as "blood oranges" are sometimes 
cpn'ver.t^d to , their ;sanguine hue by an' injec- ,1 
tion of aniline 'dye. The fraud "in a specific | 
instance was detected by the discovery pt; \ 
a fine needle which had been used in the syr^l 
ingc. The needle was unfortunately discov-,' ■ 
ered not in the orange but in pharynx of ^. ' 
woman who had eaten one of the oranges. 

Sometimes a' vague rumour is heard that an 
engineer 'has found some way' of utilizing the 
enormous power of sea waves for mechanical 
purposes. No invention has 3'et, however, 
proved of any practical value. A paper read 
by Signor Riccardo Salvadori before the Ital- 
ian Electrotechnical Association furnishes 
spnie good jeasons, why this" gratuitous "form 'J 
of power caniiot^be tutilizedV' dif- ^ 

ficulties is the extreme Variability of the sup- , 
ply of energy; but even if this 'difficulty were 
overcome and the energy Avere accumulated '■■ 
(in reservoirs of compressed air, for example) ^ 
the cost of the apparatus of accumulation 
would be prohibitive. The principal reason, 
however, why wavepower cannot be profitably 
captured that the meari- horsepower of waves 
is really quite small. On most coasts waves a 
yard high would furnish only one horsepower 
per yard of coast. Waves two yards high 
would 'give seven horseppwer per yard of 
coast, but the number of days in a year when 
these waves occur is comparativel}' small! The 
three-foot wave is that which occurs on more 
than half the days of the year, and the cost of 
an installation which would conserve its ener- 
gies would work out to £200 per horsepower 
— a prohibitive cost. , a-J- . , 

The last two years have been fruitful in 
the discovery of the remains of primitive man. 
At the Natural History. ISiuseum a cascjihas 
..been recently added which shows the various 
types of primitive skulls: The Pithecanthropus 
erectus, found a generation ago in Java, and 
presumed to be the oldest direct ancestor of 
man ; the Neanderthal and Spy skulls, found 
in Western and Central Europe; the Moustier 
skull, found in the middle J'leistocene strata 
of Dordogne ; and latest of all the divided jaw- 
bone found at Heidelberg, and supposed bv 
Dr, Schoetensack to be of a type dating from 
the earliest Pleistocene or even tp. the late >; 
Pliocene, and certainly antecedent to ainy other '; 
luiropean skull. The Heidelberg man is by 'li 
hypothesis the ancestor of various types, of - 
which the Spy man is one and the primitive 
Australian type another. M. Florentino Ame- 
ghino, of the .National Museum of Buenos 
Ayres, has now published a ni'^nioir on a prim-, 
itive human skull, found in some recent ex- ■ 
-cavations at Buenos Ayres at a depth- which .s f 
warrants the supposition that it dates.; Hlce .the ' '^ 
Heidelberg skull, from the late plipceneii .'.To 
the type M. .-^Vmeghino has given'' the'-'naine ■ 
Diprothomo, and he regards the type as the 
prccursoi' of the i Icimo pampeus, which is an- 
other primitive skull found in the South 
American .Pleistocene, 'phe skull is not com- 
plete, but the upper part is nearly perfect, and, 
like, the skulls pf other primitive men, it dis- 
-closes what we may calj^ a very shallow brain 
pan. There is hardly' any -forehead, at all, ^and 
the Diprothomo would have"ap|Jeared- tb"^h'ave' 
practically no to]) to its head, M. Paul 
Combes, in commenting on j\L Ameghino'.s 
photograi)hs and drawings of ihe skull, .and 
in his deductions from thoni, remarks that this 
discovery, like others of less recent date, seems 
\o show that soir.e of the anthropomorphic 
skulks — like that of the Pithecanthropus or of 
,the Heidelberg :.iTi{^i;T-were not men at all,' 'oru- 
the direct ancestorg^of man. They were riier'e-^ ' 
ly collaterals, and nian has a direct descent
